Introdnction and W elcom e. 
Plymouth church was yesterday crowded to the 
doors by a fashionable congregation. The day oeing 
delightfully line there was, of course, a charm ing 
array of toilets, which looked quite picturesque as 
the genial rays of the sun shone through the spacious 
windows of the cdlflce, causing the variegated colors 
to blend harmoniously. The Uev. Mr. Beecher took 
Ua text from Galatians Iv., 10. The reverend gen­ 
tlem an dilated at some length upon the early culture 
of the soul. Wncn the babe came Into life every­ 
thing was against him, and so in like m anner was 
the commencement of a real Christian life. Those 
beginning the true paths of rectitude were as lo- 
fa n u Just born; for how could they be teachers 
who were not practically 
conversant with the 
tm th s they endeavored to inculcate r Christian life 
m ost grow and be properly cultured. 
It was a 
■park, a flame, from which at first issued much 
smoke, and at length became a pure and burning 
coal. Children and youth m ight become dUulples 
of the Lord Jesus Christ and m ight be safely 
gathered into the Christian fold If only their parents 
and tbelr pastors would instil into their young 
spirits the faith of Christ. Some parento brought 
np their children with the expectation that when 
they arrived at 'the years of dlsAetlon they would 
become good Christians. But if properly Instructed 
when young tiiey grew up in the nurture of the 
L ord-som e without a break at all, aud others sub­ 
ject to certain normal disturbauces. As a general 
working principle, however, if Christian families 
were early educated la the faith of Christ he be­ 
lieved that generations aud generations of callaren 
m ight be brought up in the love of Christ wltuoui 
afterwards departing from it, so that they woula be 
free from the usual entauglemeuts ot the soul 
and ordinary experiences, and would come full 
ot latth, full of hope aud punty from the cradle to 
church. Alter alluding to the great necessity of 
giving proper m struction to the young at an early 
age ho went on to state tiiai children were very sus- 
ccpUblo and comparatively comprehensive. Thus 
they lound the babe Jesus in tne babe child, aud did 
not discover that great ChrUtionity looked for in 
after years. Feed tnem as little children aud ihev 
would go throngd all the temptations and all tin 
trials aud m the end would become good Coriaiians, 
There were many persons who labored under the 
erroneous impression that by too early introduction 
to the Church young persons might disgrace it. But 
the Church was not to be coinpaied to me soul, for 
It was merely the servant ol the sum. It m ight as 
well be said that a hospital was disgraced because 
patients died In It when doctors did tlielr ntmost to 
cure them, or that a school was disgraced because 
those who came in as lools w eut out as idiots. 
Moreover, It was not to be supposed that because a 
m an was imperfect he was not a Cnrlstian. If a 
m an enlisted in the army he was just as mucn a 
soldier then as he would he live years aiterwards, 
though 
of 
course 
in

eiUcleucy. So long 
as 
a 
m an 
was 
earnest 
be was still a Chnsiisn. however imperfect ho migni 
be, BO long tui be looked up to God with tlie con­ 
sciousness of Ins defects. The thing was to come into 
sympathy with God aud receive the impulse to re­ 
organize his life. The principles ol life had two 
quaiixies—the force ol nature and the voluutarv drill 
to wors in harmony, in order to grow to true man- 
bood tne eye, the ear aud the ba..a must be edu­ 
cated. He m ust learn hm trade or he must learn tne 
profession which he luieuds to follow. There m ust 
bo a Bpontaucous m tentlouai power vigorously ex- 
erciseu. And 11 was precisely the same in the Chris­ 
tian life. As men driiiea lu auytluug lu wnlch they 
excelled, it was exactly the same tmug m at took 
place in regard to progress m reilgioii. Mature did 
s great deal, but learning could omy be acquired by 
spontaueous actlou aud a regu.ar course of tlrllllug. 
T u esp iiu ol humility was not ml used Into m an 
without prayer. To be sure mauy persons thought 
that teinpei-auce, buiiillity, faiiii, patience, hope, joy 
lu tlio lioiy Ghost wore divine guts, bo were corn, 
sud shcup an d . cows upon the 
m cuntam top 
divine gilts, fur which men m qft wora. They wore 
the iruiis or m au’s industry, not his laziness. Faith 
could only he ubiuinccl by practice; nor did all 
divine giiis come, Juat by inspiration, liiey must be 
learned aud studied as tbo soldier learned a u steps. 
The experiences m lilo were nut so promiscuous as 
m ost peop.e luiaglucd. 
lucre was a regular order 
of things. First came the leaf, tlieu me blossom, 
the green frnil and then the ripe iruit: so it was 
lu iho Christian life. TUo later developments cannot

shown. Thoa tradiuoni were held superior to the 
law, bocanse it was declared that “ the words

are all weighty.” Mow, among these traditions was 
the washing of hands, and whoever neglected this 
requirem ent waa considered a lit subject for excom- 
m unicatioa and even of death, Ue referred to this 
In order that he might lead nis hearers to conalder 
the first practical le.sson of his text, which was m at 
in the declaration before tlieiii our Saviour relied not 
upon practice, but upon principle.

unwashed hands. 
But the great point iiefore us 
hero and In the precedihg portion of the chapter 
was the iiinioriaace of the mward condition m coni- 
parisou vflih outward performances. 
This wa.s 
what me 
scrlbe.s 
and 
pharisees 
did. 
“ Why 
do ye also," said Christ, "transgress the com- 
manUmeuis of God by your traditions?” They 
hud 
louud, hot m the Mosaic ritual, 
but iii 
Hie Bolemn decrees of the Decalogue, the words 
‘■Honor thy lather and m other.” So It appeared 
that It was not a mere practice that was rebuked- 
Buperstitiuus aud absurd as that practice m ight 
have been—aud it seemed to him that mis opened 
to tnem the entire subject of tradition auu cereiuuuy 
in relation to moral obllgatious-a subject not w ith­ 
out lutorest at the present day. It may be said that 
ceremonial was usefu l-th at It was a help to many 
lu Hicir dcvouons, and that it leads to the deeiiesi 
moiight. Certainly no right-minded person could 
dispute tliat: and ho Hiougnt a man not merely ex ­ 
posed to rebuke but beluw coutempt wno found 
fault with or ridiculed the religious usages of 
aiK.lher, 
No m utter how absur-l these usages 
seciiied to him, that man was remarkably liaid- 
hcart-’d 
who 
could 
pas-s 
mockery 
on 
tliom. 
The leuit wo could say was they may beueilt others. 
But When their practices were exalted-w heu it 
was sai.l mac their virtue or tiieir very BUbsiaiice 
and essence was religious life—when they wdVu re­ 
garded as superior to moral obligations, tUeu It 
was necc.“sary to urge the spirit of our üavlour’s 
words. This mere washing of Hie hands as com­ 
pared with the inward man and me state or the 
heart was ouly secondary, for "it deUlcth not a 
m an.” But when those practices become tyrannical, 
slavish and were set above the moral ruies of divine 
law; when ecciesLustical authority wa-i put before 
social ami natural obligations, then we cou'.d see 
with what justice certain men might rise up and 
protest against them and even violently Hinist them 
aside. I'urhups 
we 
could 
sympuHilze lu this 
point 
of 
view 
with 
the 
stern 
inanucr 
of Hie Puritans, lu laying their hands on the very 
altar and turning irotn spiritual tyranny and the 
iraiisgres.sion of God’s commandment. Ho said the 
usages of the old Church, which were again creeuiug 
lu among us, were looked on by the old I'uritans us 
elciiieuts of tyranny and barbarism. 
While we 
might revere the sayings of good men and trea­ 
sure up the Interpretations of me wise men, never­ 
theless. how fatally m e growth of tradition pro­ 
gressed, preventing the full action of the mind aud 
soul. 'The sayings of men were pat atiova the 
commandments of God, and that which claimed 
to be the Church 
of 
divine 
truth and love 
became the vehicle of oppression aud a politi­ 
cal 
machine. 
Ana 
men 
rose 
up 
In 
the 
very bosom of such a Church and asked "Why 
transgress the commandments of God by trad i­ 
tion ?” Why should we npt leave such men to follow 
the developments of their own soli-lmposed task? 
Certainly such a man as Father Hyaolnthe, because 
he had assumed the position he occupies, was not 
necessarily a Luther. In welcoming this champion 
of truth and freedom here, then, these ought not to 
be conspicuous who. In their own narrow circles, 
might have nothing to recommend them hut their 
own traditional prejudices. We should leave God’s 
work in the hands of snch men as Father Hyacintne, 
to work it out in their own way. The preacher then 
went on m a philosophical m anner to criticise and 
explain outward ceremony, and concluded by say­ 
ing tuat suca ceremony was of no m aterial use; lor 
it was the heart of m an—the Inward m an—to wUich 
God alone looked fur homage. 


S T . STEPHEN’ S 
ROMAH CATHOLIC CHURCH. 


Serm on 
by 
the R ev. 
Dr. iU cG lyon -T he 
Anthority o f the C h arcb-T h e E cum enical 
Council and Pere H yncintbe’s Position. 
At the principal m ass at St. Stephen’s church, on 
East Twenty-eighth street yesterday morning, the 
Kev. Dr. E. McGlynn, pastor, taking bis text, Mat­ 
thew xvL, 13, 19, delivered an eloquent discourse 
on the authority of the Church, which ho con­ 
sidered as peculiarly opportune at the present time 
m view of the Interest which is felt in the approach­ 
ing General Council. True faith is the result of 
authoritative teaching by divine anthority. 
“But 
whom dojron say that la m ? Simon Peter knswer- 
Ing, said:—Thon art Christ, the Son of the living 
God.” * And Christ assures 
him that not mere 
human 
nature, 
but 
the 
Father 
in 
Heaven 
bad revealed this truth to him, and in return 
for his confession of Christ’s divinity our Lord 
makes him the rock upon which He win build 
His Church, w ith th e promise that the gates of bell 
shall not prevau ugaiiui it. He also promises that 
He will make this m an Simon, whom He now calis 
Peter or The Rock, the chief teacher and rm er and 
Judge in this same Church under the symbol of tbe 
keys by which be Is made chief of that kingdom of 
God upon earth, whose threefold mission It Is to 
teach the truth as taught by Christ, to adm inister 
ordinances and execute HU law, and to inteprct 
and apply both Ills law and Uls teachings. This waa 
made clear by the promise that whatever Peter 
should bind or loose on earth should be bound or 
loosed 111 heaven. A similar promise of authority to 
bind and loose was given to the other Apostles (Mat­ 
thew xvili.) subordínate, however, to the supreme 
authority ol the keys which were given ouly to 
Peter. To this apostolic, teaehlnir, governing body, 
so constituted, i nrlst gives the mission to represent 
Him aud perpetuate llis work thruugliouc all nations 
and all time, to leach w hat He nad taught, to do 
what He had done, to carry out what He had esta- 
biwhed. In fact, we may say that Christ’s chief mis­ 
sion was to establish such a society, and without 
It His work III Its bearing upon all future ages 
would have been fragmeuiary, incomplete and a 
failure. 
Hence, He says on another occasion to 
Peter: "Feed uiy lambs, feed my sheep” (John xxl.), 
and to all tno Apostles (John xx.) "As the Father 
hath sent me, I also send you.” He makes this 
Church HIS living body wfth which he Is to be Invisi­ 
bly present, and In which Uls Holy HpirU Is to abide 
"HU the coiisutumatlon of tbe world.” Those who 
will not hear and obey this Church arc to be con­ 
sidered as aliens from His society. 
"Let him be to 
thee as the heathen and the publican” (Matthew 
xvill.). The levereudjorator then went on to show 
that the teaching and goverulng authority of the 
Church was giveu to Peter and his successors and 
to the Apostolic college, and was not to die with 
Peter or with the individual Auoslles. 
The deiluiHons and enactm ents of a general or 
Ecumenical Council, In which the bishops of the 
universal Church, the successors of the Apostles, 
assemble under ilio presidency of the Bishop of 
Rome, the successor of St. Peter, are the highest 
expression of this teaching and governing autaor- 
ity. 
What 13 of divine institution the Church can­ 
not change, increase or dlminlsli. Hence she canuot 
add to or take from the original deposit of faith; 
she cannot alter her own constitution, ofiwhicli she 
IS the creature and not the creator; she cannot 
change these ordinances of Christ which are com­ 
monly called sacram ents; she cannot cease to offer 
or Change the essential nature ol tne offering of her 
eucharistic sacrillce. But from her very nature, as 
a llviug society lor all times and all peoples, she 
must be cuduwed, and as a m atter of lact bas been 
endowed by Christ wlih power over bet* own disci­ 
pline. 
Hence she can change, modify or abrogate 
the old, and enact the new in m ere m atters of dis­ 
cipline according to the emergencies of times and 
places. 
Vet her world-wlilo nature, the countless 
number and diversity ol her children, her venera­ 
ble character as the Church of Ages, the very pru- 
deuce with which she Is. endowed by the Holy 
Spirit, 
Who 
has 
tioen 
promised 
to 
abide 
with 
her, 
make her 
slow - U> 
change even 
in mere m atter of discipline or coremouy; and to 
lircserve these powerful helps to miiiv, she requires 
various ages and peop.es to conform to her universal 
discipline, rather than stoop to catch tickle popii- 
iBi iiy by stooping to adopt me fasbions or caprices 
of any ono age or nation. 
Yet from time to tune the 
bishops asseuii.le by convocation of the chief bishop 
lu general council to enact statutes oi discipline, to 
relorm abuses, to qnlckon their own faith aud zeal 
aud that of meir flocks, and, if necessary, or exped­ 
ient, to dellue the faith. They do not pretemi. nay. 
they positively disclaim the power, to make new 
revoluHuns or add to the d**i.o8lt of isiHi.

and governing capacity forever. 
If such a one, In

at this late day he will have many followers. 
All true Christian elements, 
to-day more than 
ever,

gravitate 
towards me centre of

may oc, m m eir owu great misfortune, guilty of 
such defection are objects of our pity, to be prayed 
lor us wayward brothrea rather m an be feared as 
formidable adversaries. 
Tiielr aspirations for a 
recouciliatioti between the Church and some im agi­ 
nary or real spirit of the age are impossible of 
attainm ent If they would require her to change her 
leaelim gof the faith; and whore they would affect 
mere uiaUcrsof discipliue they are vague, ill-deilued, 
faniastical and unsuusiauuul. The Church Is but 
too ready to use the great inventions ot the age aud 
to accept all the discoveries of scienco. for sne holds 
that there cun be no opposition between revealed 
truth and reason or us discoveries. We may well 
prefer the wisdom of a Council assembled in the 
Holy bpirlt, to the Imaginings of any man. Ana 
even If we had not the Chrlstiau humility to submit 
our intellects to such superior wisdom, even m mat 
tors of discipline, we should at least have me grace, 
even m spite of our uotlous as to what may be 
expedient, to respect aud obey the decisions of 
logiumato auilionty.

of Jam es 1., '¿ó—"But whoso lookem into the perfect 
law of liberty aud coutimieth therein, he not being 
a furgeiljil hearer, but a doer of the work, ttii.s m an 
shall be blessed in his deed.” Tne second tex t was 
the declaration of Luther at the Diet of V/orms— 
"Except I bo conquered and convinced by me tes­ 
timony of Scripture, or by clear and suftlclaut rea­ 
sons (lor I pul no conlldeaco in tbe Pope or In the 
Councils, because they have both mauifesHjr both 
often 
been 
mistaken 
and 
have 
often’ con­ 
tradicted each other), 1 nettbei 
can nor will 
retract anything, 
inasmuch 
as 
It 
Is neither 
safe nor advisable to do anything against conscience. 
Here I take iny sttm d; I can do no otherwise; so help 
me God. Amen.” Tne third was an extract from the 
celebrated letter of Father Hyacinthe, dated Septem

ate tnyselr, therefore, from tbe convent in which l 
have resided, which, under the new circumstances

not unfaithful to my vows. 
I have promised 
monástlc obedience, but limited by the honesty 
of conscience and the dignity of my person ana my 
ministry. I have promised under the 
benefit of 
that snperior law of justice and of royal liberty 
which Is, according to the Apostle St. Jam es, tbe 
proper law of the Christian.” Mr. Powers, having 
read these extracts, said that his congregation mlgh 
be 
ready to ask, Why associate 
these three 
declarations? 
Jam es 
mey knew, 
Luther they 
knew ; 
but who was 
Father Hyacinthe? why 
was be associated with honored names, like L uther 
and the Apostle Jam es? Father Hyaclnihe was a 
remarkable man. 
He had recently lanaed on our 
snores under circum stances exciting a very special 
degree of Interest; was b o m -ib e honest child of a 
small farm er at Orleans, in France—in 1827, and 
was therefore forty-two years of age. All toat waa 
known of anything dlsunctive In bis early youth 
was that he attracted some attention by his verses. 
He entered St. Sulpico at tbe age of eighteen; after 
four years of theological etudy he was ordained 
priest: he afterwards entered a Barefooted Carmel­ 
ite convent at Lyons, becoming a brother of that 
order, and by his sermons In that city excited great 
attention- 
Daring the snm iner ol is04 be weut to 
Pans, where bis sermons at La Madelalne and at 
Notre 
Dame 
became 
famous 
for 
their 
elo­ 
quence 
and 
boldness, 
and 
he 
was 
not 
long 
in 
taking 
in 
tbe 
popular 
esteem 
a 
place of tbe very highest eminence, for various 
culture as well as for his extraordinary powers of 
speech, all enhanced by the nnconcealod liberalism 
of his opinions, tbe intelligence of bis face, the pecu­ 
liarly sy mpaitictlc tone of his voice aud the sacred 
earnestness oi bis manner. 
Me has always Identi­ 
fied hirnself with the progressive Catholics, and ho 
had never rendered an nnreasunlng submission to 
the 
Holy 
See, 
the 
characteristlo 
ot 
the 
extrem e ultram ontane party. 
The characteris­ 
tics of his preaching wore 
a 
fiery, earnest, 
devoted eloqueuce; a 
deep, 
loving, 
yearuing 
spjrltuallty, and a llberatlsm to Protestants not sur- 
passeJ by any divine or liis Church. 
This was re­ 
markably Illustrated In a celebrated sermon he 
preached nt Pans under circumstances of special 
interest to the citizens of this city. A lady, a mem­ 
ber of Mr. Beecher’s church, was on a vuit to Paris 
and went to hear the father. 
Under that sermon 
she became convinced of her duty to become a mem­ 
ber of the Roman Catholic Church, and it was on 
receiving this lady into the Church at Pans that 
Father llyaciutho expressed himself so liberally in 
reference to ProtcstaoHsm, Uis present noiuriety 
Is the result of this liberality; he stauds as Hie 
lepresentstlve of advanced thought In his own 
Church and Is liberal enough towards other Churches 
to awaken lu all Protestants a lively anxiety as to h'.s 
future course, 
iliat, .Mr. Powers hoped, would bo 
to reiuaiu in tbe Rumlsli Church, where he would lie 
likely to do 
more 
good tliau by leaviug her 
and allying himself with anv form of Protesi- 
antism. 
Kariioitly did ho (the preachar) hope 
that 
the 
father 
would, 
in 
the 
excellence 
of bis judgm ent, see this to be the future course of 
Ills yet undeveloped future. He would not become a 
modern Luther because ho has appeared In au age 
of Ideas. 
Luther lived and grew lamous lu an age 
of dark Ideas, and It was not possible fur men m 
modern times to awaken Hiat notoriety that was 
awoke then. The thought in the ChrDtian Church 
was too active; neither was It desirable that any 
awakening of that character should be necessary 
In the Cburch, and Its ne.essity would be regret­ 
ted by all thoughtful aud well disposed Christians. 
What was CO be said, then, of this Komanisti Church? 
She was passing through a crisis more endangering 
from wilhin than from without. Mr. Powers then 
read the dogmas that are to be enforced at the 
Ecuraeulcal Council, aud showed that they were op­ 
posed 
to 
the 
progress of 
modern 
thought. 
Queen Isnbe la of 
.*<paiD, who had' sent the 
Church me most 
muiililcent of 
presents and 
been lU devoted follower, 
wa.s now an exile, 
and 
the 
slur 
of 
her 
people 
was 
rising 
through the war clouds of Spam and her Western 
islands. Austria had defied the Pope despite the 
paper thunders of the Fonilff, and Austria might bo 
said to be no lunger Papal. 
Bavaria had also 
(fhelined to endorse Hie letter by the Ecumenical 
Council on the politics of Roman countries. Nine­ 
teen Gerinau hlsUops had m et m council and 
declined to render suhmlssioii to the Council. 
In 
France ihe course adO()ted by Father Hyacinthe had 
awakened couslilerable thought and attention. 
Yet 
amid all this dissension the Pope was preparing 
tablet on which tne general result of the nieotin 
of the Council would be discounted and the world 
meeting 


assured beioreliaiid that It met aud parted amidst 
the applaii.se of the whole Catholic world and the 
terror of the power of darkness. 
Yet. strange as It 
might seem, Romanism was growing in Kriiain, and 
Archbishop .Manning, not the least of the cardlnais, 
hud recently said that the duly of Catholics wx<, in 
oiietlience to the lloiy Father, to enroll themselves 
as the opponents of the bold and leirlbie errors, 
libcrunsm, 
progress 
and 
modem 
civilization. 
Yet what was to bo said of Piotestaiitism? Why, 
this, that It was nut In a position to profit by Romish 
dissensions. Some of the errors of Komi* still re­ 
mained in Protestantism. 
Prie.'ítcraft and Us power 
was great yet among Protestants. John MilU.n had 
said that ‘Presbytery” waa only priest wrUicii large. 
He (Mr. Powers) preicrred one rope oi Rome lo an

contcinpnblo 
lIHio 
Popes 
overthrowing 
the 
right oi 
pnv.ite judgment. 
The 
Protestant Church did not yet suillcleiilly 
endorse m o.royal law of iihcriy. 
It did not yet 
suiilclonily ubow conscience to talk of the things of 
Uml and cmhody them In the things of life. 
We 
believed In Hiis luw lor oui-selves, but wo were not 
sumcientiy willing to allow it to be believed In by 
our brother and allow him to e.xerclse it for him­ 
self, That law of liberty must lie adoptod by tno 
Church If It would sufllclently battle with the Church 
01 Koine. 
I ho Protestant Church, too, lacked 
some thiii;'s which the Romish Church had, namely, 
unity, Caihuiiel'.y and its care for the poor. 
Protes- 
luiiHsm WU.S not united, scctanani.sm had split up 
Its lorces, and iheso forces must be marHliailed by 
nnity If a real, decisive action was to oc taken 
against the ciieniy of Konmnism. There must be 
nioro catholicitv, too, In Proi;st.intisni: an acknow- 
ledgomo.it of tno action ol conaclcnco in a manly 
aiuf

iiiiorpretauon

God. 
I'ho 
Roiulsh 
Church 
had 
a 
hold

Mr. Powers then pointed ont very beautirully the 
useful and tho truthful side of Marloiatry, and the 
duty of the Church to show that side of Hie character 
of JcBUS Which represents the womanly.

E L E V ÍN T H STREET P R E m T E H IA N CHURCH. 


T he R ev . C harlea B. Nuiyih on th e E cum en- 
ieni C ouncil. 
The announcement that iho Rev. Charles B. Smyth 
would deliver a dUcourse on "The Ecumenical 
Council” at the Eloveiiili street Pre.sOyterlan church, 
“seats free,” drew a large congregation whom the 
reverend genllemuu held In rapt attention during 
an etreotive and instructive troatm cut of Uls sub­ 
ject. 
After the u.sual preliminary 
services 
the 
preacher advanced aud selected 
tiis tex t from 
Psalm xxit. 13:—"They gape upon mo with their 
mouths, as r. were a ramping and a roaring lion.” 
The speaker began by alluding to the Pupal bulls 
which had formed so im portant a part o', the ecclesi­ 
astical history. Bulls had been set louse upon 
all doctrines which had been antagonistic to 
Roman faith, and they had been no respecteri 
persons or prelates. 
But three nunilrcd and fifty 
years ago, said he, there aruse an obscure monk 
who took the bull by the horns, and backed the fcro 
clous beast luto the Urea until nothing remained but 
his ashes. This was the aciilevemeut of Luther, and 
occurred in the time of Pius 1. Now, the present 
Pope, nine ümes as Pius as his illustrious preue 
cesaor, has Issued another bull convening tbe Ecu 
menical Conncil, to introduce new dogmas into the 
articles of faith, which was dated on the 28th day of 
June, 1808, calling lor the gatuenng of bishops on 
the 8th of Dccemoer, 1869. In the past history of 
the Church eighteen councils have gathered at the 
Bhrtue of SL Peter’s. Tne first m et in 326, and the 
succeeding ones in 381, 431, 467, 653, 680, In 787 the 
Council of Nice, which concerned Image worship: in 
809, in 1123, wmcn related to the Crusades; In 1139, 
1179, 1216, P246. 1274, 1311, 1439, 1571 
and 1546. It 
was this last gathering of the Council which m et to 
resist tha great flood of Protestantism which was 
then overspreading Europe; 
and 
the 
one to 
meet by Papal bull 
on the 8th of 
December 
next la the ouly one In the crises of the Church 
that has been thought necessary m the lapse of 300 
years. Woat means tbo word ecumenical ? It sig­ 
nifies catholic, universal-It means vox popuii, vox 
del. lu scope would tnerefore include all bishops 
In the Christian world, whether Roman or not, and 
Plus IX., in tuis spirit, sent Invitations to the 
bishops of all churches, but to this date It Is not 
known that any have accepted. Formerly a gathe 
mg ol the Council included nionurchs, princes and 
beads of all petty nationulitles, and the sovereigns 
assembled at Rome and participated lu tne de- 
llberaiious of the august bouy; but now no lay m 
bers have been solicited to attend, and potentates 
have been excluded. 
Wliat do these changes sug­ 
gest? What bos been wrought lu an interval of 3‘20 
years? 
At the beglnaiug of thU period the 
Reformation 
was 
in 
us 
swaadllng 
clothes, 
and every monarch of Europe was a vassal of 
tne Pope: now 
none are so poor as to no 
him reverence. 
Then he was the king of kings 
on earth, now Rome bends to toe iinperiai purpie of 
Napoleon HI. Then caHiollci.^m was the only reli­ 
gion of Europe; now Lapland, Norway, Bwedeu, 
England. Prussia aud other great Powers are no 
longer of her told, Hungary and Austria stand aloof 
from Roman domination. 
Russia and tiie Eastern 
countries sustain Hie Greek Church, and Bavaria 
aud Portugal are tbe two rotten crutches upou 
which CaHiollcisra hobbles over the vast domains of 
Its once great stronghold. Such are the transfor- 
matlona, and great and mighty have they oeon. 
The popnlation of lhat world la 1,350,000,000. one- 
elRbtb of. which num ber conatltaies tho Romiati 
Cburch, and tne rest of iheC hriatun Churcn, Inciud- 
ing Greeks, Armenians, Froieswuta and Eastern 
branehea, 18 considerably In excess of tnis number, 
and the biabopa of the Roman Church are much less 
than one-half of those belonging to the other de- 
nommations.

tho Moravian and branches 70, other churches 8-2, 
The Nestoriana might also come under Hus treat­ 
ment. In the aggregate there are about 929 bishops 
Who do not oelong to Rome, and os tbe Blsnop of 
Orleans, an acute and erudite man, baa estimated 
Hie num ber of Komith bishops at from 700 to 800, 
here will be an excess of P2o In favor of those who 
do not espouse Catholicism, and that great body will 
not be represented in the Ecumenical Council; neuce 
ecumenical, wlilcn meuoa universal, la a misnomer. 
Yet the • Council will contain learning, cunning, 
statesmanship and prlcatcraii, and the experience 
of ages. The reverend gentlcinan went on to de­ 
scribe what the operatlona of tho Council would be 
III a parliamentary sense, and then proceeded to in­ 
quire as to the cause of this Im p o iu n i convocation 
ot bishops. The dogma ol the Immaculate Concen- 
tion of the Virgin Mary, as first advanced in the 
fourteenth century, as decreed in 1854 by Plus 
IX., waa 
one of the 
lunovatiooa 
that 
will 
be Drought 
before 
the 
CouucU 
for 
ratifica­ 
tion. 
The 
preacher 
lllnstraa-d this pomt by 
copious quotations from authoritative aunounce- 
racuU by the Pope hlmaolf. 
The other subjects 
to be traversed would bo 
tho 
press, destruc­ 
tion of church property, suppression of mouasteriea, 
education o fih e youth, civil society, tlio re-estao- 
llshmeut of the Church where it has been sup­ 
planted and Its extension to lieatiicn nations. But 
in order to gain strength in these ulrectluns It 
would be the policy of the Pope to crown Napoleon 
III.. Who haa no existence os a monarch In uio eye 
of Rome, to Hit the ban of excomiiiuutoation from 
the head of Victor Emanuel, to accure a popular aud 
pliant king for the tliroue of .*-pain and to throw 
I sop to the Emperor of Austria, who has defied 
toman power. 
W'hat the Council should truly 
guarantee was liberal education, free pre.ss. free 
Bible and salvation oy grace through ialth in Christ, 
and not Hie celibacy of the pnesHiood, the saie of 
Inlgenees and other debasing Infiucnces tbat 
have dragged the Church to its present level.

Christ’s Church were not the janitors of Heaven, 
nor did the prelate who sits in Bt. Peter’s chair hold 
the key. 
Tho Roman Catholic Church had called hia 
Church and every Reformed Church schism atic and 
heretical. The Anglican Church was neither of these. 
He should show how the English Church had throw a 
o'J cerium dugmas of the Church of Rome, aud how 
she became nut a new Church of Christ m E.tgland. 
but the old Church, with her old cathedrals, old 
parish churches. Old creed, old sacram entó and o ld 
spirit of God burning in me hearts of its believers. 
The English Kcformaiiou was a part of the bustory of 
the Amerb au church, and its uiemoers wero th a 
children of m at Keionnation. 
Tne cross planted 
on Calvary hau cuino from the British Isies to thla 
country. 
At the tiuic of the Rcfurmutiou that cross 
was covered over wim priesily things aud tha 
devices of beuighicil Rome. 
In the provideuco of God heathen Rome pre­ 
pared the way lur the advent of the Ciiri.sHau faith. 
Ca-sar built m e many roads leading from the Forum 
to all nations lor th - u.-ie of Uw legions; but many a 
footpnul of the soldiers ol the Cros.s couid be found 
upou them. 
Ills navic.s were not u.sed by tha 
Emperor, but bore messages of the Saviour. Caiua 
Julius CiLsar conquered Eiigiund, aud this was iha 
first cause of tqo lutrodncilon of Clirisuaaity. 
How 
or wuen It was introduced it was impossible to 
say. 
It was Impobsihle to fix the year when 
It waa Introduced or iiio person who first propa- 
gated It. Borne mougtit it was St. Paul and others 
St. James. In the year ;il4 the Bishops of London. 
York and Lincoln sat in the Synod oi Annea and la 
389 mey attended a synod in Italy. 
The Gospel 
must have been preached long before 314, since a t 
that time there were three settled bishoprics. It waa 
probable Hie English Church waa recognized and 
Chriat preached in Briton a century after the Sav­ 
iour had risen. 
The early English Church had two 
enemies—me passions of

heathen hum an 
nntnre and the persecutions 
of 
Rome. 
Tna 
heathen element waa vanquished by pious m en 
who suffered as martyrs. 
Heathen persecution 
condemned men to die, and tbe m artyrs felt 
with outstretched arms to tbe earth in the ehapa 
ol a cross, as if to proclaim to the onlookers 
that the very earm was uhrlst’s. 
The early Church 
bad also to auifer the persecution of heathen Rome, 
and asan illustration of these persecntiona tne lec­ 
turer related the trial, torture, and oeheadlng of 
St. Alban.

This waa rough 
to the Gospel of Jesus Christ, but never shallow, and 
when Che seed was sown It produeed much fruit. 
The lecturer then proceeded to describe the early 
natives of the British Isles, dwelling at great length 
upon the religion of the Druids, which he character­ 
ized as a Bupersiulon more shadowy and vast than 
any known in history, lie then referred to the send­ 
ing ol Augustine 10 Britain by Pope Gregory. Alter 
tracing ms actions ana the result of nia labors tha 
reverend gentlem an remarked tuat Augustine cama 
Horn Rome, and ho came not only (or cnrlst but fo* 
Hie Pope. This was the beginning of tbe Pope'a 
yoke aud of hia attem pts to control the English 
Church. 
In this country Rome demands the sub­ 
mission of the Church, and m is year calls a council 
to decide upon m e future of our humanity.

G antain Kennedy expresses hia belief that he can 
eclipse, with the City of Brussels, the oesttim e m ada 
by ihc cuuard boats by sixteen hours.

la Boniipnriism Declining f- U 'h a t Bloat Con. 
tribnirs to Hoelat Im m orality and National 
D ecay t 
[From the London Times, Oct. 14.] 
It is nsusual wuh some of the bitterest enemies of 
the French imperial rtgnne. when they flud it 
impossible to deny the wcll-bclDg attained by the 
country during the last eighteen years, to contend 
that m eutal developmeuc has not kept pace with 
material progress, coucludmg that imperialism, If 
It pamper the body, at all events kills the soul. The 
second empire, it is stab'll, has. like tho first, stood 
lu the light of French genius. 
It has intro­ 
duced what Is called an Augustan age, but without 
that brillluncy of mtellectual achievements which 
in some degree reconciled the old Homan repub­ 
licans to 
the loss of tlieir turbulent but stir­ 
ring political existeuce. 
The time m ar, 
per­ 
haps, have come to inquire Into the justice of 
tills charge. 
As there seem uow to be well 
lounded hopes that personal rule has come to an 
end any retrospective survey of the influence, good 
or baneful, which it exercised may not be without 
use to ithose, whoever they l>e. on wnom the gui­ 
dance of public Hifairs in lYance wUl hereafter 
devolve. It is uot unlikely thot the argument, 
" I’o.'it hOi\ ergo proitter hoc,” has been too freely 
applied, both In praise and In blame of the govern­ 
ment of the Itiiru Napoleon. No doubt France lias, 
during this recent period, made gigantic steps, not 
only towards the ncquireiueut of enormous wealth, 
but also towards the spread of that external com­ 
fort aud polish whk h brings a country into tlie fore­ 
most rank among civilized commuuities; but this 
um.st to a great extcut be the result of a prolonged 
peace under almost any form of governmenj. 
France, u must be avowed, hud already shown signal 
svmiitouis of general advuiicement. both under the 
restored Bourbons ana Louis Fliillppe, and lier- 
maiiy, sonio p an s 
of Italy, aud even 
Fpalu, 
have 
during 
this la.st hall 
century doubicu 
theU- poiiulaUon, 
tlielr 
trade 
and 
ludustry. 
* * * \Ye may be told that the iilierty wnich 
has hllUeno been vouchsafed to Italians and ¡Span­ 
iards IS not "O f the right sort;” that its influence 
has not as yet had time to be fully felt; and that 
political controversy so utterly absorbs all faculties 
as to leave ueiilier leisure uor inclination lor mere 
literary employ menL But what shall wo say of 
England, where political Instliutloiis have, If not 
advaueed, at least certainly not develo|>ca auy back­ 
ward leudeucy? Shall we coniend that we see m 
the present age no symiitoius of decline from the 
ago of s-coit ami Byruu, or eveu from the early days 
ol Dickems uud Thackeray t fieuiiis works in cycles; 
it has Its ricii and poor crops, its prize and blank 
seasous, its so-called tioUien Ages, Augustan or 
MeUleeau, 
mflueuced. 
Indeed, 
by 
political 
causes, 
as 
crops 
by 
atmospheric accidents, 
but 
obeying 
aiso 
other more general, 
lesg 
obvious or sunerilcial rules, acting, not only Inde- 
p.iuleuily of ad poirncal inilueuce, but sometimes 
eveu in aniagonL>m to it. The stage in the life of 
a natiuu in which meutal energy is apt to be at Its 
greatest height is that in which, alter a gpell ot 
great polliK ai convulsions, a period of comparative 
ease and repose succeeds. Tiius the golden age of 
I’-ouiau liteiiituro dates from the closing or the 
Temple of Janus by the First Emperor; that of mod­ 
ern Italy from the lermfuatlou of medueval fends 
ushering In uonie.stic tyranny and foreign dom ina-j 
tmn: that of England irom tho subsiding of religious ' 
(iLsseii.sious under ihe sceptre of Elizabeth. Ooideii 
ages of this description are always of short dura­ 
tion, aud are followed by eras of silver, of iron, of 
bror.ze. and even of lead. A cluster of a score or so 
of .stars of the first magnitude blaze out in the Orraa- 
me/it, out the.se give way beiore minor galaxies, 
uud presently to mere nebiihc and utter obscurity. 
.Such a transitory period of intellectual greatness 
have not only Frauce and Kngland, but all Europe, 
eajuyed In ih e early part ot tno pre.seni eeiiiury, on 
the leruiiuuttuii uf the civil and iDleriiaUonut wars 
ot tlie First Napoleon. 
The decline wiilcti m ust 
iiccsls follow Is partly due 
to the very height 
aiu in eil by the mind in Its first eirort. 
It is m the 
nature of great writers to create readers—and to 
spoil Uioiu. 
A public uccu.stoinea to the pieasiirea- 
ble em otions arising from great perforniance.s gets a 
craviug lor them, and tho uuiuor whose task it is to 
m ini'ter to it.s appetites is driven to seek in ex a g ­ 
geration and m aiiuerism tliut stim ulus which tiic 
natural no longer supplies; and a mutual corru[itiou 
of lue n flder by the wrlier ami of tho iaiter by the 
former iiiev iiably ensues. The decline is often already 
perceutiule lu the original genius itself; but it l.i far 
more aiqiarent m the “slavi.sli herd” of im itators, 
it was tim s that French literature, althougu stilt co­ 
pious, ivgan to develop germ s of decay, both mstiietlc 
uud moral, long beiorn the second tcpiiblic ushered in 
m e s-eond em piie. 
It is very true thiii the reign of 
loruis Napoleon sub.-liluie 1 a u>oetuin s e rrm u in for 
a ¡e-, iciiioea hhertue; but the February revolution 
was of Uio ephem eral and iirieveniful a character to 
aileem ;cui.«l culture.

The proposition to call 
upon the European governments to constitute them­ 
selves a court of arbitration for the settleiaent of all 
pending questions reminded him of the lamo and 
wolf In the fable. With greater authority among his 
colleagues than the Congress would have, Napoleon 
III. had in valu Invited them; It would, thcrelore. bo 
best lo leave kings at home. Of a tederatlve spirit, 
as discovered in Europe by M. Chaudlu, nothing was 
known to him.

The French republic had established centralization, 
and without it no republic could exist. Proiessor 
Buisson had correctly appreciated me force of 
public opinion, but had overlooked that twenty- 
seven per cent bf m liuary recruits-in France could 
noitner read nor write. What, therefore, was most 
needed lu the programme was obligatory and gratu­ 
itous instruction. Tiio legislatures should be called 
upon to transfer all the sums deinanilod for m ilitary 
establlsliments to the budgets of public iiistructloa. 
Education Is the mother of liberty. 
Mrs. Hose, from the Unli*d States of America, 
addressed the assembly In English, trying to prove 
that no lasting peace could be obtained as long as 
women were deprived of their rights.

M. Loiiguet, from Prance, dilated upon the rail­ 
way, caual, miDing and other monopolies, which the 
State alone should possees and could rout out, for 
short periods, to companies. So It should he with 
bauks. The Bank of France, for liistanco, has lent 
Us capital to the State. It has, tnerelore, uo capital. 
Its husluesa carried on by monopoly m ight be con­ 
ducted with the same advantage hy the State. It 
would cheapen credit ana make it accessible to all. 
W ithout practical retorms tne workingman would 
always be victimized by monopoly, it will not do to 
Ignore socialism ; for otherwise the laborers would 
uot assist In the struggle for political freedom. (Ap- 


Sonneman—The delegate had demanded 
general equality; that is demanded by every one lu 
this room.

Mr. Naprsiek la tlKiroughly imbued 
wlHi the Ideas of the New World, and is aa go-ahead 
tn business and politic» as a gemuue American. 
Since his return 
to Bohemia .Mr. Napr«tek liu-s 
founded a re:tdlng d un for ladies. 
At this club, 
•which occupies a portion of his house, may lie found 
the principal English and American newspapers, 
and a good sclecUou ot American aud English 
authors. 
Bohoinian, Ku.ssian. Polish aud other 
Blavoulc book's and ncw.spapers arc of course well 
represented.

Mr. Naprstek is a member of the Bohemian Did , and, 
like all Uoheiniaus of the present day, is an oppo­ 
nent of tbe Vienna govcrnmcnL 
lie 1.» one of the 
cighty-foiir members who left tbe Diet in I'tef, and 
was deprived of hl.s place In common with the other 
protesting raemfiers. The Vienna government was 
of opinion that the people would not support their 
seceding repre.seutative». 
The recent 
cleciiona, 
however, have shown, to use Hie words of a Vienna 
paper, that the coustltutloii has no adherents among 
the Bohemians. All the member» who protested 
and left the Diet In is«n have been returned, many of 
ttiCiii iiiianlinously, other» by very large inHjoruies, 
tieliig opposed only by tii« govermneni officmis. Mr. 
Naprstck has lieen re-elected by Ills r<jnstitii6iiis. 
nnd last evening ut his house wiia collected a Urge 
nvinilier of the leading political and lUerarv men of 
the country. 
I had a good opportunity of loaniing 
what the polltlcttl and religious aspirailnus of the 
country are. Both of these topic-» were (reely du- 
cu*«ed. 
with regard to religion, 1 wa» informen that there 
I* prolt^bly no Catholic countr/ in Europe In which 
there Is so liitlo devotion lo Home as iti Holiemia. 
That tho mo»t ardent desire of the country is to bring 
the Church more Into accordance with the waiii^i of 
the people by having ail religious scrvMces and cere- 
monir» perforineil in tho languaKC oi Hie coiinti v, 
and bv giving lauiien a part m ilio goveruiimnt of

The Vienna Ministry, tho enemy of their nation- 
allty, had suffered a defeat unparalleled in govern- 
mental elections. A meeting of the new membeni 
was held immediately, aud it was resolved not to 
attend the Diet, in this opposition now abstaining 
from all part m the legislation of the countrv there 
are from nlncty-flvo to lOi) mcmljMS. 
This Is a 
minority, but it represents a majority of the people of 
Bohemia. Tho Diet assembled the day after the 
elociluii, but was attended only by German mem­ 
bers; not a Bohemian presented tumself. 
On the 
streets about the chambers of the Diet scarcely iiriy 
people were to be seen. There can be no doubt of 
the opposition here. What Ha effects may be in the 
future is auotoer question, 
Tho Bohemians wUl struggle to the death to pre­ 
serve tbelr nationality; the Germans will use every 
means to break down tbe opposition. If the Bohe­ 
mians were merely three millions and a half of a 
foreign race merged tn among the Germans tne 
question would be different; hut directly east of the 
Bohemians there are, in Hussia, Poland, Turkey and 
different parts of Austria and Hungary, about 
05,(K)u,ooo of Slavonians, These people all speak 
dialects of a common language, and all unite in their 
dislike to the German element, it is this fact which 
gives such a slgultlcaiice to the stubhorn oppoaiiion 
In Bohemia—an opposiuon which, taken la connec­ 
tion with questions relating to the Slavonians tn 
other couninus of Eastern Europe, may be produc­ 
tive of changes lu the future of immense bearlug, 
aud may ondaugor the existence of more taan una 
dynasty m this part of the world.

A Htntuo to K in g Leopold tho F irat—Speeeh 
o f Ihe King* Ilia Hon. 
On Siindar, the loth of October, a statue erected 
to tno memory of Leopold L was Inaugurated at 
Namur, lu me presence of the Klug and Queen of 
the Belgians. The statue represents the late King 
wuh hia right hand ou iiic constitution, which ho 
had sworn to preserve, and his lelt hand on the 
handle of his sword. The words of the inscription 
are:—“The grateful city of Namur to l.eopold 1.” 
At a bamiuet which was subsequently given the 
present King, In reply to tlic senttinentof his health, 
proposed by the Burgomaster, said, “ 1 am deeply 
ludebted to you for Hie tonst which the Burgomaster 
has proposed to yon in such fervent and patriotic 
terms, and am uol the less gratclul lor the evidencea 
of the affection which I have experienced among 
you. 'Ihc statue which you liave erected will recall 
a reign widen was great, because, being free lu its 
(Icveiopmeat, the nation was Happy and prosper­ 
ous. It will recall tlic syuipatlietic ties wnic.li lor 
thirty-four years so uulted Belgium to lls King that 
even death Itself was not iibie to break them —bonds 
Ihe tradition of which 1 have a tiriii hope will not bo 
lost In the second geucraiion. There is not, geiit'.o- 
mcu, any sight so moving to a .son as to see others 
giving honor to the memory of his father. There is 
no encouragement more consoling to a king than to 
see his people reciprocate the dovoilou of their 
princes, inspired with the aentlmeiits wliicii were 
oiien expressed to you by him whose recollectiona 
are present with us ail, 1 drink to the prosperity of 
the city aud province of Namur.

Europe— whilst 
dfidresses were also delivered by delegates 
from the United States and Central Am erica. 
We cannot say we expect great things from the 
League or that wo have great faith in the men 
who control it; but such an institution, with 
distinct and definite purposes, and properly 
led, may become a dangerous revolutionary 
focus. 
Its headquarters are 
w ell selected. 
Switzerland is the home of the free as well 
as the home of the brave. 
The schemes of tho 
League, 
it must be 
confessed, are some­ 
what Utopian. 
They are 
a little too far- 
reaching. 
But in their 
general scope they 


commend themselves to all lovers o f liberty, 
and, 
of course, to tbe Am erican 
people. 


Some of its more prominent 
members 
are 
perhaps a little too much in love with revolu­ 
tion for revolution’s sa k e; but this evil, if the 
institution can maintain its existence, may be 
cured in time. 
So far as the League goes iu 
for 
universal peace wo wish it all success. 


With its desire for a general European repub­ 
lican confederation we are in perfect accord. 
Universal peace cannot soon bo a permanent 
fact; 
but 
a 
general 
European 
confedera­ 
tion 
is 
as 
certain 
as 
it 
is 
desirable, 
and such 
a confederation, based on sound 
principles, will bo tho best possible guarantee 
of universal and permanent peace. 
A s we 
have often said, nations all the world over 
must become fewer, but larger. 
The tendency 
is already visible. 
We see it in the grasping 
character of Russia. We see it in the afliliating 


characteristics of the German races. 
We see 
it in Frencli ambition. 
We see it in the im­ 
mense empire of G reat Britain, 
W e see it in 
the continental expansion of the United States. 
Tho tendency will 
become more marked. 
Nation will be mors and more attracted to 
nation. 
Tho human family will become a unit. 
A ll this is rendered noci'fl,sary by steam, by 
the railroad, the,telegraph and the printing 
press. 
If, therefore, the Peace and Liberty 
League understands well its duty it may act as 
a useful, even as a powerful auxiliary in this 
great work of progress. 
Guided by common 
sense it may acquire a name which will be

The mooted question o f the removal of the 
national capital from 
Washington to some 
supposed central location in the MLssiasippi 
V alley has received an elucidation and a settle­ 
ment that may quiet the weak nerves of all the 
old women proprietaries in boarding houses, 


furnidbed apartments, market stalls aud fish 
stands that have a “ local habitation and a 
name" in the “ City of Magnificent D istances." 
General Sherman has, in fact, set the question 
at rest forever. 
His opinion on the subject is 
no doubt just as correct as it was in the be­ 
ginning of the war. 
When asked by Secretary 
of War Cameron w hat forces would be required 
to free Tennessee and Kentucky of tho rebel 
element therein, he promptly replied, “ Two 
hundred thousand m en." 
Here was an esti­ 
mation of the proportions which the great 
rebellion had even then asauiued in the sol­ 
dier’s judgment that even Cameron could not 
appreciate or stomach, and General Sherman 


was at once voted “ crazy.” 
The result, how ­ 
ever, proved the sagacity and the far-seeing 
judgment of the second greatest soldier o f the 
war— the hero of the march from Atlanta to the 
sea. 
Now, with regard to the removal o f the 
capital he s a y s :— “ The considoration o f the 
question is futile, as it would take one hun­ 
dred years to get a bill to that effect through 
tho House of Representativ'os, one hundred

The odd year in the last mentioned cen­ 
tenary is very su ggestive; and still after all 
this time was got rid o f aud had passed aw ay 
In duo order, and that a rem oval bill 
had 
received the legal sanction, and that an appro­ 
priate site and location had been selected, 
another half century would most certainly be 
required to put up the buildings, for it would 
be a “ big job” and would stick as long as 


appropriations could be made to “ delay the 


w ork."

latest official advices from Rio Janeiro inform 
IIS that during the month of Auyuat alone over 
one hundred thousand bclplosf persons threw

one hundred thousand dollar a day to be dis­ 
tributed in rations, thus miking tho monthly

Brazil all through has b en the grand central

Possibly Brazil 
looks to the gradual .hsorplion o f the P ara­ 
guayan republic, and when loo late, perhaps, 
tho Argentine govcninent may discover that it 
has been made a tool ol to forward the ambi­ 
tious desires of Brazl. 
Certain it is that mil­ 
lions of money hav« been expended and thou­ 
sands of lives sacrifl ed by tho a llies; and what 
have been the resiils? 
A provisional govern­ 
ment, without moais to support itself and lack­ 
ing an army to eiforce its decrees, has been 
established in Anncion, and Lopez has been 
declared an ontlaV.

panied by Tyo Kim A ir, a nativo of Hong

WAsniNOTON, October 23, 1869. 
The reported statem ents of Jay Gould. Fisk A Co., 
seeking to connect the President and his family 
with the recent disreputable gold gambling opera­ 
tions m New York, furnish an apology for preparing 
a despatch from this point based upon official infor­ 
mation. No one bore believes that there is a par­ 
ticle of trnth In the bold statem enu of tbe gold con­ 
spirators that the President nad any complicity 
direct or indirect In the trausaotlona; but when 
ingenious and cunning statem enu are put forth 
with a clothing of circum stantiality w ell calculated 
to deceive the unthinking public 
elsewhere, if 
allowed to go uncontradicted, it would appear to be 
a proper occasion for careful Inquiry in the proper 
quarters and for official denial if authorized. 
View­ 
ing the m atter In this light your correspondent 
to-day called upon the President of the United State.3 
for the purpose or calling his attention to tbe recent 
publications and obtaining a statem ent thereupon. 
Prasiaent Grant was found seated at his desk In 
ms private office tranquilly engaged m perusing Ills 
letters and smoking that famous cigar. Tho mental 
observation of a visitor on entering the executive 
chamber with such an object as your correspondent 
bad In view might be summed up thus. Well, If the 
President Is the man represented by Fisk aud Gould 
he certainly looks as little like it as any m an could 
possibly be. This mental observation was certainly 
fully conflrmed by the subsequent Uiicrvlew and 
conversation. 
The President on learning the object of your cor­ 
respondent smiled pleasantly and proceeded to con­ 
verse on the subject with the utmost freedom aud 
frankness. There was not the slightest hesitation or 
•ffort at evasion, which undoubtedly would have 
been the case bad there been any consciousness that 
something injurious to 
m ention 
ought to 
be 
reserved. 
Tho President pretty sweeplngly denied all the 
statem ents or Gould and Fisk, exc ept so far as they 
referred to his public expressions regarding the 
proposed financial policy of the Executive. All tho 
assertions that ho (tho President) had been influ­ 
enced by Mr. Corbin In deciding whether or not gold 
should or should not bo sold he pronounced untrue, 
and remarked that though ho had had a great deal of 
correspondence with M r.Coiuln during the summer 
and subsequently, but he never intim ated in any of 
hla letters what ho Intended to do or what would be 
the flnanclal policy of tbe government. Not a soul 
know about his intentions, not even a member of 
his Cabinet, save Mr. Boutwull, to whom lie con­ 
veyed his wishes In private letters. Mr. Boutwell 
was absent from tho national capital a good p.irt of 
the summer, so was the Presideut himself, and sepa­ 
rated from tne Secretary by hundreds of miles. 
Therefore correspondeuco was the only way In winch 
he could communicate to the Secretary his views. 
He used this means (the only one practicab.e unuer 
the 
clrcumstance.s). 
Secretary 
Boutwell under­ 
stood partly nis luiontlons before separating from 
11)0 Presídeiif, and was to receive fluai Instr-ctions 
by letter. These Cual inslrucUons or views the 
Presiden, d.d coiiiuiunlcate by letter, but allowed no 
one connected with (kmid, Fisk or any person ol the 
kind to learn ihelr nature. 
From this you will see that all Gould's statcmouts 
about Corbin’s being aware of the I'resiaenl's inteu- 
lions In regard to the sale of gold aie groundless, 
and that Corbin, If Indeed ho ever did make such 
representations to tho gold conspira’ors, did so 
knowing that he was uttering untruibs. 'iliis is 
about the mildest way of summing up the thing. 
In regard to Fisk lu particular your correspondent 
Is not aw are that lie is stating what ho ought not to 
state in giving you the I'resldent’s opinion of the 
ITlnce of Erie. 
In tho course of conversation your corresponden t 
rem arked upon the bold attem pt of Mr. Fisk to 
obtain from the I'resideut advauce lulormution 
regarding the lluanclal policy of the govornment. 
The President’s reply was substantially a-s lollows:— 
"I don’t know but 1 should have felt Insulted by 
such a propo.sal had It come from any other but a 
person like Fisk. But coming from a man so desti­ 
tute of moral character 1 didn't think it wuiih 
noticing.” 
So much for brother Fisk of Eric fame. 
The .‘Secretary of Hie Treasury had a fuller Rtate- 
nient to make, aud more winch can be glve.i to the 
public. He said that what he knew about the niut- 
ler was principally of a negative character. He lin<l 
seen various statcineuis lu the papers professing to 
orae Irom .Messrs. Fisk and Gould, out lie paid little 
Uention to ihem. As lor Corbin, he believed Iniii 
to be a knave and a lool, and that he was used by 
Jim Fisk and JayO onldtofuitliertticlrspccnlnilons. 
While the Prc.sldcut was at Mr. Corbin’s lioiiic, the 
Secretary thinks P is probaoie that Corbin may have 
drawn him Into coavcisut on on tho subject of tne 
govcium eal sales of gold, j..d It may be that on 
soino occasion he may have dru;ipod a lew words 
unwittingly which were na.m iUeJ, iwi.-.ied and 
made the most of by Ccroin to mi', auco iiii apocuia- 
tive interests. Bui th.it the ,'resu.t in. or Mr... Grant 
was in any way engage 1 in spe" haim g I'-i «old or 
bonds or had an.v knowledge of liio couibiuatioii 
formed to bull gold, the bccie.ary thinks .s utterly 
false. 
Mr. Boutwell tliinks it possible that Corbin may 
have gone to Fisk and Gould aud represented to 
them certain things that the I’resideut nad said or 
was about to do. on the strength of the fact that 
Grant was a gueit at Corbin’s house, 
lie does not 
think, however, tn a tth e Pre.sldeiit should be beld 
respouHiblc for Corbin's action In this respect, inas­ 
much as ho (tho I’resideut) was not only iuiiocent of 
having said anything for the comfort atiii enconrugc- 
raent of.the gold ring, but was ignorant of Hie con­ 
nection of hw brotlier-ln-law therewitli. 
From his llrst ailvcnl in o:Uce, the Secretary saye, 
the President h.i, uicii particularly hostile to tho 
Wall street speciilat'O! s. an 1 has at vaiToiv-i ttme.s 
taken couibGl as to Low they might bo bror.g it to 
grief.

States, which commission, as well us the position I 
now occupy, 1 am unworthy to hold If tho various 
charges made against me are true, 1 sincerely trust 
that you may think proper to cndor.se my request. 
1 am advised by my counsel and irieuds that Hus 
course Is the true one for me to pursue. I should 
feel unsatisfled with any leas lormal and exact in­ 
vestigation and examluation. Such a commission 
would nave full power to investigate and summon 
and compel attendance ot witnesses. If composed, 
as 1 trust It may be. of officers of tlie highest stand­ 
ing and character in the army, tLs investigation and 
decision should be fully sailafactory. It will be so to 
me.

In compliance with the request of General Butter­ 
field, the Secretary sent a special agent of tho de­ 
partm ent, In the person of Solicitor Barfield, to New 
York to-day, with Instructions to make a full aud 
fearless exam lnauou of the whole m atter, so far as 
the alleged conduct of General Bultcrflcld is con­ 
cerned, and to report the facts, when aacortalued, to 
Secretary Boutwell, 
Should It appear on Investigation that General 
Butterfield was in any way, however remote, con­ 
nected with the gold ring, or m ixed up with any 
speculations, the Secretary says the I’resldent will 
iustantly remove him. 
it was considered due to General Butterfield that 
no action should be taken in his case on the mere 
statem ent of Fisk, Gould aud ilieir accomplices 
until a regular official investigation was had. 
The depuruneat has nothing official to show th at 
General Butterlleld has done anything improper, 
and in justice to him it has beeu determined to as­ 
certain all Hie facts belorc acting. 
With regard to Jay Gould’s statem ent about Sec­ 
retary Boutwell being lu collusion with certain par­ 
ties m Wall street and keejilng them Informed of Ids 
plans in advance, the Secretary says be can only 
brand Hieiu as lulsehoods. 
lie defies Gould or auy of bis associates to pro­ 
duce evidence to substantlalo his assertions with 
refiTcuco to iho dinner at Delmoulco's, to which Jay 
Gould alludes. 
Air. Boutwell says he has no Idea whether his rad­ 
ical Irieuds were “bull.s” or “ beare.” iu gold, lie 
made no inquiry oa that subject, but he defies auy 
man to show that any Information was procured 
from him relative to the future financial policy 
of the government, either on that or any other oc­ 
casion. 
As already stated, the Secretary's Information 
with regard to the gold speculation is of a negative 
character. 
Uo bcWeves th at tho luvo.3tlgatlon In 
the case of Oeneral Butterfield will put the whole 
m atter In Its true and proper light. 
Ho iniormed your correspondent that so far as the 
statem ents of Fl.sh and Gould endeavored to con­ 
nect tlio President with the conspiracy he believed 
they were utterly false, and he thinks the country 
ought to know it. W hatever Corbin may have done 
the President ls not and ca'anot oc held rcspousiblc,

Wiih regard to tho admission of tho Southern 
Status to representation in Congress, It may be stated 
that as the session of Congress approaches there are 
indications that an effort will be made on the p a n of 
a few Ultra radical.! to keep them out. For this pnr- 
po.se storie.s are being industriously circulated and 
letters w ntten by interested parties lu the South to 
tbe effect that there Is a geueral unaerscandlng 
among the Southern leaders that as soon as 
these 
States 
are 
adm itted 
Iheir 
legislatures 
will undo all iney have 
done in compliance 
with 
the 
demands 
of 
Congress, 
and 
that 
the action 
of 
tho Tennessee 
Legislature, 
as 
well as that of Georgia, will be generally followed. 
It Is known that such conduct is disavowed by the 
men who have been most prom inent in the worx of 
reoonstructlon in the South, and it is believed that 
the purpose attriouied to these meu has no exist­ 
ence except In the minds of those who are anxious 
to keep these states out of Cougresa. The Presi­ 
dent IS known to be anxious for the speedy admis­ 
sion of all the States not yet represented, and It is 
said he will use bis influence for the purpose. He 
does not pay any attention to the stories aoout latent 
treachery on the part of the Southerners, nor does 
he believe that there will be any developed. 
T ex ae P o lU ica^U o d ical A ia ru Ovce th e N egro 
Vote. 
General W. T. Clarke, of Texas, arrived here again 
this morning, and will leave for Texaa Immediately. 
The distribution of federal patronage with a view to 
aid in the election In that State has been pretty well 
disposed of, and for tbe past few days there has been 
a general movement In the Cliectlon of the Lone 
Star State of all parties interested in the success of 
the elocUon. 
Reports recently received announce 
th a t tbe democrats and conservatives are indus­ 
triously at work, and 
all 
the evidences are 
that there will be a lively time. The friends 
of Davifl have not yet opened tho cam paign 
on their side; but the iudlcatiuus are that they will 
now swing in. Tde deepest interest Is manifested in 
tho result of this election by tne Northern friends ot 
the republican cause In the South, and many of 
these ate giving tangible evidence of this sympathy. 
Tho opposition is said to be well organized, and 
backed by the old rebel divisions of the soil, are 
destined to make a stubborn flghu 
Social In­ 
fluences as well as political heresies, so perfectly im­ 
bedded in this portion of the popular mind, will 
have full sway, and is apt to effect a united front of 
all the elements opposed to progress and the new 
order of things. Considerable anxiety Is manifested 
over the negro vote, not so much upon tne grounds 
of the unreliability of thla class as tnelr remarkable 
credulity, combined with ignorance. The negroes, 
as a class, are universally with the republicans; but 
the fears are that they will be dupea by the emissa­ 
ries of the opposition. A stampede of the Atricau 
vote at tho lust moment would have a most dam ­ 
aging, If not fatal, effect. One of the first efforts of 
the republicans m their managem ent of the cam­ 
paign will be to watch and keep the negro element 
well In hand. It is now five weeks until the election, 
and much remains to lie done before the State can 
be considered lu any m anner safe.

Tho'flrsi records the burial places of 23,000 
deceased Union soldiers, whoso names, so far a.s 
known, arc alphabetically arranged, with full mdcx, 
according to the places of interm ent, and with a 
brief preface to each list, giving a short hi.story 
of the cemeteries In which they are Interred at Mem­ 
phis, Teun., and Chalmatte, La. The whole num­ 
ber Interred at the Mississippi River National 
Cemetery, near Memphis, is nearly 14,0.)0, of which 
4.200 arc colored. Thirty-two States and orgautzo- 
tloas are represented, and 637 regiments. The vic­ 
tims of th e Fort Fillow massacre, and those who 
subsequently died In oeciii*ancy of that fort have all 
been removed to this cemetery and bnricd by ihem- 
selvss. 
The total num ber so removed is 248. Of 
the Hiirty-four known names in this list only three 
are the names of victims of the massacre, aud all 
eilorts to obtain a list ol the names of others have 
been thus lar iinsuccessrul.

At Indore the native 
Kujaii has made the people offer sacrlflces outside 
the city w alls, w ith bare heads aud dry cAn/w.-íies, 
hut without auy marked success, as ipward otl.ooo 
men have perished during tlio pas: three weeks. 
All tlirougli M.iliva the horrors of pesilieuco are 
aggravated by the privations of famluc, especially 
am ong the thousands of pUgrims who have been 
visiting the snrlne of üincar. and are now obliged to 
remain in that district until the rains are over. 
From tiouthern India wo hear almost equally gloom y 
tidings. 
At Hyderabad the cholera has uiade ter- 
rib e inroads, and at .Madras aud all the other mam 
cenires of population it has had more or less 
victims. 
lu me presence of this severe m ortality it is but 
natural that the nsedicai faculty should be severely 
.....cised . 
In sp ltu o f the caieiu l observations that 
have been made oi tins (atal scourge, in spite of the 
repeated supposed discovery of the proper mode of 
tecatment, and in spite also of the improved sanitary 
siirrouudlngs of the greater part of the population, 
the percentage of deaihs to attacks is higher than 
ever. 
Either the malady must be Increasing in viru* 
lenco or tne more motlorn forms of treatment are 
even less eillcacioiis than the old. 
riiysicm us are 
beginning to despair of mastering the grand secret 
of this most fatal of Indian diseases; no theory, how­ 
ever plausible and reasonable, has yet been found to 
conform to the facts of the cose. 
A Beml-offlcial statement has been made that 
unless a very marked and scarcely hoped-for im' 
provem ent takes place in the crops the proposed 
Durbar of the Duke of Edinburg at A gra will not be 
beld.

Cholera Is so u.<mal a visitation In the latter part 
ef tne summer In India that Us advent excites little 
more alarm or Interest than epidemic catarrh would 
in the city of New York. 
This season, however, 
tills uread pestilence has assumed—especially In the 
Punjab and the northwest provinces—a form of 
extreme seventy. 
Keports and telegram s from all 
parts of ludia announce moro or less deaths, and lu 
some districts the m ortality is startlingly heavy. 
At

tera the reports show tliat the ravages of this fatal 
m alady arc daliy increasing, and at the present 
w riuug the rate of deaths must at least exceed a 
couple Of hnmlred per diem. 
1 ho immediate cause 
of the present outbreak is supposed to be tlio long 
continued drought, aud the m onallty will no doubt 
bo heavier unless we soon have a pleutlful fall ol 
rain. The cholera now raging is only a simple form 
of the disease, but the proportion of deaths to 
attacks Is In most cases at least seventy per cent. 
This is chiefly owing to the feeble constitutions of 
the natives.

ate indulgence in the most pernicious forms of sen­ 
sual pleasure.

no vital resources to fall back upon.

lower; but lurther west, near the Chatlr-Kul Lake, 
the lofty peaks were again visible. The basin of tho 
Cuatir-Kul w as visible from the tup of the puss; but, 
notwithsianding the great elevation of this lake, It 
had only just frozen. Judging from the cloud of vapor 
overhanging the water.

M. N. A. Nevertsoff witnessed 
the killing ol one of these anim als on the great aud 
loity plateau of the Aksai, 
He describes its height 
at the withers as lo urieet, length seven leet, and 
tno length of its spirally-soaped horns Is four feet 
BIX luches. 
Its neck is covered with a large snaggy 
mane, and tho tall i#slm rt. 
It Is wild in its habits, 
but has become tamer owing to the depopulation of 
the cuuutry on tho Aksal, Ak-uasha and Upper 
Naryn; the Sara-tojishl, having driven out the Chiriks 
and Bogus, are themselves afraid of cam ping there, 
for fear of “ iiaiantas,” or raids.

G O LD AND G E O L O G Y . 


T h e tlo ld U cpozlts o f N ew Z c n ln n il-ln flu c n c e 
o f T b crm n l S p rin g*. 
By wuy of Europe we have our flics from Now 
Zcoiand, dated at Auckland on the 4th ol Ju ly. 
Dr.

He then 
pointed out on a geological map the distribution of 
these rucks, indicating those portions of the map 
derived from actual observation. The rocks (ximprise 
sand stones and slates, frequently mucU indurated 
auu disjoluted, but no traen of true inetamorphlo 
rocks have ye* been discovered In the North Island.

ridges to a height above the sea of mauv Imudied 
feet are deposits of ternary tufa, a strati fled rock 
consistiug of volcanic ash intermixed with ejected 
fragm ents of recent geological date. This tufaccoua 
rock presents a very marked variety In Its cUara« ter, 
In some localities tormlng a gray line grained rock 
containing a largo quantity of auriferous pyrites 
dispersed tnrougli Us Biibstanco. 
This is the cliar- 
acterUtic rock 
lu which all the richest lodes 
have been found at the Thames. 
In all Hie aurlle- 
roua areas yet exam ined Igneous dykes occur, tho 
composition ot which shows that they are allied lo 
those found accompunvlug the dislocations previ­ 
ously alluded to as uccurriug in the Boiiili Isi.iiids, 
and which no doubt account lor their presence lu 
these superllclal rocks.

The new Thames Tunnel has progressed so fast 
since our last notice that It m ay now bo said to be 
virtually complete, and will, it la expected, be In a 
fit state for opening for public traffic about the m id­ 
dle or the end of next month. 
Tho whole length 
from what may be called tbo anmmlt of Tower mil 
to m e end of Vine street. In Tooley street, on tho 
south side of the river. Is just 1,320 feet, and of this 
distance mure than 1 ,'280 lect has already been a c ­ 
complished and completed, 
on ly about forty feet 
rem ain to make the Jnnctlon with the Tooley street 
shaft. 
This short distance, at the rate at which the 
tunnel has advanced, could be accom plished In 
about lour or four and a hall days, but the sh all Itseff 
cauuot be ready wltiim that time, nor, indeed, is it 
likely to be ready witiiln tbo n ext fortnight.

To complete the list of phenomena w hich 
have till of late been rare to us dw ellers of “ aw ay 
aown East,” wo were visited yesterday morning bp 
an eartliquako. which even the most sceptical 
would hardly dare to aar w as “ no great shakes." 
As w e were among tbose who heard and felt thfi 
unusual sensation wo are able to state from our own 
observation as well os from the report of others, 
regarding it. At tUlrty-two minutes past five o’cloch 
A. M., as Indicated by our watch, though other* 
call It thirty-five minutes past, we heard a sound 
and felt a jarring os if caused by a heavily loaded 
team driving over a ruugn 
and 
frozen road. 
Tho sound scorned to come from the northeast, 
faint at first, then Increasing and passing aw ay 
ID the southwest.

buiise bells w ere rung, glass and china jingled and 
stove covers beat a taiioe upon the stoves.

leutly shaking their beds, and those who were up 
and aw ake saw doors aud shutters swung to an d 
fro. The whole vibration lasted about thiriy seconUs, 
though some set It down as a minute lu duration;

It Is 
filffloult to lancy why capitalists and money lenders 
BtUl retain their preference for employing thoir 
rands on call a t rates so far below tbosn at which 
they can purchase first class m ercantile paper. The 
m oney tenders who frequent Wall street are Infatu- 
atod w ith the plan of lending their money from day 
to day, on stocks, often obtaining a t this tim e only 
five per cent tor us use.

dence- of a thrllty growth and of vigorous licadfi. 
It seems th a t a largo num ber of aeeds planted failed 
to germ inate, but this it was discovered was owing 
to the imjperl6ctlon of the seed.4. by reason of the 
failure of the persons from w hom the seeds were 
ordered to fnrnish a snfflcient uuantity of new and 
fresh seeds and which had not been Inspected until 
after their arrival In L’Hllfornla, and when it was too 
late to remedy the oversight for the present season. 
We observed, however, th a t notw ithstanding the 
nnfavoruble season for planting the germ inating 
seeds were quite uunicrous and new plants wcr> 
dally m aking thoir appearance. 
There are a largo num ber of m ulberry trees th at 
are perfectly healthy in apiiearanco, and we were 
informed by Schneil th a t the indications were In m e 
highest degree favorable to ultim ate perfection of 
grow th; th at the soil and clim ate seemed to be wed 
adapted to tho culture of the m ulberry and the 
health and vigor of tho silkworm. 
M.iny of the 
rnuliierry roots, which a t one tim e appeared to lan- 
guisii, are now giving signs of renewed life and 
Htrcngth, and there appears to be scarcely a shallow 
of the complete success of the experim ent, in this 
departm ent, at least.

The authorized statement we publish to-day

1 But it is doubtful if the emphatic language of 
the Chief Magistrate of the republic, or if even 
a voice from heaven, could stop the atrocious 
calumnies and innuendoes. 
However, such 


attacks can only injure those who make them. 
The public will be perfectly satisfied with this 
statement of the President, and will have more 
confidence than ever in his integrity and 
exalted character.

were "being made by a hostile partisan and 
sensation, press against him; while the gold

But he was not satis- 


fied 
and 
became 
ambitious of 
trans- 


ferring 
his operations from 
the capital 


to N«w York. To marry a Bister of General 


Grant was an important point for his future 
career, and ho seems to have inado all tlio capi- 
tal possible out of that. 
It was through this 


that he impressed Fisk and Gould with 
the idea of his importance and usefulness in 
the gold ring conspiracy, and these speculators 
were eager enough to connect him with their 
scheme. Even after the whole party found 
they could do nothing with the President to 
aid them and dare not even approach him for 
such an object, they still endeavored-to make 
a confidence operation on the strength simply 
of Corbin's marriage relationship with General 
Grant. la fact, it appears to have been'on the 
part of Corbin a confidence game all through. 
But they all overreached themselves. 
As was 


said, we continue to get more and more light 
on this gigantic gold operation, and we are not 
without hope that in time the whole history of 
it will be made known.

In the HEEALD last week wo published 


special correspondence 
giving 
lengthened 


details of the proceedings of the Peace and 
Liberty Congress just held at Lausanne, 
Switzerland, 
and to-day we continue the 


report in the interesting letter which appears 
in our columns. 
This Congress commands 


attention now in all lands from the (act that 
it is the third which has been held in three 
years. It may be regarded as an established 
institution. 
Four hundred 
members were 


present this year—an evidence that it has 
not lost its hold oa the sympathy ot the 
advanced liberal party in Europe—whilst 
addresses were also delivered by delegates 
from the United States and Central America. 
We cannot say we expect great things from the 
League or that we have great faith in (he men 
who controlit; but such an institution, with 
distinct and definite purposes, and properly 
led, may become a dangerous revolutionary 
focus. 
Its headquarters are well selected. 


Switzerland is the home of the free as well 
as the home of the brave. 
The schemes of the 


League, it must be confessed, are some- 
what Utopian. They are a little too far- 
reaching. But in their general scope they 
commend themselves to all lovers of liberty, 
and, of course, to the American people. 
Some of its more prominent members are 
perhaps a little too much in love with revolu- 
tion for revolution's sake; but this evil, if the 
institution can mainlain its existence, may be 
cured in time. 
So far as the League goe3 in 


for universal peace we wish it all success. 
With its desire for a general European repub- 
lican confederation we are in perfect accord. 
Universal peace cannot soon be a permanent 
fact; but a general European conf-dera- 
tion 
is 
as 
certain as it is desirable, 


and such a confederation, based on sound 
principles, will be the best possible guarantee 
of universal and permanent peace. As we 
have often said, nations all the world over 
must become fewer, but larger. The tendency 
is already visible". We see it in the grasping 
character of Russia. We see it in the affiliating 
characteristics of the German races. We sec 
it in French ambition. We see it in tho im- 
mense empire of Great Britain. We see it in 
the continental expansion of the United States. 
Tlie tendency -will become more marked. 
Nation will be more and more attracted lo 
nation. The humaa family will become a unit. 
All this is rendered necessary by steam, by 
the railroad, the telegraph and the printing 
press. If, therefore, the Peace and Liberty 
League understands well its duty it may act as 
a useful, even as a powerful auxiliary in this 
great work of progress. Guided by common 
sense it may acquire a name which, will be 
more honorably mentioned in history than the 
Council of the Vatican of I8G9. If, like most 
of its predecessors, it is too impatient to win, 
it may dig a grave for liberty, rather than 
crown it with the olive and the laurel.

General Sherman's Views. 


The mooted question of the removal of tho 


national capital from Washington to some 
supposed central location in the Mississippi 
Valley has received an elucidation and a*8eUle- 
inent that may quiet the weak nerves of all the 
old women proprietaries in boarding houses, 
furnished apartments, market stalls and fish 
stands that have a "local habitation and a 
name" In the "City of Magnificent Distances." 
General Sherman has, in fact, set the question 
at rest forever. His opinion on the subject is 
no doubt just as correct as it was in the be- 
ginning of tho war. 
When asked by Secretary 


of War Cameron what forces would be required 
to free Tennessee and Kentucky of the rebel 
element therein, he promptly replied, "Two 
hundred thousand men." Here -was an esti- 
mation of the proportions which the groat 
rebellion had even then assumed in the sol- 
dier's judgment that even Cameron could not 
appreciate or stomach, and General Sherman 
was at once voted "crazy." The result, how- 
ever, proved the sagacity and the far-seeing 
judgment of the second greatest soldier of the 
war—the hero of the march from Atlanta to the 
sea. Now, with regard to the removal of the 
capital he says:—"The consideration of the 
question is futile, as it would take one hun- 
dred years to get a bill to that effect through 
the House of Representatives, one hundred 
years more to get such a bill through 
the Senate, and even after the passage 
of 
the bill—after 
this double lapse of 


lime—one hundred and one years would be 
spent in discussing tke most eligible point in 
the Mississippi Valley to which the capital 
could be removed." 


The odd year in the las' mentioned cen- 


tenary is very suggestive; and still after all 
this time was got rid of and had passed away 
in due order, and that a'removal bill had 
received the legal sanction, aud that an appro- 
priate site and location had been selected, 
another half century would most certainly be 
required to put up the buildings, for it wouli 
be a "big job" and would stick as long as 
appropriations could be made to "delay the- 
work." 


Under all the ciretimstances, and relying 


upon General Sherman's calculation of the 
time needed to get even the House of Repre- 
sentatives to act in the premises the first one 
hundred years, the Washingtonians had better 
stick to their business and occupy, and in the 
brief course of time allotted to them—com- 
pared with the time necessary for removal— 
bequeath their several premisss and appur- 
tenances in the full hope and assurance that 
the Capitol will continue to stand upon the 
banks of their beloved and historic Tiber— 
Goose creek—long after then- ashes will have 
mouldered in their family urns, and those of 
their children's children after them. Never- 
theless, it is worthy of observation that 
Western men keep hammering at this subject— 
they have just had a Convention in St. Louis 
for the removal, which looks like business— 
and in the facs of the exposed situation of the 
capital in casB of foreign war, and the other 
fact that an approach to it is in the hands of a 
railroad monopoly, they have arguments that 
must be heard with respect.

We publish elsewhere to-day a complete 


exposure of a hoax which surpasses in magni- 
tude the moon hoax of Locke and Poe'g story 
of Uans Phaal. It is unnecessary to recapitu- 
late here the details which our Syracuse cor- 
respondent presents in proof of a deeply laid 
scheme to make money out of the pretended 
discovery of "a petrified giant" at Cardiff. 
The geological nature of the soil in which this 
huge statue was found would disprove the 
character of antiquity claimed for it, even if it 
were not shown to have been the work of a 
crazy Canadian who dreamed of rivalling 
Michael Angelo. It is probable that the miss- 
ing links in the evidence in favor of our cor- 
respondent's narrative will ere long be sup- 
plied, and the perpetrators of this attempted 
fraud will be fully exposed. 


Moanwhile the whole case adds another to 


the curious and numerous illustrations of the 
fact that Western New York is, for some unac- 
countable reason, a permanent hotbed for the 
growth of all sorts of humbugs. It wss in 
this "burnt district," as it .has been designated, 
that anti-Masonry had its birlh and the Morgan 
mystery originated.

GBAIN FROM 
THE WKST.—On 
Saturday 


resolutions were passed on 'Change at Buffalo 
asking the Presidents of the Erie and Central 
Eailroads to immediately give additional facili- 
ties for shipping grain from that port east- 
ward, it being impossible to procure cars for 
wheat and com to fill orders for points in the 
interior. The recent freshets, which washed 
away embankments and otherwise injured the 
canal, have occasioned an unusual accumula- 
tion of freights for railway transportation. 
Moreover, the low rates to which the latter has 
fallen has probably lessened the activity which 
transportation agents usually manifest in for- 
warding freight at this season of the year.

Ttio Paraguayan War—Tut Gout to Brazil. 


The latest mail news from South America 


leads us to the belief that the war in Paraguay, 
for tlie present at least, will be suspended. 
Lopez has taken to the mountains, and the 
allies, unable to follow him, have given up 
the pursuit. In his present position Lopez is 
not without an army, small though it be; 
neither is he destitute of arms. With from two 
to five thousand men fully equipped, and ani- 
mated with confidence in their leader, there is 
little doubt that the Paraguayan chieftain will 
again take the field against all comers. 


For over four years has this war continued. 


A large quantity of treasure has been reck- 
lessly squandered and a vast amount of human 
life sacrificed to bring Lopez to terms or com- 
pel him to quit the country and leave the 
affairs of the republic to the care of a provi- 
sional government established under the pro- 
tection of the allied Powers. How far these 
attempts have been successful the logic of 
events already shows. 
The sufferings of the 


people of Paraguay scarcely find a parallel ia 
history, and yet it cannot be denied that their 
devotion to the acknowledged head of the 
country is of an intense nature. With such a 
feeling animating the inhabitants, will it not 
prove a difficult task lo bring them to regard 
the interference of the allies as favorable to 
their interests ? Even taking it for granted 
that the inhabitants look upon the action of 
the allies as beneficial, how much longer 
will Brazil be content to draw upon her 
treasury for means to support the army of 
Count d'Eu and maintain the suffering people 
who daily apply for aid and support? 
The 


latest official advices from Rio Janeiro inform 
us that during the month of August alone over 
one hundred thousand helpless persons threw 
themselves upon the allied humanity. To sup- 
port this vast number of persons it requires 
one hundred thousand dollars a day to be dis- 
tributed in rations, thus making the monthly 
war expenditure of Brazil foot up the respect- 
able exhibit of seven million five hundred 
thousand dollars. 


How can Brazil stand this? How long will 


the Brazilian people allow it to continue? 
Brazil all through has been the grand central 
figure operating against Lopez. The part 
played by the Argentine Confederation dwindles 
almost into nothing beside the towering 
strength of its powerful ally. Possibly Brazil 
looks to the gradual absorption of the Para- 
guayan republic, and when too late, perhaps, 
the Argentine government may discover that it 
has been made a tool of to forward the ambi- 
tious desires of Brazil. 
Certain it is that mil- 


lions of money have been expended and thou- 
sands of lives sacrificed by the allies; and what 
have been the results? A provisional govern- 
ment, without means to support itself and lack- 
ing an army to enforce its decrees, has been 
established in Asuncion, and Lopez has been 
declared an outlaw. 
These are the results of a 


four years' war, in which Brazil has played the 
principal part. 


The picture is anything but a gratifying one 


for tha Brazilians. 
Their commanders, of 


whose military genius so much was expected, 
and who regarded Lopez as ft mere guerilla 
and an ignorant and reckless fighter, have not 
been able to accomplish anything but drive 
and harass the ParaguaTon leader without

The letter which we published on Friday 


from our New Orleans correspondent shows 
that the problem of the introduction of Chinese 
labor into the South and the Southwest lias at 
length been practically solved. The agents of 
Kooptnanschap have already closed contracts 
for some four or five shiploads of Chinese 
immigrants, to be delivered at Key West by 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company. One of 
those agents is now on his way to Hong Kong 
in order to complete the necessary arrange- 
ments for thoroughly lesting Chinese labor in 
Louisiana in the coming spring. 
He is accom- 


panied by Tye Kim Arr, a native of Hong 
Kong, educated in England, who has been for 
some years a resident along the banks of the 
Mississippi, and is thoroughly familiar with 
the soil, the crops and the capabilities of 
Louisiana. 
Tye Kim Arr will engage tbo 


services of the best laborers of the class fami- 
liar with the kind of cultivation that is most 
profitable in Louisiana—namely, rice and 
sugar. The terms of the contracts, which are 
drawn up for five years, seem to be just and 
liberal, both as to rations and pay. 


Should this test experiment succeed—and we 


hardly see how it can fail—it will be difficult to 
estimate the effect which it will have on the 
future of Louisiana and on Chinese immigra- 
tion to the Southern and Southwestern Slates.

acres. The climate and soil of Louisi- 
ana produce a description of rice worth 
at least five per cent a pound more than any 
East Indian importation. "The only thing 
lacking," says our correspondent, "is labor. 
That the coolie immigration will supply.'" 
He adds, moreover, that "the negroes are 
already becoming alarmed" at the prospect of 
competition with their Asiatic rivals. And he 
appends a curiously suggestive call which has 
been issued for a colored convention "to con- 
sider the best means of promoting the agricul- 
tural interests of the colored race and to pre- 
vent the introduction of coolie laborers into 
Louisiana." Bui this call ia too lace to effect 
the latter purpose, however effectually it may 
lead to the former. The introduction of Chi- 
nese labor, signally useful as it has already 
proved to be in California, notwithstanding all 
obstacles, and particularly in hastening the 
completion of the Pacific Railroad—one of the 
most gigantic and influential of modern enter- 
prises—must even now be regarded as unfait 
accompli. Its consequences will be incalcula- 
bly important. Among the earliest of these 
consequences will be the vital warning to the 
Southern colored population, which has been 
considerably diminished since its emancipa- 
tion, and has become fearfully demoralized 
by the tricks and honied deceits of radical 
carpet-baggers. 
Sambo can no longer hope 


that forty acres and a mule, with a seat in 
Congress, will be the sure rewards of idleness 
and roguery.

he soon will be, into close competition with 
the frugal and industrious John Chinaman, he 
must make up his mind to work or starve. 


The Churches—Pother Hyacsiiihe "Under ttie 


Pulpit."

THE JAPANESE IN CALIFOBHIA. 


Tea and Mulberry Cultivation. 


[From the California mountain Democrat, Oct. 2 1 
it will be recollected that Herr Sclmeli who had 
been for a long time a resident of Japan, came to 
El Dorado county some time in June or July last 
and made a purchase of some lands at Cold Hill for 
the purpose of establishing a Japanese colony, to be 
conducted upon the co-operative labor system, and 
for the direct purpose of engaging in the culture of 
tne tea plant, the oil plant, wax and mulberry 
trees, and the manufacture 
of silk. 
On a 
recent visit to the colony we had the pleasure of 
an interview with 
Herr Schnell, front whom 
wo learned tbe designs of the colony, ana were 
permitted 
to make a personal inspection of 
tne results of the experiments already made. We 
are assured that the prospect of the entire success 
of his scheme was fully equal to ins most sanguine 
expectations. The tea seeas. although planted at 
tlie most unseasonable part of the year, gave evi- 
dence; of a thrilty growth and of vigorous health. 
It seems that a laree number of seeds planted failed 
to germinate, but tiiia it was discovered was owing 
to the imperfection of the seeds, by reason or tne 
failure of tue persons from whom the Seeds were 
ordered to furnish a sufficient ausinttty of new and 
Iresh seeds and which had not been inspected until 
after their arrival in California, aud when it waa too 
late to remedy the oversight for tne present season. 
We observed, however, that notwithstanding the 
unfavorable season for planting the germiuu'-ln" 
seeds were quite numerous and new plants were 
dully matins their appearance. 


There are a large number of mulberry trees tliat 
are perfectly healthy in appearance, and we were 
informed by Schaell that the indications were in trie 
highest degree favorable to ultimate perfection of 
growtn; that tho soil and climate seemed to be well 
adapted to the culture of tua mulberry and the 
health and vigor of the silkworm. Many of the 
mulberry roots, which at one time appeared to lan- 
guish, are now giving signs of renewed life ana 
strength, and there appears to be scarcely a shadow 
of the complete success of the experiment, m this 
department, at least.

THE EXPEDITION AT CEDAR KEYS. 


The recruits, numbering 401 men and seventy-two 


officers, arrived in the Gulf, or Mexico on the 1st, 
and there awaiteu the coming or General Domm- 
guez Goiconrla Irom Georgia witn additional forces, 
and tne steamer Lilian, rrom New Orleans. The 
commander-in-cnier arrived rrom Savannah on the 
3d, accompanied by but twenty-two men rrom 
Southwestern Georgia, including General Samuel S. 
Williams, an ex-Confederate or some reputation; 
Coloael Schomberg, Captsiu Louis Mosejean, who' 
acts as aid to General Coiconrio; Captain Pnryier, 
a noted guerilla or Mosby's commana, and Captain 
Bohme, who takes a position in the artillery branch 
or the service. 


TROUBLE BREWING. 


On the 3d, wliile the Lilian—which had arrived 


that morning—-was tatine in the artillery and other 
munitions nr war and removing the commissary 
supplies from below the coal, where it had been 
stored, at New Orleans, the first symptoms of dissat- 
isfaction were manifested. General Goicouria haa 
feledgea nimself to give Cristo the second command, 
and this able officer had, from about the 1st of 
August, been engaged in organizing the recruits, 
»na had successfully out-manoeuvred the United' 
States authorities. His superior's first act was to 
Issue an order placing General -Williams over 
ton. This met the determined opposition or the 
Hew York recruits, who declared they would not co 
unless their old commander was restored to his 
Position. Under these

o'clock at tho TeSsel. and the General, wno had been 
goffering ror some days with serious indisposition, 
at once retired to his state room. 
UNEXPLAINED CONDUCT OF CASIACHIO AND ZENEA. 
On awaking and Inquiring ror his fellow voyage- 
crs, Zenea and uatnachto, the General was aston- 
ished to hear that at the last moment, When tho 
lighter left the vessel's side, they had jumped on 
board or her aud gone ashore, leaving their baggage 
on board, lie also learned rrom the purser that the 
Lillian had been released. The old General, it is 
said, could scarcely suppress his mortiUcatlon; but 
there was no alternative but to come to New York 
as tlio Eagle was now under rail headway. Takinit 
this incident In connection with the effort of Gene- 
ral lioicouna to reduce Crlsto's command, it looks 
very much as though there was a conspiracy on the 
part or the minority to get rid or him and run the 
expeciiiion into the point originally intended. The 
particulars of tlie release of the vessel have already 
been given in oar Nassau correspondence. 


THE VICTIMS ON TUB KEY. 


Wnen put ashore on the key, on the loth, the vol- 
unteers, including Goicouria and Williams, had but 
eight days' supplies and it is feared will suffer rrom 
hunger berore the Lillian can again succor them. 
1 aken altogether It would seem that since General 
Goicouria took command nothing but disaster has 
attended the venture to give aid to the struggling 
Cubans, and it will not surprise the public if it ends 
in a worse fiasco than that anchored on Gardiner's 
Island. 


THE KEN AND WAK MATERIAL. 
Originally it was expected that the expedition 
would number l,soo men and twenty-four pieces or 
artillery, 10,000 repeating rittes and all the necessary 
concomitants for successful warrare. The failure 
and bad management of those having charge of the 
portion fitted out in the Southern States reduced it 
to one six liowtzer battery, 504 officers and men and 
i50 repeating rifles, 2,500 Bnfields, several cases of 
sabres, 1,000,000 cartridges,-aecutrements for 3,500 
men and other necessary munitions. It may be re- 
marked that the statements made in sensational 
journals of yesterday regarding this expedition are 
in nearly every particular labrlcatious, esnecially 
that relative to the sailing and reoorted capture ol 
the Lillian.

THE EXPEDITION AT CEDAR KEYS. 


The recruits, numbering 401 men and seventy-two 


officers, arrived in the Gulf, or Mexico on the 1st, 
and there awaiteu the coming or General Domm- 
guez Goiconrla Irom Georgia witn additional forces, 
and tne steamer Lilian, rrom New Orleans. The 
commander-in-cnier arrived rrom Savannah on the 
3d, accompanied by but twenty-two men rrom 
Southwestern Georgia, including General Samuel S. 
Williams, an ex-Confederate or some reputation; 
Coloael Schomberg, Captsiu Louis Mosejean, who' 
acts as aid to General Coiconrio; Captain Pnryier, 
a noted guerilla or Mosby's commana, and Captain 
Bohme, who takes a position in the artillery branch 
or the service. 


TROUBLE BREWING. 


On the 3d, wliile the Lilian—which had arrived 


that morning—-was tatine in the artillery and other 
munitions nr war and removing the commissary 
supplies from below the coal, where it had been 
stored, at New Orleans, the first symptoms of dissat- 
isfaction were manifested. General Goicouria haa 
feledgea nimself to give Cristo the second command, 
and this able officer had, from about the 1st of

TueJPrescnce of Pcre Hyacintbo During the 
Services Causes Considerable Interest—JJis

Plymouth churcli was yesterday crowded to the 


doors by a fashionable congregation. The day being 
delightfully flne there was, or course, a charming 
array of toilets, wliich looted quite picturesque as 
the genial rays or the sun shone through the spacious 
•windows ot the edifice, causing the variegated colors 
to blend Harmoniously. The Uev. Mr. Beecher took 
his text rrom Galatians iv., 19. The reverend gen- 
tleman dilated at some length upon tbe early culture 
or the soul. Wneu the babe came into life every- 
thing was against him, and so in like manner was 
the commencement of a real Christian life. Those 
beginning the true paths of rectitude were as in- 
fants just born; for how couid they bo teachers 
who wero not practically conversant with the 
truths they endeavored to inculcate 1 Christian life 
must grow aud be properly cultured, it was a 
Bpark, a name, irom which at first issued much 
smoke, and at length became a pure aud burning 
coal. Children and youth might become disciples 
of the Lord Jesus Christ aud might be safely 
name-red into Hie Christian fold ir only their parents 
and their pastors would instil into their young 
spirits the raith of Christ. Some parents brought 
up their chlldien with the expectation that when 
they arrived at the years or discretion they would 
•become good Christians. But if properly instructed 
when young they grew up In the nurture ol the 
Lord—some without a break at all, aud others sub- 
ject to certain normal disturbances. As a gciierul 
working principle, however, ir Christian families 
were early educated iu the faith of Christ he be- 
lieved that generations at:d generations of cnilarcn 
might be brought up m the love or Christ wituout 
alterwards denaniny from it, so tliat they woulu oe 
free from the usual entanglements 01 t:ie soul 
am ordinary experiences, aud would come full 
ol laith, lull of hope and jiurny from Hie cr.idle to 
church.

that it was not a mere practice that was rebuked— 
superstitious and absurd as that practice niieht 
have oeeu—and it seemed to him that tms opened 
to mem the entire subject of tradition ana ceremony 
in relation to moral obligations—a subject not witu- 
out interest at the present day. It may be said that 
ceremonial was useful—thai it was a help to many 
in their devotions, and that it leads to the deepest 
(nought. Certainly no rigut-inmded person could 
dispute that; and he thought a man not merely ex- 
posed to rebuxe but below contempt who found 
fault with or ridiculed tiie religious usages of 
another, 
No matter-how absurd tnese usages 
seemed to htm, that maa was remarkably hard- 
hearted 
who could pass mockery on tnem. 
me icast we could say was they may benetit others 
But when their practices were exalted—when it 
was said tuat their virtue or tueir very substance 
and essence was religious life—when they were re- 
garded as superior to moral obligations, then it 
was necessary to urge the spirit 01 our Saviour's 
words. This mere washing of the hands as coin- 
pared with the inward man and the state or the 
heart was only secoudary. for "it delitetli not a 
man." But when these practices become tyrannical, 
slavish and were set above tne moral rules or divine 
law; when ecclesiastical authority was put before 
social and natural ooligations. then we couid se° 
with what justice certain men might rise up and 
protest against them and even violently thrast them 
aside.

of th» Puritans, in laying their Hands on the Tory 
altar ana turning iroui spiritual tyranny and the 
transgression of God's commandment, lie said the 
usages of Hie old Church, wluca were again creeping 
in among us, were loosed on. by the old Puritans as 
elements of tyranny and barbarism. 
While we 
might revere the sayings ot good men arid trea- 
sure up the interpretations of tiie wise men, never- 


Hot of faith, lie already declares himself uncathollo 
In his belief and Heretical; a he Is anwHling to sub 
pit to its enactments in matters or discipline, ne 
is disobedient to lawful authority and a schis- 
matic, u's appeal to some other council is futile, 
for none other can have any higher authority than 
"us. his appeal to the tribunal of Christ Is an Insult 
to Christ, lor it is an appeal rrom Christ and His 
Holy Spirit, who has promised that He and His Holy 
Spirit should abide with the Church in her reaching 
ana governing capacity .forever. If such a one, in 
place of seeking the grace of humility and obedience 
and submitting to lawful authority, shouin choose 
delectlon from tne Church, we need not fear that 
at this late day he will have many followers. 
All true Christian elejnents, to-day more than 
ever, must gravitate towards the centre ot 
unity, wnere alone they can flnd their complement 
and their logical and historical support. Those who 
may be, to their own great misfortune, guilty of 
such defection are objects or our pity, to be prayed 
for as wayward brethren rather than be feared as 
formidable adversaries. Their aspirations for a 
reconciliation between the Church and some Imagi- 
nary or real spirit of the age are impossible or 
attainment ir they would require her to change her 
teaching or the faith: and whore they would affect 
mere matters of discipline they are vague, Ul-deflned, 
fantastical and unsubstantial. The Church is but 
too ready to use the great inventions of'the age and 
to accent all the discoveries of science, for sne holds 
that there can be no opposition between revealed 
truth and reason or us discoveries. We may well 
prefer the wisdom of a Council assembled m the 
Holy Spirit, to the imaginings of any man. And 
even If we had not the Christian, humility to submit 
our intellects to sncli superior wisdom, even in mat- 
ters of discipline, we should at least have the grace, 
even In spite of onr notions as to what may be 
expedient, to respect and obey the decisions of 
legitimate authority.

to the Church young persons might disgrace it. Hut 
the church was not to be compared to me soul for 
it was merely the servant of the soul. It might aj 
•well be said that a hospital was disgraced because 
piiticuls dieii in il when doctors did their utmost to 
cure them, or that a school Was disgraced because 
those who catne m as lools went out as Idiots 
Moreover, it was not to be supposed that because a 
man was imperfect he was not a Christian. If a 
man enlisted in the army he was just as mncii a 
soldisr then as he would be live years afterwards 
though 
of course in 
a 
different 
stage 01 
eniolency. So long as a man 
was earnest 
lie was still a Christian, bowever Imperfect lie miglit 
be, so long as he looked up to (ioti mill tlie con- 
sciousness of his delects. Tne thing was to come mio 
sympathy with God and receive the impulse to re- 
organize his life. The principles ot me had two 
Qualities—the force ol nature and tlie voluntary drill 
to work m harmony. In order to grow to true mau- 
Hooil tue eye, the ear and the hand must be edu- 
cated. He must leara his trade or he must learn the 
profession whicli lie intends to follow. There must 
be a spontaneous intentional power vigorously ex- 
ercised. Aud it was precisely the same in the Chris- 
tian life. AS ineii driilea lu anytiuuit in which they 
excelled, it was exactly the same thing mat tooK 
•place lu regard to progress in religion. Nature did 
a great deal, but learning could only be acquired by 
spontaneous action and a regular course of drilling. 
I'ne spirit ot humility was not infused into man 
•without prayer. To be aure many persons thought 
that temperance, humility, faith, paueilce hope jov 
In the Holy Ghost were divine guts, so were corn, 
and sheep and cows upon the mountain too 
divine sifts, for which men must worK. They were 
the iruits of man's industry, not his laziness Faith 
could only be obtained by practice; nor did all 
divine gifts come, just by inspiration. They must be 
learned and studied as the soldier learned nls steps. 
The experiences in life were not so promiscuous as 
most people imagined. There was a regular order 
of things. .First came tne leaf, then the blossom 
the green fruit and then the ripe irult; so it was 
In the Christian life. The later developments cannot 
be had beiore tne intermediate ques; bat just as 
eome youtns aspired to manhood before their time 
many persons did not lite to ivait for the proper de- 
velopment. It was only when in an advanced slate or 
righteousness that men came thoroughly to coinpre- 
neiid and appreciate that serene joy emanating from 
a sincere love of Christ, it inignt be said that no 
man was penect while m this world, but tnere were 
those who came to a perfect state of rest; lor when 
man caiae to tnat state of experience that ne knew 
lie loved Christ ne enjoyed the triumphant ieeiing 
that he was beiovea by Christ, nnd realized beyona 
the srave tue great object for which he was created. 
I he Kev. Mr. Beecher had just concluded the 
benediction and tue members of the congregation 
were about to disperse when an unusual buzz arose 
uiside the church, 
rersous who had alreaav 
reached the doors, and tlie throng that had arrived 
at the outer gate turned back, and a sea of laces 
eagerly looked towards one particular object, as if 
BOmethlug unusually interesuug aud attractive iiaa 
suddenly sprunc ironi the ground. The low and 
inquisitive whispering which naa hitherto prevailed 
now swelled forth audibly, and "fere Hyacmthei 
Fere IlyacLnthel" was heard distinctly through tue 
building. The aisles were quickly packed again and 
curiosity was stamped on every countenance. lu 
order to have a more complete view of the distin- 
guished visitor some stood on tiptoe upon the seau 
while others, more lucKy In their natural altitude" 
Stretched their necks with considerable earnestness 
and altogether the appearance 01 1'ere Ilyaciuthe m 
Plymouth church yesterday created a regular sensa- 
tion. The surmises or the congregation were indeed 
very numerous. The probable cause of his arrival 
was discussed in the briefest possible sentences and 
truth to say, the advent of the reverend gentleman'

In fact, we may say that Christ's chief mis- 
sion was to establish such a society, and without 
it His -work iu its bearing upon an future ages 
wpuld have been rragmentary, incomplete and a 
failure. 
Hence, lie says ou another occasion to 
Peter: -'Feed my lambs, feed my sheep" (John xxi) 
and to all tho Apostles (John xx,) "As the Father 
hath sent me, I also send you." He makes this 
Church Ilia living body with which ne is to be invisi- 
bly present, and in which Uis Holy Spirit is to abide 
"till the consummation of the world." Those who 
will not hear and obey this Church are to be con- 
sidered as aliens from His society. "Let him be to 
tueeas the heathen and the publican" (Matthew 
xviii.). The revereudtorator then went on to show 
that the teaching and covernlng authority or the 
Church was given to Peter and Ilia successors and 
to tue Apostolic college, ana was not to die with 
Peter or with the individual Anostles. 


The delimtioiis and enactments of a general or 
Ecumenical Council, in which the bishops or the 
universal Church, the successors or the Apostles 
assemble under the presidency or the Bishop or 
Home, the successor or St. Peter, are the highest 
expression of ibis teaching aud governing author- 
ity. What is or divine institution the Church can- 
not change, increase or dimmish. Hence she canuot 
add to or take from the original deposit of faith- 
she caunot alter her own constitution, ofswhich she 
is the creature atfd not the creator: she cannot 
change these ordinances of Christ which are com- 
monly called sacraments; she cannot cease to offer 
or change the essential nature 01 tue offering of ner 
euchanstic sacrifice. But from her very nature as 
a living society tor all times aud all peoples, she 
must be endowed, aud as a matter or tact has been 
endowed by Christ with power over her own disci- 
pline. Hence she can ciiange, modify or abrogate 
tue old, aud enact the new in mere matters of dis- 
ciDllne according to the emergencies or times and 
places. Yet her world-wide nature, tbe countless 
number aud diversity or her children, her venera- 
ble character as the Church or Ages the very pru- 
dence with which she is endowed by the Holy 
Spirit, 
who 
has 
been 
promised 
to 
abide 


with her, make her 
slow 
to change even 
in mere matter or discipline or ceremony and to 
preserve these powerful helps to unity, she reoiures 
various ages aud peoples to conform to her universal 
discipline, rather than stoop to catch tickle popu- 
larity by stooping to adopt tne rashions or caprices 
of any one age or nation. Yet rrom ttnie to time the 
bishops assemble by convocation of the chief bishop 
m geueisii council to enact statutes of discipline to 
reform abuses, to quicken their own faith and zeal 
and that of their flocks, and, If necessary, or evoed 
lent, to deiine the raith. They do not pretend nav 
.. - 
. , 
- They do not pretend", nay, 
they positively disclaim tne power, to' maKe new 
revelations or add to the deposit of laith' The 
Church simply deanea what she finds In this deposit 
as contained in the testimonies or Christian anti- 
quity and in her own every-day teachings, instiucts 
and practices; that is, she explains, interprets and 
places in a clearer and more explicit light some 
point or raltn, asserts tnat she finds it in the original 
deposit, ana lorbids the teaching of the contrary 
under 
penalty 
of 
separation from her com- 


munion. Tims it is tnat she has defined from time 
to time m her councils old Christian truths, against 
me quibbles of heretics or the sophistry of scholas- 
tics. At Nice, in the year 3M, she defined the 
divinity of Christ, and later, at Ephesus and Chalce- 
don, the doctrine of His incarnation. And so on 
through tue various councils. It was in tnis sense 
that, a few years ago, the Church defined tue doc- 
trine or the immaculate conception, which so tar 
Ironi being a new doctrine, was ft household word of 
devotion to every Catholic child, and finds its im- 
plicit argument In the writings or the earliest 
fathers. 
No weat or Hi-Instructed Catholic need 
jear a new revelation to tax his faith, if, as rumor 
has it, the Council should define me assumption of 
the Blessed Virgin, It woma be but wha" is implied 
in the world-wide annual celebration or that event 
.on the 15th of August; and u it Bhould define the

This was re- 
markably illustrated in a celebrated sermon he 
preacued at Pans under circumstances of special 
interest to the citizens or this city. A lady a mem 
ber of Mr. lieecher's cnurch, was on a visit to Paris 
arid went to hear the father. Under that sermon 
she became convinced of her duty to become a mem- 
ber of the Roman Catholic Church, and it was on 
receiving this lady into the Church at Paris mat 
Father Hyacmthe expressed himself so liberally In 
reference to Protestantism. His present notoriety 
is the result or this liberality; he stands as the 
representative of advanced thought in his own 
Cliurch aud is lioeral enough towards other Churches 
to awaken in all Protestants a lively anxiety as to his 
future course. That, Mr. Powers hoped, would be 
to remain in the Romish Church, where he would be 
HKely to do more good than by leaving ner 
and allying himself with anv form of Protest- 
antism.

ELEVENTH STREETPBESBYTE8UH CHURCH. 


The Kev. Charles B. Smyth on the Ecumen- 


ical Council. 


The announcement that the Kev. Charles B. Smyth 


would deliver a discourse on "The 
Ecumenical 


Council" at the Eleventh street Presbyterian church, 
"seatsfree,"drewa large congregation whom the 
reverend gentleman held In rapt attention during 
an effective and instructive treatment of his sub- 
ject. After tue usual preliminary 
services the 


preacher advanced and selected nls text from 
Psalm xxli. 13:—"They gape upon me with their 
mouths, as it were a ramping and a roaring lion." 
The speaker began by alluding to the Papal bulls 
which had formed so important a part of the ecclesi- 
astical history. Bulls had been set loose upon 
all doctrines which had been antagonistic to the 
Roman faith, aud they had been no respecters or 
persons or prelates. But three hundred and fifty 
years ago, said he, there arose an obscure inons 
who toot the bull by the horns, and backed the fero- 
cious beast into the fires antil nothing remained but 
his ashes. This was the achievement of Lnttier, and 
occurred in the time of Pius I. Xow, the present 
Pope, nine times as Pius as his illustrious preqe- 
cessor, has issued another bull convening the Ecu- 
menical Council, to introduce new dogmas into the 
articles of faith, which was dated on the 23th day of 
June, 1808, calling ror tue gathering of bisuops on 
the Stli of December, I860. In the past history of 
tne Church eighteen councils have gathered at the 
snnne or St. Peter's. Tne first met m 825, and 'he 
succeeding ones m 331, 431. isr, m, 
GSu, in '7ST the 


Council or Sice, which concerned image worship; m 
S69, in 1123, wmcn related to tne Crusades; iu 1139 
1179, 1215, 1245, 1274, 1311. 1439, 1571 and 1545. It 
was this last gathering of the Council which met to 
resist the great flood or Protestantism which was 
then overspreading Europe; 
and 
the 
one to 
meet by Papal bull on the 8tu or December 
next is the oiily one in the crises of the Church 
that has been tnought necessary m the lapse ol sou 
years. Want means the word ecumenical? It si"-- 
uifles catholic, universal—it means vox popMi mx 
ael. Its scope would tnerefore include all bishops 
in the Christian world, whether Roman or not, and 
Pius IX., in this spirit, sent invitations to the 
bishops of ail churches, but to this date it is not 
Known that any have accepted. Formerly a gather- 
ing of the Council included monarchs, princes and 
heads of all petty nationalities, nnd the sover°i<ms 
assembled at Koaie aad participated in tne de- 
liberations of the august boar: but now no lay mem- 
bers have been solicited to "attend, aud potentates 
have been excluded. Wliat do these changes sug- 
gest? \Vhathas been wrought m an interval of :^0 
years?

Yet, strange as K 
might seem, Romanism was growing m Britain and 
Archbishop Manning, not the least of the cardinals 
had recently said that the duty or Catholics was in 
obedience to tne Holy Father, to enroll themselves 
as the opponents or the bold and terrible errors 
liberalism, progress and 
modern civilization' 
let what was to be said of Protestantism? Why 
tills, that it was not In a position to profit by Romish 
dissensions. Some or the errors of Rome still re- 
mained in Protestantism. Priestcraft aad Its power 
was great yet among Protestants. John Milton had 
said that "Presbytery" was only priest written large,

The Protestant Church did not yet sufficiently 
endorse tne royal law or liberty. It did not yet 
sufficiently allow conscience to tals of the tlunirs of

believed In this law for ourselves, but we were not 
sufficiently willing to allow it to be believed In by 
our brother and allow him to exercise it for him- 
self. That law of liberty must be adopted by tne 
Church If It would sufficiently battle with the Church 
of Rome. 
The Protestant Church, too, lacked 
some things which the Komish Church had namely 
unity, Catholicity and its care Tor the poor. Protest 
tantism was not nnlted, sectarianism had split up 
its forces, and thesa forces muat be marshalled by 
unity if a real, decisive action was to be taken 
against the enemy of Romanism.

The reverend gentleman went on to de- 
scribe what the operations or the Council would be 
in a parliamentary sense, and then proceeded to in- 
quire as to the cause of this important convocation 
of bishops. The dogma of the Immaculate Concep-

The preacher Illustrated this point by 
copious quotations rrom authoritative announce- 
ments by the Pope himseir. 
The other subjects 
to be traversed would be the press, destruc- 
tion of church property, suppression of monasteries 
education of the youth, civil society, the re-estab- 
lishmeut of the Church where it has been sup- 
planted and its extension to heathen uatious But 
in order to gain strength in these directions It 
would be the policy or the Pope to crown Kapoleon 
III., who has no existence as a monarch in ine eye 
ol Home, to lift the ban- or excommunication rrom 
the head of Victor Emanuel, to secure a popular and 
pliant king for the throne or Spam and to throw 
a sop to tue Emperor of Austria, who has aefled 
Roman power. 
What the Council should truly 
guarantee was liberal education, free press, free 
Bible and salvation by grace through raith in Christ 
aud not tne celibacy or the priesthood, the sale of 
indulgences and other debasing influences that 
have dragged the Church to its present level.

Island—Tlie Systems of Religion and the 
Unbeliefs to be Feared. 
Yesterday morning the services at this place of 


worship, situated on Bedford avenue, near Clymer 
street, Brooklyn, E. D., were replete with pleasant 
interest, solemnity and Instruction. The congreea- 
tlon was unusually large, caused by the reappear- 
ance in the pulpit of their pastor, Rev. Mr. A. H. 
Partridge, who has recently returned from an 
extended European tour, the occasion ol the reli- 
gious reunion being greatly enhanced by the presence 
of the Right Rev. A. K. Littlejohn, Bishop of Long 
Island. The Rev. Mr. -Fitch, who, with signal ability 
and success, has officiated during the absence of the 
pastor, united in the ministration or the services. 


At the appropriate time, after reading the lessons, 


Bishop Littlejohn arose, and in rerernng to the recent 
absence or Mr. Partridge said that without any 
formal invitation he had visited them, and u was a 
pleasant duty, as bianop or the diocese, to welcome 
back their pastor, who had nobly earned the rest 
whicli the congregation allowed and enabled him to 
take. There was no better way for a people to de- 
monstrate their affection in snch cases than to send 
one away from ordinary routiae, across the ocean 
t o lanas and a life pregnant with signts, monument's 
and reugious history that only men ot intelligence 
and a minister of tne Gospel coula appreciate. It 
was an investment, rraught with the greatest kind or 
accumulation in interest, and the pastor would show 
if both in his teachings in the pulpit and in private 
lire. This was a lime, he hoped, when the distin- 
guished laymen of Christ church would bring the 
same ability to wors in the administration of us 
affairs and m the furtherance or the Gospel as they 
do m secular life, leading the way to a nobler 
chapter in its history. 


Upon the conclusion of the additional introductory 
morning service of the Episcopal ChurchBishop Lit- 
aejohn announced as his text, tit. John xs., 13—"Be- 
cause they nave taken away my Lord and I do not 
know where they have laid him." Mary at tiie s°pul- 
chre of Christ after His resurrection was a most 
affecting scene. Tne narrative of her grier at the 
changed appearance or the tomb,- where tne body or 
Jesus had lain, the two angels sitting, one at the 
head and the ocner at tne foot, with me saddened 
and perplexed Apostles, aad the sight and reco"- 
nitiou ol the Lord standinst by jjary m the midst'or 
her weeping did not require elaboration. The inci- 
dent wisned to be turned to account was tnrererence 
to tue last tuat iu some religious denominations 
fears were deep that they are gradually allowing 
tne Lord to oe taken from them and laid away where 
they and millions may not flnd Him. There is an 
attempt that looks like robbing God of His own 
tending to the spoliation or the Godhead.

Mcv. N. H. Chamberlain. 


The Rev. N. H. Chamberlain, of Morrisania, last 


evening commenced a series of lectures on the 
"English Reformation" at Zion church, corner of 
Madison avenue and Thirty-eignth street.' The 
course will consist or eight lectures, to be delivered 
on consecutive Sunday evenings in the same edifice. 
In opening the reverend 
gentleman recnar&ed 


that in

to remind his hearers that the theme was one 
which touched up an 
the most 
vital matters 


connected with their faith and practice. It would 
be his aim to show on what ground Christ's Church 
in England, and consequently in America, was 
founded, and he should treat the subject as a church- 
man and as a minister in his own community. He 
desired to avoid all tmcharity. The priests ol 
Christ's Church were not the janitors of Heaven, 
nor did the prelate who sits in St. Peter's chair hold 
the key. The Roman Catholic Church had called his 
Church and every Reformed Church schismatic and 
heretical. The Anglican Church was neither or these. 
He should show how the English Church had thrown 
off certain dogmas of the Church' or Rome, and how 
she became not a new Church of Christ m Eagl» nd 
but the old Church, wittt her old cathedrals, old 
parish churches, old creed, old sacraments and ol d 
spirit or God burning m the hearts or its believers. 
The English Reformation was a part of the history ol 
the American Church, and its members were thS 
children or that Pveformation. 
The cross planted 
on Calvary hao. come from the British Isles to this 
country. At tne tune of the Reformation that cross 
was covered over with priestly things and tha 
devices of benighted Rome. 


In the providence or God heathen Rome pre- 
pared the way lor the advent of the Christian raith. 
Ufesar built the many roads leading from the Forum 
to all nations ror the use or his legions; but many a 
footprint of the soldiers of the Cross could be found 
upon them. His navies were not used by the 
Emperor, but bore messages of the Saviour. Cams 
Julius Cassar conquered England, and this.was the 
first cause oft&e introduction of Christianity. How 
or waeu it was introduced it was impossible to 
say. 
Ic was impossible to fix the year when 
it was introduced or the person who first propa- 
gated it. Some thougnt it was St. Paul and others 
St. James. In the vear 314 the Bishops ol London 
York and Lincoln sat in the Synod ol Annes and in 
339 they attended a synod m Italy. The Gospel 
must have been preached long berore 314, since at 
that time there were three settled bishcpries. It was 
probable the English Church was recognized ; ana 
Christ preached in Briton a century alter the Sav- 
iour had risen. The early English Church had two 
enemies—the passions of the 
heathen human 
nature ana the persecutions 
or Rome. 
Tne 
heathen element was vanquished by pions men 
who suffered as martyrs. 
Heathen TJersecation 
condemned men to die, and the martyrs fell 
witn outstretched arms to the earth in the shape 
of a cross, as if to proclaim to the onlookers 
that the very earth was Christ's. The early Church, 
had also to suffer the persecution of heathen Rome, 
and as an. illustration or these persecutions the lec- 
turer related the trial, torture, and oeheadihg or 
St. Alban. In planting Christianity in any realm, 
tttere are 
noticeable 
three 
elements, viz.:—

The 
soil on. which the seed lell was the English heart.

In 54, B. C-, Cissar round In the Britons 
an enemy berore whom his legions again and again 
recoiled. The mottoes of these unions were, -.-Fear 
tne Gods," "llo no evil, "Fear no man.7' This was 
tue soil the Gospel tell into. God always drives his 
ploughshares iu tne richest soil. This was rough 
to the Gospel of Jesus Christ, but never shallow, and 
when the seed was sown it produced much fruit. 


The lecturer then proceeded to describe the early 
natives or the British Isles, dweliinir at great length 
upon the religion of the Druids, winch he character- 
ized as a superstition more shadoivv and vast than 
any known in history. He then re/erred to the send- 
ing of Augustine to Britain by pope Gregory. Alter 
tracing nis actions anu the result of his labors the 
reverend geutleiuau remarked that Augustine came 
irom Rome, aud he came not only for Christ but Tor 
the Pope. This was tlie beginning of the Pooe'3 
yoke and of nis atiempts to control the English. 
Ciiurch. In this country Rome demands the sub- 
mission of the Church, and this year calls a council 
to decide upon the future or our hauiauitv.

Plymouth churcli was yesterday crowded to the 


doors by a fashionable congregation. The day being 
delightfully flne there was, or course, a charming 
array of toilets, wliich looted quite picturesque as 
the genial rays or the sun shone through the spacious 
•windows ot the edifice, causing the variegated colors 
to blend Harmoniously. The Uev. Mr. Beecher took 
his text rrom Galatians iv., 19. The reverend gen- 
tleman dilated at some length upon tbe early culture 
or the soul. Wneu the babe came into life every- 
thing was against him, and so in like manner was 
the commencement of a real Christian life. Those 
beginning the true paths of rectitude were as in- 
fants just born; for how couid they bo teachers 
who wero not practically conversant with the 
truths they endeavored to inculcate 1 Christian life 
must grow aud be properly cultured, it was a 
Bpark, a name, irom which at first issued much 
smoke, and at length became a pure aud burning 
coal. Children and youth might become disciples 
of the Lord Jesus Christ aud might be safely 
name-red into Hie Christian fold ir only their parents 
and their pastors would instil into their young 
spirits the raith of Christ. Some parents brought 
up their chlldien with the expectation that when 
they arrived at the years or discretion they would 
•become good Christians. But if properly instructed 
when young they grew up In the nurture ol the 
Lord—some without a break at all, aud others sub- 
ject to certain normal disturbances. As a gciierul 
working principle, however, ir Christian families 
were early educated iu the faith of Christ he be- 
lieved that generations at:d generations of cnilarcn 
might be brought up m the love or Christ wituout 
alterwards denaniny from it, so tliat they woulu oe 
free from the usual entanglements 01 t:ie soul 
am ordinary experiences, aud would come full 
ol laith, lull of hope and jiurny from Hie cr.idle to 
church. Alter alluding to tue great necessity of 
Riving proper instruction to the young at an carn- 
age he went on to state tuat children were very sus- 
ceptible and comparatively comprehensive Thus

••Honor thy lather aud mother." so it appeared 
that it was not a mere practice that was rebuked— 
superstitious and absurd as that practice niieht 
have oeeu—and it seemed to him that tms opened 
to mem the entire subject of tradition ana ceremony 
in relation to moral obligations—a subject not witu- 
out interest at the present day. It may be said that 
ceremonial was useful—thai it was a help to many 
in their devotions, and that it leads to the deepest 
(nought. Certainly no rigut-inmded person could 
dispute that; and he thought a man not merely ex- 
posed to rebuxe but below contempt who found 
fault with or ridiculed tiie religious usages of 
another, 
No matter-how absurd tnese usages 
seemed to htm, that maa was remarkably hard- 
hearted 
who could pass mockery on tnem. 
me icast we could say was they may benetit others 
But when their practices were exalted—when it 
was said tuat their virtue or tueir very substance 
and essence was religious life—when they were re- 
garded as superior to moral obligations, then it 
was necessary to urge the spirit 01 our Saviour's 
words. This mere washing of the hands as coin- 
pared with the inward man and the state or the 
heart was only secoudary. for "it delitetli not a 
man." But when these practices become tyrannical, 
slavish and were set above tne moral rules or divine 
law; when ecclesiastical authority was put before 
social and natural ooligations. then we couid se° 
with what justice certain men might rise up and 
protest against them and even violently thrast them 
aside.

of th» Puritans, in laying their Hands on the Tory 
altar ana turning iroui spiritual tyranny and the 
transgression of God's commandment, lie said the 
usages of Hie old Church, wluca were again creeping 
in among us, were loosed on. by the old Puritans as 
elements of tyranny and barbarism. 
While we 
might revere the sayings ot good men arid trea- 
sure up the interpretations of tiie wise men, never- 


Hot of faith, lie already declares himself uncathollo 
In his belief and Heretical; a he Is anwHling to sub 
pit to its enactments in matters or discipline, ne 
is disobedient to lawful authority and a schis- 
matic, u's appeal to some other council is futile, 
for none other can have any higher authority than 
"us. his appeal to the tribunal of Christ Is an Insult 
to Christ, lor it is an appeal rrom Christ and His 
Holy Spirit, who has promised that He and His Holy 
Spirit should abide with the Church in her reaching 
ana governing capacity .forever. If such a one, in 
place of seeking the grace of humility and obedience 
and submitting to lawful authority, shouin choose 
delectlon from tne Church, we need not fear that 
at this late day he will have many followers. 
All true Christian elejnents, to-day more than 
ever, must gravitate towards the centre ot 
unity, wnere alone they can flnd their complement 
and their logical and historical support. Those who 
may be, to their own great misfortune, guilty of 
such defection are objects or our pity, to be prayed 
for as wayward brethren rather than be feared as 
formidable adversaries. Their aspirations for a 
reconciliation between the Church and some Imagi- 
nary or real spirit of the age are impossible or 
attainment ir they would require her to change her 
teaching or the faith: and whore they would affect 
mere matters of discipline they are vague, Ul-deflned, 
fantastical and unsubstantial. The Church is but 
too ready to use the great inventions of'the age and 
to accent all the discoveries of science, for sne holds 
that there can be no opposition between revealed 
truth and reason or us discoveries. We may well 
prefer the wisdom of a Council assembled m the 
Holy Spirit, to the imaginings of any man. And 
even If we had not the Christian, humility to submit 
our intellects to sncli superior wisdom, even in mat- 
ters of discipline, we should at least have the grace, 
even In spite of onr notions as to what may be 
expedient, to respect and obey the decisions of 
legitimate authority. 


Mr. Powersi then pointed out very beautifariy the 
useful and the truthful side of Mailolatry, and the 
duty of the Chorea to show that side or the character 
of Jeaus which represents the womanly.

Hooil tue eye, the ear and the hand must be edu- 
cated. He must leara his trade or he must learn the 
profession whicli lie intends to follow. There must 
be a spontaneous intentional power vigorously ex- 
ercised. Aud it was precisely the same in the Chris- 
tian life. AS ineii driilea lu anytiuuit in which they 
excelled, it was exactly the same thing mat tooK 
•place lu regard to progress in religion. Nature did 
a great deal, but learning could only be acquired by 
spontaneous action and a regular course of drilling. 
I'ne spirit ot humility was not infused into man 
•without prayer. To be aure many persons thought 
that temperance, humility, faith, paueilce hope jov 
In the Holy Ghost were divine guts, so were corn, 
and sheep and cows upon the mountain too 
divine sifts, for which men must worK. They were 
the iruits of man's industry, not his laziness Faith 
could only be obtained by practice; nor did all 
divine gifts come, just by inspiration. They must be 
learned and studied as the soldier learned nls steps. 
The experiences in life were not so promiscuous as 
most people imagined. There was a regular order 
of things. .First came tne leaf, then the blossom 
the green fruit and then the ripe irult; so it was 
In the Christian life. The later developments cannot 
be had beiore tne intermediate ques; bat just as 
eome youtns aspired to manhood before their time 
many persons did not lite to ivait for the proper de- 
velopment. It was only when in an advanced slate or 
righteousness that men came thoroughly to coinpre- 
neiid and appreciate that serene joy emanating from 
a sincere love of Christ, it inignt be said that no 
man was penect while m this world, but tnere were 
those who came to a perfect state of rest; lor when 
man caiae to tnat state of experience that ne knew 
lie loved Christ ne enjoyed the triumphant ieeiing 
that he was beiovea by Christ, nnd realized beyona 
the srave tue great object for which he was created. 
I he Kev. Mr. Beecher had just concluded the 
benediction and tue members of the congregation 
were about to disperse when an unusual buzz arose 
uiside the church, 
rersous who had alreaav 
reached the doors, and tlie throng that had arrived 
at the outer gate turned back, and a sea of laces 
eagerly looked towards one particular object, as if 
BOmethlug unusually interesuug aud attractive iiaa 
suddenly sprunc ironi the ground.

Hence, lie says ou another occasion to 
Peter: -'Feed my lambs, feed my sheep" (John xxi) 
and to all tho Apostles (John xx,) "As the Father 
hath sent me, I also send you." He makes this 
Church Ilia living body with which ne is to be invisi- 
bly present, and in which Uis Holy Spirit is to abide 
"till the consummation of the world." Those who 
will not hear and obey this Church are to be con- 
sidered as aliens from His society. "Let him be to 
tueeas the heathen and the publican" (Matthew 
xviii.). The revereudtorator then went on to show 
that the teaching and covernlng authority or the 
Church was given to Peter and Ilia successors and 
to tue Apostolic college, ana was not to die with 
Peter or with the individual Anostles. 


The delimtioiis and enactments of a general or 
Ecumenical Council, in which the bishops or the 
universal Church, the successors or the Apostles 
assemble under the presidency or the Bishop or 
Home, the successor or St. Peter, are the highest 
expression of ibis teaching aud governing author- 
ity. What is or divine institution the Church can- 
not change, increase or dimmish. Hence she canuot 
add to or take from the original deposit of faith- 
she caunot alter her own constitution, ofswhich she 
is the creature atfd not the creator: she cannot 
change these ordinances of Christ which are com- 
monly called sacraments; she cannot cease to offer 
or change the essential nature 01 tue offering of ner 
euchanstic sacrifice. But from her very nature as 
a living society tor all times aud all peoples, she 
must be endowed, aud as a matter or tact has been 
endowed by Christ with power over her own disci- 
pline. Hence she can ciiange, modify or abrogate 
tue old, aud enact the new in mere matters of dis- 
ciDllne according to the emergencies or times and 
places. Yet her world-wide nature, tbe countless 
number aud diversity or her children, her venera- 
ble character as the Church or Ages the very pru- 
dence with which she is endowed by the Holy 
Spirit, 
who 
has 
been 
promised 
to 
abide 


with her, make her 
slow 
to change even 
in mere matter or discipline or ceremony and to 
preserve these powerful helps to unity, she reoiures 
various ages aud peoples to conform to her universal 
discipline, rather than stoop to catch tickle popu- 
larity by stooping to adopt tne rashions or caprices 
of any one age or nation. Yet rrom ttnie to time the 
bishops assemble by convocation of the chief bishop 
m geueisii council to enact statutes of discipline to 
reform abuses, to quicken their own faith and zeal 
and that of their flocks, and, If necessary, or evoed 
lent, to deiine the raith. They do not pretend nav

- They do not pretend", nay, 
they positively disclaim tne power, to' maKe new 
revelations or add to the deposit of laith' The 
Church simply deanea what she finds In this deposit 
as contained in the testimonies or Christian anti- 
quity and in her own every-day teachings, instiucts 
and practices; that is, she explains, interprets and 
places in a clearer and more explicit light some 
point or raltn, asserts tnat she finds it in the original 
deposit, ana lorbids the teaching of the contrary 
under 
penalty 
of 
separation from her com- 


munion. Tims it is tnat she has defined from time 
to time m her councils old Christian truths, against 
me quibbles of heretics or the sophistry of scholas- 
tics. At Nice, in the year 3M, she defined the 
divinity of Christ, and later, at Ephesus and Chalce- 
don, the doctrine of His incarnation. And so on 
through tue various councils. It was in tnis sense 
that, a few years ago, the Church defined tue doc- 
trine or the immaculate conception, which so tar 
Ironi being a new doctrine, was ft household word of 
devotion to every Catholic child, and finds its im- 
plicit argument In the writings or the earliest 
fathers. 
No weat or Hi-Instructed Catholic need 
jear a new revelation to tax his faith, if, as rumor

Under that sermon 
she became convinced of her duty to become a mem- 
ber of the Roman Catholic Church, and it was on 
receiving this lady into the Church at Paris mat 
Father Hyacmthe expressed himself so liberally In 
reference to Protestantism. His present notoriety 
is the result or this liberality; he stands as the 
representative of advanced thought in his own 
Cliurch aud is lioeral enough towards other Churches 
to awaken in all Protestants a lively anxiety as to his 
future course. That, Mr. Powers hoped, would be 
to remain in the Romish Church, where he would be 
HKely to do more good than by leaving ner 
and allying himself with anv form of Protest- 
antism.

ELEVENTH STREETPBESBYTE8UH CHURCH. 


The Kev. Charles B. Smyth on the Ecumen- 


ical Council. 


The announcement that the Kev. Charles B. Smyth 


would deliver a discourse on "The 
Ecumenical 


Council" at the Eleventh street Presbyterian church, 
"seatsfree,"drewa large congregation whom the 
reverend gentleman held In rapt attention during 
an effective and instructive treatment of his sub- 
ject. After tue usual preliminary 
services the 


preacher advanced and selected nls text from 
Psalm xxli. 13:—"They gape upon me with their 
mouths, as it were a ramping and a roaring lion." 
The speaker began by alluding to the Papal bulls 
which had formed so important a part of the ecclesi- 
astical history. Bulls had been set loose upon 
all doctrines which had been antagonistic to the 
Roman faith, aud they had been no respecters or 
persons or prelates. But three hundred and fifty 
years ago, said he, there arose an obscure inons 
who toot the bull by the horns, and backed the fero- 
cious beast into the fires antil nothing remained but 
his ashes. This was the achievement of Lnttier, and 
occurred in the time of Pius I. Xow, the present 
Pope, nine times as Pius as his illustrious preqe- 
cessor, has issued another bull convening the Ecu- 
menical Council, to introduce new dogmas into the 
articles of faith, which was dated on the 23th day of 
June, 1808, calling ror tue gathering of bisuops on 
the Stli of December, I860. In the past history of 
tne Church eighteen councils have gathered at the 
snnne or St. Peter's. Tne first met m 825, and 'he 
succeeding ones m 331, 431. isr, m, 
GSu, in '7ST the 


Council or Sice, which concerned image worship; m 
S69, in 1123, wmcn related to tne Crusades; iu 1139 
1179, 1215, 1245, 1274, 1311. 1439, 1571 and 1545. It 
was this last gathering of the Council which met to 
resist the great flood or Protestantism which was 
then overspreading Europe; 
and 
the 
one to 
meet by Papal bull on the 8tu or December 
next is the oiily one in the crises of the Church 
that has been tnought necessary m the lapse ol sou 
years. Want means the word ecumenical? It si"-- 
uifles catholic, universal—it means vox popMi mx 
ael. Its scope would tnerefore include all bishops 
in the Christian world, whether Roman or not, and 
Pius IX., in this spirit, sent invitations to the 
bishops of ail churches, but to this date it is not 
Known that any have accepted. Formerly a gather- 
ing of the Council included monarchs, princes and 
heads of all petty nationalities, nnd the sover°i<ms 
assembled at Koaie aad participated in tne de- 
liberations of the august boar: but now no lay mem- 
bers have been solicited to "attend, aud potentates 
have been excluded. Wliat do these changes sug- 
gest? \Vhathas been wrought m an interval of :^0 
years?

and every monarch or Europe was a vassal o 
tae Pope: now none arc so poor as to cto 
him reverence.

The Protestant Church did not yet sufficiently 
endorse tne royal law or liberty. It did not yet 
sufficiently allow conscience to tals of the tlunirs of 
God and embody them in the things of lire 
We 


believed In this law for ourselves, but we were not 
sufficiently willing to allow it to be believed In by 
our brother and allow him to exercise it for him- 
self. That law of liberty must be adopted by tne 
Church If It would sufficiently battle with the Church 
of Rome. 
The Protestant Church, too, lacked 
some things which the Komish Church had namely 
unity, Catholicity and its care Tor the poor. Protest 
tantism was not nnlted, sectarianism had split up 
its forces, and thesa forces muat be marshalled by 
unity if a real, decisive action was to be taken 
against the enemy of Romanism. There must be

B the Church .of Rome were destroyed 
without Its errors being uprooted it would be- 
a f great misfortune. 
There wns nothing in pro- 
teitantum to 
meet the demand that would 


then be mado upon the Church; there was not 
that devotion to the work or God and the extension 
or the kingdom of righteousness that would compen- 
sate for her destruction. Let them pray, not for 
the destrnctlon or the Church of Rome, it filled 
her place better than they could do it. Pray rather 
ror its enlargement, and let them pray ror the 
thurcb. CatnoJio wa tue destruction ot Romanian!. 


Yet the Council will contain learning, cunning" 
statesmanship and priestcralt, and the experience 
or ages. The reverend gentleman went on to de- 
scribe what the operations or the Council would be 
in a parliamentary sense, and then proceeded to in- 
quire as to the cause of this important convocation 
of bishops. The dogma of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion, or the Virgin Mary, as Brst advanced in the 
fourteenth century, as decreed in 1S54 by Pius 
IX., was

The preacher Illustrated this point by 
copious quotations rrom authoritative announce- 
ments by the Pope himseir. 
The other subjects

lishmeut of the Church where it has been sup- 
planted and its extension to heathen uatious But 
in order to gain strength in these directions It 
would be the policy or the Pope to crown Kapoleon 
III., who has no existence as a monarch in ine eye 
ol Home, to lift the ban- or excommunication rrom 
the head of Victor Emanuel, to secure a popular and 
pliant king for the throne or Spam and to throw 
a sop to tue Emperor of Austria, who has aefled 
Roman power. 
What the Council should truly 
guarantee was liberal education, free press, free 
Bible and salvation by grace through raith in Christ 
aud not tne celibacy or the priesthood, the sale of 
indulgences and other debasing influences that 
have dragged the Church to its present level.

Island—Tlie Systems of Religion and the 
Unbeliefs to be Feared. 
Yesterday morning the services at this place of 


worship, situated on Bedford avenue, near Clymer 
street, Brooklyn, E. D., were replete with pleasant 
interest, solemnity and Instruction. The congreea- 
tlon was unusually large, caused by the reappear- 
ance in the pulpit of their pastor, Rev. Mr. A. H. 
Partridge, who has recently returned from an 
extended European tour, the occasion ol the reli- 
gious reunion being greatly enhanced by the presence 
of the Right Rev. A. K. Littlejohn, Bishop of Long 
Island. The Rev. Mr. -Fitch, who, with signal ability 
and success, has officiated during the absence of the 
pastor, united in the ministration or the services. 


At the appropriate time, after reading the lessons, 


Bishop Littlejohn arose, and in rerernng to the recent 
absence or Mr. Partridge said that without any 
formal invitation he had visited them, and u was a 
pleasant duty, as bianop or the diocese, to welcome 
back their pastor, who had nobly earned the rest 
whicli the congregation allowed and enabled him to 
take. There was no better way for a people to de- 
monstrate their affection in snch cases than to send 
one away from ordinary routiae, across the ocean 
t o lanas and a life pregnant with signts, monument's 
and reugious history that only men ot intelligence 
and a minister of tne Gospel coula appreciate. It 
was an investment, rraught with the greatest kind or 
accumulation in interest, and the pastor would show 
if both in his teachings in the pulpit and in private 
lire. This was a lime, he hoped, when the distin- 
guished laymen of Christ church would bring the 
same ability to wors in the administration of us 
affairs and m the furtherance or the Gospel as they 
do m secular life, leading the way to a nobler 
chapter in its history. 


Upon the conclusion of the additional introductory 
morning service of the Episcopal ChurchBishop Lit- 
aejohn announced as his text, tit. John xs., 13—"Be- 
cause they nave taken away my Lord and I do not 
know where they have laid him." Mary at tiie s°pul- 
chre of Christ after His resurrection was a most 
affecting scene. Tne narrative of her grier at the 
changed appearance or the tomb,- where tne body or 
Jesus had lain, the two angels sitting, one at the 
head and the ocner at tne foot, with me saddened 
and perplexed Apostles, aad the sight and reco"- 
nitiou ol the Lord standinst by jjary m the midst'or 
her weeping did not require elaboration. The inci- 
dent wisned to be turned to account was tnrererence 
to tue last tuat iu some religious denominations 
fears were deep that they are gradually allowing 
tne Lord to oe taken from them and laid away where 
they and millions may not flnd Him.

English Reformation—kectnre by tbe 


Mcv. N. H. Chamberlain. 


The Rev. N. H. Chamberlain, of Morrisania, last 


evening commenced a series of lectures on the 
"English Reformation" at Zion church, corner of 
Madison avenue and Thirty-eignth street.' The 
course will consist or eight lectures, to be delivered 
on consecutive Sunday evenings in the same edifice. 
In opening the reverend 
gentleman recnar&ed 


that in 
giving tne 
story 
of 
the 
English 


Reformation 
it 
would 
be' scarcely necessary 


to remind his hearers that the theme was one 
which touched up an 
the most 
vital matters 


connected with their faith and practice. It would 
be his aim to show on what ground Christ's Church 
in England, and consequently in America, was 
founded, and he should treat the subject as a church- 
man and as a minister in his own community. He 
desired to avoid all tmcharity. The priests ol 
Christ's Church were not the janitors of Heaven, 
nor did the prelate who sits in St. Peter's chair hold 
the key. The Roman Catholic Church had called his 
Church and every Reformed Church schismatic and 
heretical. The Anglican Church was neither or these. 
He should show how the English Church had thrown 
off certain dogmas of the Church' or Rome, and how 
she became not a new Church of Christ m Eagl» nd 
but the old Church, wittt her old cathedrals, old 
parish churches, old creed, old sacraments and ol d 
spirit or God burning m the hearts or its believers. 
The English Reformation was a part of the history ol 
the American Church, and its members were thS 
children or that Pveformation. 
The cross planted 
on Calvary hao. come from the British Isles to this 
country. At tne tune of the Reformation that cross 
was covered over with priestly things and tha 
devices of benighted Rome. 


In the providence or God heathen Rome pre- 
pared the way lor the advent of the Christian raith. 
Ufesar built the many roads leading from the Forum 
to all nations ror the use or his legions; but many a 
footprint of the soldiers of the Cross could be found 
upon them. His navies were not used by the 
Emperor, but bore messages of the Saviour. Cams 
Julius Cassar conquered England, and this.was the 
first cause oft&e introduction of Christianity. How 
or waeu it was introduced it was impossible to 
say. 
Ic was impossible to fix the year when 
it was introduced or the person who first propa- 
gated it. Some thougnt it was St. Paul and others 
St. James. In the vear 314 the Bishops ol London 
York and Lincoln sat in the Synod ol Annes and in 
339 they attended a synod m Italy. The Gospel 
must have been preached long berore 314, since at 
that time there were three settled bishcpries. It was 
probable the English Church was recognized ; ana 
Christ preached in Briton a century alter the Sav- 
iour had risen. The early English Church had two 
enemies—the passions of the 
heathen human 
nature ana the persecutions 
or Rome. 
Tne 
heathen element was vanquished by pions men 
who suffered as martyrs. 
Heathen TJersecation 
condemned men to die, and the martyrs fell 
witn outstretched arms to the earth in the shape 
of a cross, as if to proclaim to the onlookers 
that the very earth was Christ's. The early Church, 
had also to suffer the persecution of heathen Rome, 
and as an. illustration or these persecutions the lec- 
turer related the trial, torture, and oeheadihg or 
St. Alban. In planting Christianity in any realm, 
tttere are 
noticeable 
three 
elements, viz.:— 
The 
planting 
or 
the 
seed, 
the 
soil 
in 
which 
the 
seed 
is 
planted, 
and 
the 
skies under which It germinates and grows. The 
soil on. which the seed lell was the English heart. 
The English heart is of granite, with veins or the 
purest gold. In 54, B. C-, Cissar round In the Britons 
an enemy berore whom his legions again and again 
recoiled. The mottoes of these unions were, -.-Fear 
tne Gods," "llo no evil, "Fear no man.7' This was 
tue soil the Gospel tell into. God always drives his 
ploughshares iu tne richest soil. This was rough 
to the Gospel of Jesus Christ, but never shallow, and 
when the seed was sown it produced much fruit. 


The lecturer then proceeded to describe the early 
natives or the British Isles, dweliinir at great length 
upon the religion of the Druids, winch he character- 
ized as a superstition more shadoivv and vast than 
any known in history. He then re/erred to the send- 
ing of Augustine to Britain by pope Gregory. Alter 
tracing nis actions anu the result of his labors the 
reverend geutleiuau remarked that Augustine came 
irom Rome, aud he came not only for Christ but Tor 
the Pope. This was tlie beginning of the Pooe'3 
yoke and of nis atiempts to control the English. 
Ciiurch. In this country Rome demands the sub- 
mission of the Church, and this year calls a council 
to decide upon the future or our hauiauitv.

It 
Is the same as to all promotions, nominations to the 
peerage, to be a oaronet, a knight or what not—no 
appointment is leca.1 or in force until it has appeared 
in che London Gazette. The London Gazette appears 
twice a week. It is the property of Koverniuent. 
and the editorship of it ia a mere sinecure, bat it 
paid tue very handsome salary or £800, or $4,000 a 
year. The appointment is for lire. It is in the gift 
or the rnme Minister, and is always given to some 
newspaper man who haslought well for the party in 
power.

•2m applicants for it, many ol them members ol 
Parliament and men holdius a good social position.

The decline which must 
needs follow is partly due to the very heieht 
attained by the mind m its flrst effort. It is m the 
nature of great writers to create readers—and to 
spoil them.

exciting character. I hod iro idea Hint there wiw 
such a training in electioneering u» there Us hero 
until J actually witnessed It. Tho government, hav- 
ing been defeated tu all the couuirv districts on tho 
22d ult. and in all the towns on the lilth ordered 
the adjournment of the Prague elections. This wits 
done m order to carry the capital at all hazarda. 
This, at least, is what the Bohemians say aud tliclr 
statement scorns very plausible. Uy a ministerial 
orderfroin Vienna a change was made iu me con- 
ditlonsof voting. T«c Mayor of Prague, »r. Klaudy. 
was ordered to issue the necessary papers to such 
persons as should be presented for the purnose ol 
becoming voters. The government candidates had 
prepared, It seems, a list of adherents, who, if quaii- 
netfto vote, would be able to bear down all oppo- 
sition 
and 
carry 
them 
into 
oillce 
trium- 


phantly. Or. Illaudy refused to obey the orders 
from vienua ana resigned his office, stating that 
he could uot transgress the law. Upon his reaigun. 
tion the late Jlayor was overwhelmed with telegrams 
from all parts of the country, applauding and thiiuk- 
Ing him lor what he had done. The Bohemians all 
say mat tne qualifications for voting are dciiued by 
a law of tue country, aud that they can be chaugcd 
only by new legislation, not by a ministerial order. 
Nothing was gained lor the government by the new 
voters. The opposition p'resentcd a still gi eater 
number of their own adherents, aud carried tho 
election at an points. 


The elections were conducted with remarkaWo 
order; and although there were thousands of people 
col ccted together, and the greater number oi Ihcru 
waiting tne issue with the greatest anxiety, not a 
single dlsturyuuce was to be seen. The liohemlana 
worked m a manner worthy of tlie old Uussites.

Old Inends and neighbors m?t. and, wittt 
tears In their eyes, kissed each other, rejoicing that 
they had won the hard lougnt battle. 


The Vienna Ministry, the enemy of their nation- 
ality, had suffered a deleat unparalleled ill govern- 
mental elections. A meeting of the new members 
was held immediately, and it was resolved not to 
attend the l>ieu In this opposition now abstaining 
from all part m tho legislation of the country there 
are from ninety-fire to 100 meiabi'rs. This ia a 
minority, but tt represents amajonlyof Ihepeopleof, 
Bohemia, The Diet assembled tue day after tha 
election, but was attended only by Herman mem- 
bers; not a Bohemian presented uunself. On tua 
streets about the chambers 01 the met scarcely fifty 
people were to be seen. There can be no doubt of 
the opposition Here. What its ellects may be in tho 
futare is aaotoer question. 


Tlie Bohemians will struggle to the death to pro- 
serve tlisir nationality; the Ueruuuu will use every 
means to break down the opposition, if the Uohe-

Herr Venedey said:— 
The restitution of Poland is to us Germans a dtit? of honer 
and justice, which weighs heavily on our consciences, since 
we lent ourselves to tear asunder that nation. One of the 
principal causes of the loss of Poland may be charged 
to the Polish aristocracy, who did not tolerate tne 
growth-of the people. They had not learned a lesson, even 
by misfortune. The Polish peasants wero emancipated, not 
by them, but by tho Emperor of Russia.'and a few years ago 
in Gallicia the peasants, encouraged by Austrian despotism, 
fell upon the nobility—and would again to-day—because there 
had never existed a Pollsu people. Up to this very day the 
unfortunate Poles nourish pretensions which In tbe eyes of 
neighboring nations can be realized only by vast conquests. 
The frontiers of their ideal realm, from the Baltic to the Car- 
pathian mountains, embrace millions of neighboring people 
ana presuppose their subjection. But we democrats say, 
nevertheless. Poland must be restituted. We add, however, 
you Poles must aid us by respecting other nations ana your 
own; by learning to think and act with dignity worthy of 
liberty and deliverance. 'In keeping with this you must 
not try to change a national question -touching the position 
of the Czechs m Bolie-mia, on-German soil, to an interna- 
tional, a "question tMhcQtte."

It was 
really very interesting to nnd snca a collection of 
books and portraits, reminding one of America, in 
a house standing at one end of Bethlehem square, 
the place where John Huss lived and preached. 
Mr. Saprstet is a member of the Bohemian Diet, and^ 
like all Bohemians of the present day, is an oppo- 
nent of the Vienna government, lie is one of the 
eighty-four members who left the Diet in 1S67, and 
was deprived of his place in common with the other 
protesUag members. The Vienna government was 
of opinion that the people would not support their 
seceding representatives. 
The recent 
elections, 


however, have shown, to use the words of a Vienna 
paper, that the constitution has no adherents among 
the Bohemians. All the members who protested 
and lettthe Diet in 1S6V have been returned, many of 
them unanimously, others by verv large majorities 
being opposed only by tne government officials. Mr' 
Isanrstaic has been re-elected by his constituents 
and last evening at his house was collected a large 
number of the leading political and literary men of 
tlie country. I had a good opportunity of learning 
what the political and religious aspirations of the 
country are. Both or these topics were freely dis- 
cussed. 


with regard to religion, I was Informed that there 
is probably no Catholic country In Europe In which 
there Is so little devotion to Home aa in Bohemia. 
That the most ardent desire of the country is to brmz 
the Church more into accordance with the wants of 
the people.by having all religious services aud cere- 
monies performed in'the language of the country, 
and oy giving la.vmen a part in the government of 
the Church. In a word, the people of Bohemia want 
a national Church; they uo uot want a reformation 
In the sense of a separation, but they want to have 
control over the religious affairs of their own coun- 
try. In inv last letter I seut a translation of resolu- 
tions passed at a great meeting of the people m tho 
interior of Bohemia. Other meetings or a similar 
character are soon to be held, aud I am assured 
that among the most zealous supporters or 
this agitation are tho country priests. 
The first 
people here do not hesitate to declare that 
if the inrallibillty of the Pope is made an article of 
faith at the coming Council there will be a schism in 
the Church in consequence. The opposition of a few 
Di9hop> they also do not loot- upon as of very great 
importance. They say that a popular movement is 
necessary, and that it the people of France and Ger- 
many would 6nly hold meetings and formulate their 
wishes and cieany set forth what is wanted a good 
result might oe arrived at; for the bishops at the 
Council might become the representatives ol this 
popular movement, aud would have tne expressed 
opinion of their respective countries to support 
thorn, instead of being without an organized party 
as they are now.

WALES. 


Scientific Advance—A JltailvFay o 


Principle. 


The London Rattiaav News, writing on the extea- 


sion or the railroad system in Great Britain, says:— 


The Portmadoc and Festiniog Hallway, Wales la 
now attracting much aptention among scientific 
men. This is a little line in Kortn Wales, which was 
originally constructed for the purpose or acting as a 
tramway for slate and stone rrom ihe hills or Meri- 
onethshire to the seashore. It is now being used as 
a regular goods and passenger line. The chief pecu- 
liarity iu its construction is that the gauge is only 
two leet broad. Hence, though the Hue runs through, 
a very difficult country, the expenses of construc- 
tion and working are so small that the traffic yields 
the enormous revenue of thirty per cent. The reason 
is simple enough. It is because the proportion be- 
tween the dead weight and paying weight is so much, 
less than upon other railways. The engine and tender 
upon this line weigh about ten cons, against forty tons' 
upon the wider gauge or other lines. Instead of a 
first class carriage weighing seven and a hair tons, 
to carry thirty-two passengers, and representing 
nearly five cwt. of dead weight for each passenger 
the carriages on the Festiniog weigh only thirty 
cwt. for twelve passengers, or two ana a half cwt. 
for each person carried. 


The Railway Sftws, without eoing so far as to say- 
that a two-foot guage will furnish the railway of the 
future, is conlident "its economy aud efficiency will 
cause it to be extensively adopted."

It is in the gift 
or the rnme Minister, and is always given to some 
newspaper man who haslought well for the party in 
power.

A clu.stcr of a score or so 
or stars or the flrst magnitude blaze out iu the firma- 
ment, but liicse give way belore miuor galaxies 
and presently to mere nebula: and utler obscurity 


6ucb a transitory ueriod or Intellectual greatness 
have not only France and England, but all Europe, 
enjoyed in the early part or the present century, on 
the tcruimation ot the civil and international wara 
or tlie First Napoleon. The decline which must 
needs follow is partly due to the very heieht 
attained by the mind m its flrst effort. It is m the 
nature of great writers to create readers—and to 
spoil them. A public accustomed to the pleasurea- 
ble emotions arising irom great performances gets a 
craving lor them, and the author whose task it IB to 
minister to its appetites is driven to seek in exag- 
geration and maiuierisni that stimulus which the 
natural no longeraupplies; and a mutual corruption 
of the reader by the writer and of ihe latter Dy the 
former inevitably ensues. The decline is often already 
perceptible in the original genius itself; bat it Is far 
more apparent in the "slavish nerd" or imitators 
It was thus that French literature, although still co- 
•pions, began to develop aerms or decay, both -.Esthetic 
and moral, long bel'ore the second republic ushered In 
the second empire. It is very true that the reign or 
Louis Xapoleou substituted a quietum seroicaan for 
a itertcutosa llOerias; but the February revolution 
was of too ephemeral and uneventful a character to 
aflect mental culture. The literature or Prance is 
still the same as it was under Louis I'hilippe, stdl on 
its wane, though a lew degrees lower in tone aud 
miluence. Eugene Sue flourished under the July 
monarchy, yet we hear that the wholesale murderer 
Traupmann boasis or being a disciple of the Eugene 
Sue school. His ambition was to emulate one oi the 
heroes or the -Juir Errant." Heroes ol the Abbe 
Rodin acd Chourmeur stamp were held up as 
models ror ihe French youth bel'ore the middle 
of the century, aud whatever was still pure and 
noble in the French nation had no longer any refuse 
from all-pervading corruption save in an absolute 
rejection ol all literature. We see the sarce causes 
rapidly leading lo the same effects in this country. 
Yet a few years more or -sensational" novels and or

tue day- It is thus thai actual lack of readers has 
dried un the sources of llterarv production in Italy 
aud Spain.

The proposition to call 
upon the European governments to constitute them- 
selves a court of arbitration for the settlement of all 
pending questions reminded him of the lamb and 
wolf in the fable. With greater authority among his 
colleagues than the Congress would nave, ttawleon 
III. had in vain invited them; it would, thereiore. ba 
besl to leave kings at home. Of a lederative spirit, 
as discovered m Europe by 1L Chaudin, notlnug wiis 
known to him. South Germany and Austria were 
rather brooding revenge for Sadowa than thinking of 
a confederation; Spain needed unity in order to keey 
down the clergy,; Italy must have a powerful 
centralization to achieve the liberation of Koine. 
Tlie French republic had established centralization, 
and without It no republic could exist. Proiessor 
Buissoa had correctly appreciated tne force of 
puulic opinion, but had overlooked that twenty- 
seven per cent of military recruits m France could 
neituer read nor write. What, therefore, was most 
needed in the programme was obligatory ana gratu- 
itous instruction. The legislatures sitouiU be called 
upon to transfer all the sums demanded for military 
establishments to the budgets ol public instruction. 
Education Is the mother of liberty.

phantly. Or. Illaudy refused to obey the orders 
from vienua ana resigned his office, stating that 
he could uot transgress the law. Upon his reaigun. 
tion the late Jlayor was overwhelmed with telegrams 
from all parts of the country, applauding and thiiuk- 
Ing him lor what he had done. The Bohemians all 
say mat tne qualifications for voting are dciiued by 
a law of tue country, aud that they can be chaugcd 
only by new legislation, not by a ministerial order.

A meeting of the new members 
was held immediately, and it was resolved not to 
attend the l>ieu In this opposition now abstaining 
from all part m tho legislation of the country there 
are from ninety-fire to 100 meiabi'rs. This ia a 
minority, but tt represents amajonlyof Ihepeopleof, 
Bohemia, The Diet assembled tue day after tha 
election, but was attended only by Herman mem- 
bers; not a Bohemian presented uunself. On tua 
streets about the chambers 01 the met scarcely fifty 
people were to be seen.

One of the 
principal causes of the loss of Poland may be charged 
to the Polish aristocracy, who did not tolerate tne 
growth-of the people. They had not learned a lesson, even 
by misfortune. The Polish peasants wero emancipated, not 
by them, but by tho Emperor of Russia.'and a few years ago 
in Gallicia the peasants, encouraged by Austrian despotism, 
fell upon the nobility—and would again to-day—because there 
had never existed a Pollsu people. Up to this very day the 
unfortunate Poles nourish pretensions which In tbe eyes of 
neighboring nations can be realized only by vast conquests. 
The frontiers of their ideal realm, from the Baltic to the Car- 
pathian mountains, embrace millions of neighboring people 
ana presuppose their subjection. But we democrats say, 
nevertheless. Poland must be restituted. We add, however, 
you Poles must aid us by respecting other nations ana your 
own; by learning to think and act with dignity worthy of 
liberty and deliverance. 'In keeping with this you must 
not try to change a national question -touching the position 
of the Czechs m Bolie-mia, on-German soil, to an interna- 
tional, a "question tMhcQtte."

JacKson, and photographic portraits of Grant, Col- 
rax and other distinguished Americans. It was 
really very interesting to nnd snca a collection of 
books and portraits, reminding one of America, in 
a house standing at one end of Bethlehem square, 
the place where John Huss lived and preached. 
Mr. Saprstet is a member of the Bohemian Diet, and^ 
like all Bohemians of the present day, is an oppo- 
nent of the Vienna government, lie is one of the 
eighty-four members who left the Diet in 1S67, and 
was deprived of his place in common with the other 
protesUag members. The Vienna government was 
of opinion that the people would not support their 
seceding representatives. 
The recent 
elections, 


however, have shown, to use the words of a Vienna 
paper, that the constitution has no adherents among 
the Bohemians. All the members who protested 
and lettthe Diet in 1S6V have been returned, many of 
them unanimously, others by verv large majorities 
being opposed only by tne government officials. Mr' 
Isanrstaic has been re-elected by his constituents 
and last evening at his house was collected a large 
number of the leading political and literary men of 
tlie country. I had a good opportunity of learning 
what the political and religious aspirations of the 
country are. Both or these topics were freely dis- 
cussed. 


with regard to religion, I was Informed that there 
is probably no Catholic country In Europe In which 
there Is so little devotion to Home aa in Bohemia. 
That the most ardent desire of the country is to brmz 
the Church more into accordance with the wants of 
the people.by having all religious services aud cere- 
monies performed in'the language of the country, 
and oy giving la.vmen a part in the government of 
the Church. In a word, the people of Bohemia want 
a national Church; they uo uot want a reformation 
In the sense of a separation, but they want to have 
control over the religious affairs of their own coun- 
try. In inv last letter I seut a translation of resolu- 
tions passed at a great meeting of the people m tho 
interior of Bohemia. Other meetings or a similar 
character are soon to be held, aud I am assured 
that among the most zealous supporters or 
this agitation are tho country priests. 
The first 
people here do not hesitate to declare that 
if the inrallibillty of the Pope is made an article of 
faith at the coming Council there will be a schism in 
the Church in consequence. The opposition of a few 
Di9hop> they also do not loot- upon as of very great 
importance. They say that a popular movement is 
necessary, and that it the people of France and Ger- 
many would 6nly hold meetings and formulate their 
wishes and cieany set forth what is wanted a good 
result might oe arrived at; for the bishops at the 
Council might become the representatives ol this 
popular movement, aud would have tne expressed 
opinion of their respective countries to support 
thorn, instead of being without an organized party 
as they are now.

has proposed to you in such Jervent and patriotic 
terms, and am not tlie less grateful for the evidences 
of the affection which I have experienced amouE 
you. The statue which you have erected will recall 
a reign which was great, because, being free ia its 
development, the nation waa happy and prosper- 
ous. It will recall tiie sympathetic ties winch lor 
thirty-four years so united Belgium toils King that 
even death llself was not able to break them— bonds 
the tradition of which 1 have a firm hope will not bo 
lost in the second generation.

WALES. 


Scientific Advance—A JltailvFay o 


Principle. 


The London Rattiaav News, writing on the extea- 


sion or the railroad system in Great Britain, says:— 


The Portmadoc and Festiniog Hallway, Wales la 
now attracting much aptention among scientific 
men. This is a little line in Kortn Wales, which was 
originally constructed for the purpose or acting as a 
tramway for slate and stone rrom ihe hills or Meri- 
onethshire to the seashore. It is now being used as 
a regular goods and passenger line. The chief pecu- 
liarity iu its construction is that the gauge is only 
two leet broad. Hence, though the Hue runs through, 
a very difficult country, the expenses of construc- 
tion and working are so small that the traffic yields 
the enormous revenue of thirty per cent. The reason 
is simple enough. It is because the proportion be- 
tween the dead weight and paying weight is so much, 
less than upon other railways. The engine and tender 
upon this line weigh about ten cons, against forty tons' 
upon the wider gauge or other lines. Instead of a 
first class carriage weighing seven and a hair tons, 
to carry thirty-two passengers, and representing 
nearly five cwt. of dead weight for each passenger 
the carriages on the Festiniog weigh only thirty 
cwt. for twelve passengers, or two ana a half cwt. 
for each person carried. 


The Railway Sftws, without eoing so far as to say- 
that a two-foot guage will furnish the railway of the 
future, is conlident "its economy aud efficiency will 
cause it to be extensively adopted."

S?h0 Statist) Was Made by a Crazy 


Canadian. 


SYRACUSE, Oct. 22,1869, 


To TUB EDITOJI or TUB HERALD:— 


Our city of salino fame has Been profoundly 


agltateU over the discovery of a statue or petrifac- 
tion at Cardiff, about imrteen miles from this city. 
The general impression atnonst experts has been 
that it is the work of either the Jesuits or an extinct 
peotJle. I will say that the anatomical Qetaila are 
quite perfect, and the general appearance of the 
statue Is well calculated to deceive. I will not go 
iulo auy details regarding the discovery, aa your 
readers are all well acquainted wltU it, as my 
object in addressing you is to make an expose of the 
whole transaction. 


It Is a deeply laid scheme to mate money and per- 


petrate an enormous fraud upon the community. 
Ever since the discovery of the statue } have been 
profoundly impressed that there was a "nigger m 
the fence" somewhere. I nave visited the scene 
of the discovery three times, and eacii time i came 
away impressed more folly with the conviction that 
the statue is not of ancient date and has not lain in 
the place or its discovery any length of time. My 
proofs are Jew, simple and convincing. And first 
the locality. 


The statue was found not m'ore than two and a 


Halt-feet below the surface and but a few yards be- 
mud Mr. jSewcli's barn. Now, this ground had been 
for a Ions time used as a garaen, spaded ana 
ploughed up for years, and a ditcn, fully as deep 
as the statue was buried, had been dug ob- 
liquely across the very spot wliere the discovery was 
made, tne remains of wmch may still be seen, and 
stai this wonderful object had escaped discovery. 


Tlie alleged discovery was made while digging a 


well. No man in his senses would, for a moment, 
Uream of maKmg a wen in this spot, but a few yards 
from his barn, where the entire surface wash and 
Subsurface drainage would run directly Into it. 


In digging the well tho flrst part of the statue 


struct was the ieet. Xow, the strange thing occurred 
of mating the next effort to remove the earth 
directly over the hea'd, and they never missed it, 
thus Snowing where to find toe Head. The geological 
features of the soil prove conclusively that the 
statue was recently placed wbere it was found. 
It was found ia an alluvium belonging to the pre- 
sent geologic, period, and is made np of a loose 
gravelly soil, small pebbles and light drift wood. 
This is resting upon a clayey subsoil. Lying both 
aiiove and under tiie statue were branches of pine 
and nemlocK, the usual growth of timber In this 
locality, in a good state of preservation. 


On my examining the earth on both, sides of the 


excavation I observed a branch of hemlock about 
three inches through the surface decomposed to 
about 
the depth of 
one-fourth, of 
an 
inch. 


This branch had been cut off about two inches 
from 
the 
sides 
of 
the 
pit, and 
the 


cut extremities were decomposed to the same 
depth as the rest of the surface. This branch had 
not been cut through at the time the would-be pet- 
rifaction was exuumed, but was cut off to i emove 
)t out of the way ai the time it was buried in order 
to place it at a sufficient depth. These facts, militat- 
ing against tue antiquity of the stalue. were the 
results of my own observation, and I will leave it 
to your intelligent readers tf they do not establish, 
my theory without a consideration or the facts I am 
able to give of its history. 


It has been the custom for several years for 


Frenchmen to come from Canada, and wort during 
tlie season in the quarries ot Ononduga. Three 
years ago a Canadian by the name of Jules Gcrand 
came to Ouanduga to eeeK work. Geraud was a 
monomaniac. His one idea was that he was an 
artist destined to rival the fame of Michael Angelo. 
lie was taciturn and of retired habits, lie inhabited 
a secluded shanty, and when not at work in the 
quarries always retired 
to 
it. 
No person 


was ever 
invited into his cabin, and peo- 


ple passing it on the Sabbath always heard 
the 
mullet and 
chisel at 
full 
play. 
This 


first excited no wonder, but when the same sounds 
of labor in the shanty were heard month after niontn 
until late at night the curiosity of people was 
awakened. This thing continued for nearly three 
jears, and the most active curiosity seeker never 
penetrated the mystery of Geraud's labor. 
In the month of October, isos, Geraud was missed 


for several days from tne work of the quarries. An 
.American by the name of Ueorge Hooter, a fellow 
laborer, actuated by a spirit of philanthropy, visited 
the shanty of Qeraud, and found him suffering from 
a low form of fever; he brought liim food and such 
medicines as he thougiit nis case required, as Gerund 
refused to eee a physician. About a week from 
Ins first visit • Hooker visited Geraud in 
the 
night 
and 
found 
him very near 
his end. 
Oernud expressed himself grateiul for the attentions 
of Hooter, and told hitn Ue would reveal to liim a 
great secret. He requested htm to passbelimd a 
screen that divided the cabin and look at Ills beauti- 
ful statue—tne most beautiful statue in the world, 
Geraud said. The ruling passion or the poor man 
was strong in death. Hooker did as requested. He 
saw lying before him an object covered with, a large 
and ragged piece of canvas; he raised It, and to bis 
astonishment uncovered the colossal statue of a man 
lying upon its back. He returned to Geraud ana 
asued him wbo it was. Geraud's eyes gleamed 
wildly as he answered, "It is St. Paul." Geraud re- 
quested Hooker in the most impassioned terms to 
swear not to reveal the secret until he had been 
dead a week. Hooker, wishing to oblige tue dying 
man, complied. 
That night Geraud died. 
But four persona 
attended the funeral, Hooker among that num- 
ber, the three others being Canadians. Tlie fifth 
night after the burial of Geraud the 
cabin 
was observed to be on fire. No one paid any atten- 
tion to it; bnt Hooker, who had not seen the lire dur- 
ing tne-night, on passing that way In. the morning 
saw that tne cabin was burned. He walked up to the 
spot, expecting to find tne statue of St. Paul, but to 
liis utter amazement not a vestige of it was to be 
lie seen; it had vanished as completely as if it had 
been a soap bubble, instead of a ton of carved stone. 
This mysterious disappearance so impressed Hooker 
that ne wished to keep the fact, of the statue a se- 
cret. Beside bis superstition, wuicli was actively 
aroused, he dreaded tne laughter of liis companions 
If he revealed his discovery. 


Hooker has been employed as a teamster in this 
city. A few days before the discovery of the statue 
Booker had an attack or acute pneumonia. On a 
frame weakened by exposure and dissipation the 
disease made rapid progress. The news 01 the dis- 
covery flew like wildfire, and was much, talked of 
liy those 
in attendance on the 
sick man. 
lie was deeply 
affected 
by the 
discovery. 
On 
the day It was rumorod that 
Professor 
Ball, 
the state Geologist, was to visit 
the 
scene of tne discovery, Hooker made an urgent re- 
quest that his pbystclan be sent for. 
Dr. 
hastened to his bedside. Hooker asked the doctor 
If lie thought he would recover; the doctor replied 
that fie could not live much longer. Hooker tbea 
told the doctor he would reveal tBe secret of the 
Cardiff giant. Dr. 
then told Hooker that we should 


like a responsible witness present. Dr. 
therefore 
sought me, as He knew I took a deep interest in the 
subject. We both repaired to the house occupied by 
Hooker, near the weot suburns of the city. 
We 


found tne patient but little excited, and, in the opin- 
ion of Dr. -—-, perfectly sane. Hooker then made 
tho statement which I Save above detailed. • After I 
tad written it, almost in the very woras of the above, 
J read it to Hooker, and he then afllxeu his niaric to 
the following dying declaration:—

This finishes all positive information regarding 
this wonderful hoax. I now come to that part or 
the history whica is a "mystery " 


One year aeo, about tie tuna of the burning of 
Jules Geraad's cabin, a stranger came to the Hotel 
in Tally for a guide to the house ot Newell, at Lafay- 
ette. A wagon and guide were there furnished him 
After travelling to within sight of Newell's House 
he paid and dismissed his guide and proceeded on 
root. This was the last seen or our mysterious 
stranger. A few days after—some of my informants 
say two and others three days—a wagon containine 
a large box eleven feet long was observed to ba 
making 'Its way towards Newell's house.

The Discovery and Description of ttio Giant. 


SYKAOUKE, Oct. 23, I860. 


To THE EDITOH OK TUB UKKAU>:— 


On last Sabbtitb (he quietude of our city was dis- 


turbed by the circulation of a rumor to the effect 
that the remains of some colossal human being had 
been discovered under peculiar circumstances some 
twelve miles south of Syracuse, at a place called 
Cardiff, in the townanip of Lafayette. From ttte 
many reports in circulation I gathered me facts that 
tlie remains .Touud were those of a Human person in 
a petrified state. AS soon as the rumor framed cre- 
dence thousands of persons nocked to tho locality 
your reporter among the number. Upon arriving a 
the spot I saw the form of a man lying on nis back 
head and shoulders naturally flat; at hip a ;n» 
over on right side, the right hand spread on Hi 
lower part of the abdomen, with fingers apart, am 
the left arm half behind and its hand agaic-jt tin 
back opposite the other, the left leg and foot throwi 
over tne right, the feet ana 
toes projeetin 


at a natuwr angle. 
The figure was of ap 


parent limestone, a mixture of gray and blue, com 
moil m most parts of the connty, and seemed per 
feet in every particular. 
The muscles are wel 


developed. Theiibs maybe counted. The nostrils 
are perforated so as to admit a, large sized finger ap 
some Wo inches. The lines of toe and linger nails 
are plainly markod. The left ear is partially gone 
bnt the right ear is perfect and la accordance witi 
the other parts. The nose finely shaped, tue fore 
head high, and the "Adam's apple" at the throai 
projecting in the most natural manner. The ap- 
pearance of the "countenance" marks the giant 
of the Caucasian race, and not the Indian, if the 
wort of art, tr.e artist has failed in any effort at hair 
on the head. The measurements we obtained of this 
wonderlul petrified specimen or the past race are as 
follows:—From

If any well propor- 
tioned man will take measurement of himself he will 
see a striluug ratio. Though tne figure Has all the 
appearance ol stone, yet tue surface can tie shaved 
off with a knife without, dulling tlie blade. This was 
tried, out of course not allowed to proceed to dis- 
figure the statute (if such it be); a scale fell from the 
bottom of one of the leet and m appearance re3em- 
bies gold quarU, but is soft and crumbles at the touch 
with u sort of soft sand stone result. It rests on a 
hall sandy and clay bottom, the earth being of a 
lisbtur character. The manner ol the discovery is 
as follows:— 


On last Saturday forenoon a Mr. Newell set two 
men to dig for a wen some twenty ieet back of a 
barn, in a ravine, at the foot of what is called Bear 
Mountain, m the lowest place on the border or a 
mole lormed by the waters of the Ouondaga creek, 
wliich runs through it and in some seasons overflows 
it—a locally which would be convenient lor water- 
ing his stock. The intention was to dig the welt 
about five feet deep; a stone layer was present to 
complete it as soon as the excavation was made 
aud the stone had beeu drawn lor that puroose. 
The excavation had progressed about two" feet 
nine iuuttes when tbe shovel of one or the 
diggers struck a hard substance. 
lie at fiist 
attempted to pry it out, but railed; but in so 
doing exposed tue whole loot to \»ew. Tne men 
became alarmed, auU Mr. Newell, who was pres- 
ent, ordered the men to cover it up aud say nothing 
about the matcur, and selected a now site lor his 
well; but the discovery exoiied the iulerest or some 
of the per.suii-s present, and one of Idem seeing the 
direction m which the bony i»>, immediately seized 
a shovel and begun dinging, until he soon exposed 
the whole body to view, rhe water continued to 
gather in the excavation, anil hail to be bailed out. 
ivhlle the exhumation was progressing Mr. Newell 
ins household and near neighbors were in a great 
state of excitement. As tlie intelligence ol the >von- 
derful discovery spread lUroiisli the surrounding 
country huuuicdg ol people linrrie,! to verily the 
stones taey Had heard. Jlen lelt their wore; women 
caught up their babies aud children in numbers: all 
hurriral to Hie scene of iuteie^t. Men offered Mr 
Newell tlieir tiirms lor his stone treasure but he 
seeing money in it, cousideied u, was us eood to luin 
as 10 tlicm, aud so wisely Held on to Ins treasure 
like a miser to hm stores, one offer of $lo,uuo 
was made by an ex-showmau, aud alike refused. 
Up to Sunday evemug the liuuureus ol people had 
beeu allowed to mapect the wonder without rjrice" 
but the owner then begau to look at the matter in a 
cooler light, aud the result was on Monday morning 
a canvas tent was erected over the place of dis- 
covery, the trench cnlai-gud aud made regular, a 
pump sunk lor pumping out the water, guards 
posted over the valuable relic, money takers placed 
at the door ol the tent and the moderate sum of 
City cents demanded from each visitor. The crowns 
who visited the exhibition un Monday and Tuesday 
were immense and have continued without cessation 
till the present time, anil it la estimated tnat not 
less thuii 10,000 persons ol all sexes have visited the 
"big man" m the last weeK, und still they come. Every 
train arriving in Syracuse brings visitors from 
almost, every section ol the country, amoui: whom 
are mauy prominent gentlemen of scientific celebrity, 
and many are the opinions expressed regarding this 
great curiosity. The conclusions of Dr. J. F. Boyn- 
tou, the well-known lecturer on geology, are given 
In favor of its being a work of art; while other gen- 
tlemen of excellent scientific attainments maintain 
that it is the remains of a petrified human bprty. It 
is understood that invitations have been extended 
to Professor Agassla. stale Geologist Hall ana Dr. S. 
B. Woolworth, Secretary of tae Board of Kecents, to 
come and settle tlie disputed point. On consulting 
Clark's History of Ouondaga we find that a locality 
In the town of Pompey called Indian Hill is noted 
for its antiquarian relics, in a grave on the late Dr. 
Western's farm was found a skull much larger than 
ordinary; the under jaw would ht completely over a 
common man's head.

State Geologist Hall arrived from Albany to-dav. 
aud with a small ana select party of friends visited 
the petrifiea body. All visitors were excluded from 
the tent while Professor Hall and party were making 
their examination. For several minutes not a word 
was spoken, when Hie Professor broke the silence by 
remarking, "This is most certainly the greatest curi- 
osity ever exhuuied on the American Continent and 
be it a petrified human body or sculpture it exceeds 
allworks of art or nature I ever beheld." As the Pro- 
fessor's time was limited he was obliged to leave 
without giving an opinion as to wnat it was, but he 
carried away a portion of the body ana some of the 
earth upon which it rests, and also took the sur- 
roundings of the country. 


Professor Hall's opinion will be looked for with 


much interest. He returned to Albany last evening 
I am just informed by reliable authority that tae 
body has been disposed of by Mr. Newell for the sum 
of $50,000, the purcnasers being Dr. Amos Wescott 
of this city; Allred Hugarins, Mr. A. Gillett, and Dr. 
Haannum, ol Homer, N. Y. Mr. Newell retains one- 
lourth interest. It la understood that the body will 
remain wbere it was founa for some time yet and 
will then be removed to New York city aud placed 
on exhibition in Wood's Museum. 


Many points about the body convince me that It Is 
beyoiiu a doubt a petrified human body. For in- 
stance, from the eyes, cars, nose land mouth some 
substance has run down upon the neck and crystal- 
lized, giving the neck a rough appearance, irthe wort 
of an artist, he certainly woulu.bave finished it like 
tiio rest of the body with a smooth surface. Aeam 
why should the leit Hand be placed behind him! 
immediately opposite the right naad in front, if it 
was not tnat he at one time was a human being and 
has been pierced by an arrow or javelin, and m his 
death agony has clasped his hands over the wounded 
part and died ? Again, the ieet being crossed in 
such a manner that the statue cannot oe raised to a 
standing posture, and many other points which 
might be raised, which snow conclusively it could 
not be the work ot art. Upon sounding on the head 
it Is hollow, as well as the body itself, showin" con- 
clusively it could never have been carved hollow. 
Be it what it may, time will soon disclose all, and u 
is certainly producing great excitement, not only in 
this section, but throughout, the country. T. C. V. 


to give dui relief. This is equally true of the left 
arm and of the two legs, which are joined to each 
other throughout. The sculptor has not wasted a 
stroke of the chisel. I wonld add here that between 
the third aud fourth fingers of me right hand the 
slit is carried too far towards the wrist, seemingly 
by a slip of the chisel. 


Who diu It? A trained sculptor; one who had 
seen, studied and probably reproduced many a work 
of art; one- who was thoroughly acquainted with 
Human anatomy; one, too, who had noble original 
powers, for none but such could have formed and 
wrought out the conception of that statciy bead, 
with its calm, grand smile, so full of mingled sweet- 
ness and strength. 
• 


He appears, however, to have worked under cer- 


tain disadvantages. He had not such command of 
materials as a civilized country could have afforded 
him. He had to put op with the best stone he could 
find. 1 in«K that the peculiar posture or the statue 
can be fairly explained by supposing that the ori- 
ginal block tanered away toward the ieet, and was 
only just about the breadth ol the statue as we now 
see it. This seems fairly to explain the curious 
position of the left arm. 
The artist had to put ID 


in there because there was not breadth enough to 
put it in any other position, so of the position of 
the fe«t—one over the other. The stone may not 
have been wide enough to have admitted ol any 
other position. Who was he? Let us analyze a 
Urtie. 
in the ancient world only the Greek school of art 


was capable oi such a perfect reproduction of the 
human form. I have seen no Egyptian or Assyrian 
sculpture which approached this in anatomical 
accuracy. 


Throughout the middle ages till the great art re- 
vival no one in Europe had skill enough for tne 
purpose. It appears, therefore,. that unless we 
adopt the somewhat strained hypothesis .that a 
highly civilized society, now utterly extinct, once 
existed on this continent, we are forced :o search 
for our sculptor among the European adventurers 
who have sought homes In North America during 
tne last three centuries, as no one, t presume, is pre- 
pared to maintain that the statue has a Greek or 
Koman origin, unless, indeed, it was bro.iirhtoveras 
an antique by some forgotten amateur of art. 


Was itnoi, taen, as Dr. Boyntou suggests, some 
one Irom that French colony which occupied Salina 
and 1'omney Hill and Lafayette—some one wito an 
artist's soul, signing over the lost civilization of 
Europe, weary of swamp and forests and fort, 
finding mis block by the side of the stream, solaced 
the weary days of exile with pouring ont his thought 
upon the stone? The only other hypothesis remain- 
ing is that of aaross fraud. One need only say with 
reglrd to tills that sncn a fraud would require the 
cemng of a sculptor joined to the skill aud audacity 
of a Jack Sheppard. 


But lastly, wnat did he intend it to represent? 


Had he known of the discovery of America by the 
5or:timen he might have had In his thoughts some 
gigantic Brown, or Eno, or Harold. The old North- 
man is shot through with an Indian's poisoned 
arrow; his body is dying, as the tight-pressed limbs 
express; but the strong soul still rules the face, 
which smiles grandly in death. If you nad objected 
that there was too much mind shinim; through the 
features, the sculptor might have answered that the 
closed eyes saw in prophetic vision that men of his 
race would one day rule where he had lain uown to 
die. But this is rather too high flown, so I had better 
conclude.

The Expected Visit of Mr. Scward— repara-

We are In the midst of not a lltae excitement 


over the expected visit to this capital of Mr. "William 
H. SewarcJ. The most extended preparations hava 
been made, for his safe conduct from Manzanilla to 
Mexico, men, horses and arms having been placed 
abundantly at his disposition. The opposition has 
not lost, nor will it lose, the least opportunity of 
attacking the government, attributing all sorts of 
unpatriotic motivas as being at the foundation 
of tne 
hospitalities which are about to be 


extended to the distinguished statesman. Atten-' 
tion is called to the impoverished treasury of the 
nation, declaring that its condition does not permit 
the government to commit the extravagance which 
is proposed, nor, considering the condition, ought 
Mr. Seward to accept these hospitalities. The oppo- 
sition exhibits a marked weakness in reverting to 
snch arguments and such occasions to fortify Itself 
and depreciate us successful opponent.

indecent personalities, especially directed towards 
Mr. Romero, whose friendship for Mr. Seward is 
supposed to be the cause of the latter being received 
and announced as the guest of the nation.

country has sometimes been manifested, but ID this 
case the difference is very great, when out of respect 
to Sir. Seward it becomea necessary to sacrifice more 
than the ability of the people permits of. This Is only vain 
ministerial ostentation. It is to be supposed that 3Ir. 
Komero, who has manifested so great a passion for the great 
republic of the North, even adopting the customs of our 
neighbors and rejecting those of poor Ateiico—it is to be sup- 
posed, we say, ttiat he does not satisfy his desire to pay- 
respect to Mr. Seward, not even expending upon him the last 
dollar of the nation. The public funds are this time In great 
danger. What sood might follow if before Mr. Seward 
reaches Mexico Mr. Romero were out of his house la Saa 
Juan de Iietran street ? 


The above are specimens of the attacks on Mr. 
Romero and the administration, and mast entertain 
your readers. If Seward only knew that this enter- 
tainment with which he is threatened may bank- 
rupt the nation, he might probably stay away. But 
no, lie is coming, for on the morning of the day 
before yesterday, at three o'cloct, he landed sarely 
at Manzanilla, so says the telegraph wire, and he is 
now innocently wending hia way towards this 
capital. 
ifot a little excitement has been created in official 
circles by tne news which has reached here of tne 
appearance in tne harbor of Acapulco of tne W. L. 
Richardson, one of the vessels which it was sup- 
posed had been employed in some way by or under 
the orders or placldo Yega. The latter ex-geueral 
has been supposed to have been attempting anotner 
revolution in Sinaloa, and it has been rumored that 
the Richardson and two other vessels, the Harnman 
and the Palmer were bringing and seelcmg to land 
men, provisions and money for tils expedition. 
On the appeanmce of the Richardson in the harbor 
the Custom House onicers boarded and took pos- 
session of her. She was then confiscated, dis- 
mantled and bet cargo and -rigging sold at auction. 
Her crew, and passengers were turned over to Mr. 
Butter, United States commercial agent at that 
port. A question has arisen between the Custom 
House authorities and Jlr. Mutter which will require 
intervention Irom the authorities here before It will bs 
settled. A board ot medical men pronounced tuo 
captain, Mr. Itarloe, to be Insane, aud consequently 
not resnonsible for his acts. Two old rusty guns, 
customarily used on sailing vessels for signaling at 
sea, and a do-zen and a Half or pistols—the former 
without any ammunition—were the formidable 
weapons with which tlie Custom nouse odtcers pro- 
fess to believe Vega was to nave disturbed the peace 
of the "nation. The sacics or Hour found on board 
were not considered as revolutionary in their ten- 
dency, and were sold at public auction on the public 
plaza of Acapulco.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 


The Reported Obstruction by a. Vessel. 


Mr. Lange, the representative or the Suez Canal in 


England, refers to the report of a Liverpool firm, 
which stated that an Egyptian corvette had stuct 
fast in the canal. Mr. Lange explains that the cor- 
vette was proceeding for experimental purposes as 
to draught and speed, and the Canal Company have 
sine? been at work to remove irregularities. The 
result is that the navigation will be "opened on tne 
17th November to all vessels, without distinction of 
nationality, nrovifled that they do not draw more 
than twenty-four feet seven incues Engltsii. 


Tne canal is consequently equal to twenty-six and 
a quarter English feet depth.

A bill has been introduced in Congress propos- 


ing a further prorogation of the time during or 
within wnich creditors must present then: claims 
against the treasury.

Mr. Sanchez Azcona, who 
offered the bill, thoughtjproper, among other things, 
to say tne following:—"I do not believe that any

Lange regarding the prospect of the Suez Canal 
being available Immediately after the opening for 
the general purposes of commerce:— 


I.OXDOX, Oct. u. 1869. 
Sre—Will yon permit me briefly to comment upon 
the following paragraph, which appeared m your 
(London Times') city article ? 


Letters from Alexandria of the 23th of September seem to 
indicate a diminution of confidence in the opening ot the 
Suez Canal for immediate traffic. Tbe inauguration on the 
17th of Kovember is fully looked for, and it is also expected 
that ships wiU thoa pass through from sc.-t to sea, but there 
are persons who boldly assert that eighteen months will be 
required before the woric will be in a condition for the regu- 
lar operations of commerce. A Liverpool firm are alleged 
to have sent an agent expressly to survey and report, aud 
according to his account the depth ot" water throughout the 
ciiual is very nneaual. "An Egyptian corvette recentlv went 
up a short distance and stuck fast, but m anticipation of 
such a mishap she had been sent stern foremost, ami so 
came back without difficulty." 


I quite share in the opinion you have expressed 
with reference to the above—viz., that in estimating 
the value of these views tiie failure of the many 
previous prognostications of difficulties must not be 
forgotten. The Egyptian corvette alluded to is none 
other than the Latlf, armed with ten Armstrong guns 
and of 300 nominal horse power. The object of her 
presence on the ca.ua! was to ma.se certain practical 
experiments anterior to the opening, aud the result 
of whicn may not be devoid of interest to your 
readers:— 


1. To ascertain the speed required to steer a vessel of the 
dimensions of the Juatir, BO as to keep her course straight in 
navig-itius the canal. Th«; experiments showed that this can 
be effected at a spued of 8.2 and 3.7 knots an hour. 
2. Tt was further important to ascertain by practical trials 
the rate at which a Teasel couid proceed through the canal 
without disturbinc the embankments. The result proved 
that at a speed of &.4 and G.4 kjlota an hour no harm iu done 
to the banks. 
3. Tho last question to determine was the loss of speed in- 
curred by a vessel navigating in the canal compared with the 
open sea, in smooth water. It was found that the loss of 
speed owing to the more confined water area of the canal 
amounted to one-fourth, using of course the same power in 
both cases. 
. 


These are the results obtained from the excep- 
tional mission or tue Latu, and your correspondent 
was misinformed when he supposed that it was ever 
intended to taice her through, tue canal, ana the 
reason is obvious. At the period or these experi- 
ments, which were made on the llth of September, 
the tilling of tbe Bitter Lakes was not sumciently 
advanced, and all the leading journals of this country 
announced that the barriers were only removed on 
the 28th of September—viz., seventeen days later 
than the Latif experiments; and M. de Lesseps, for 
whom the first passage through the canai was 
naturally reserved, passed from sea to sea in his 
steamer on the same day—viz., the i-Sth of Sep- 
tember, the earliest period possible. It will be 
seen Irom the above that it could never have been 
intended for the Latif to perpetrate an iiunosslbillty; 
moreover, the statement tnat she stuck fast is 
simply devoid of truth, for she never grounded at all 


Before concluding this letter I should wish to no- 
tice what haa been alleged by the agent of the Liver- 
pool firm sent expressly to survey and report, and 
whoso report is that the water throughout the 
canal is very unequal. But the agent sent expressly 
to survey and report has not made any discovery 
here. It is precisely with a view to remove these 
inequalities and to obtain an equal depth tnat the 
Suez Canal Company are still at work. Were the 
depth uniform throughout there would be no occa- 
sion to wait for the opening till the nth of Novem- 
ber, but we should declare the canal open now. 


I beg to confirm the offlclal announcements made, 
viz., that the navigation of the Suez Canal shall be 
opened on the 17th of November to all vessels, with- 
out distinction of nationality, provided they do not 
draw more than twenty-four feet seven inches Eng- 
lish, the canal being then (eurht metres) equal to 
twenty-six and a half English feet in depth.

termination of the insurrection, not to give credit to 
Spanish justice, magnanimity and mercy while con- 
templating the manner in which the war is carried 
on in this island, constitute a crime, and La, Prensa. 
seenis to thmt it is time n'otice was taSen of it. 
Naturally the correspondence of the TTiroAT-.n toneh.- 
ing the possibilities of a war between'tfie Tjimed 
States and Spain flrst attracts its attention, and sec- 
ond to this is a statement, in such correspondence, 
of the well Snown fact that the Captain General here 
is hampered and obstructed in*' his administration of 
the government by that same tnrbnlent andnnrnly 
spirit which expelled from the island the legitimate 
representative of Spanish authority in the person er 
General Dnlce. In reference to the war La Prensa 
states tnat it wonia not be popular with the Spanish, 
residents of .this island, ana it claims at tae same 
time that the Captain General has all necessary 
power to carry oat Ms behests, and adds:— 


The correspondent who denies these truths, 'and who. 


with the pious object, no donot, of exciting against the good 
Spaniards of the Island of Cuba the odium of the least edu- 
cated of the people of tbe United States, says to the contrary 
and talks of the reported dangers which citizens of that 
republic are in here in Cuba, has lost ihe right to remain 
among us as a friend or as a neutral and impartial foreign 
correspondent. 


Ic is not my purpose, for it is not deemed neces- 


sary, to reiterate the statements thus referred to ana 
denied by La Prensa; as they are true or false they 
will stand or fall. 3Iy object is rather to place before 
the readers of the HERAX.D certain extracts from the 
editorial columns of this journal, written in connec- 
tion with the aforementioned denials, as showing 
the prevalent idea or the relative power of the two 
countries and how possible it is that from so mucn 
ignorance a war may result. Says this paper:— 


Suppose, for a moment, thai the provocation of sympa- 
thizers, the false notices of correapoadents, weakness or 
erroneous calculations on the partot' Congress should cans9 
what, as we stated yesterday, all Spaniards desire to avoid. 
Should it commence, our people will act with the same vi^or 
and perseverance with which they have carried on aH wars 
sioce the time tbe Spaniards proved their character *'away 
back to tbe point which escapes historical chronology." It 
ie easv to understand the immediate and remote results or 
the war. Although the great republic should take advantage 
of the opportunity of a foreign war in an inter-tropical cii- 
mate to arm and send out or its territory hundreds and thous- 
sanda of freedmea and convert them into soldiers of liberty 
for Cuba the effort to conrruer thoRe who have sworn to put 
an end to the enemies of Spain would not be found so easy 
as IE thought. Before our assistance would commence tbe 
parties into which are divided our neighbors will hara 
thrown Into the face of the authorities the costs of the 
operation and the indispensable losses which the great 
republic would of necessity- eiperienize. 
In the existm? circumstances ol tbe L'nited States it would 
be more difficult for that Power to arm 101) ships of war and 
embark an expedition uf SO,IJCO soldiers, either enlisted or 
freedraen, than for Spain to arm fifty steamabipa which. 
belong to individuals, withdraw- all her mercantile marine, 
send SQjOGOi'Spanisu HOldiera to reinforce the Antilles, and 
arm here ail those who do not care to change their language, 
their laws and their faith. 


We believe that the correspondents of the Anglo-American 
press know very little of our character and resources, and 
conseqnently-cannot comprehend all of strength and energy 
which ia ind under this apparent weakness, for this reason 
thev have laughed at us; for this reason they have fostered, 
at "the cost of Spain, American vanity, and suppose n« 
ignorant and badly Informed when Bpeakinsr of the relative 
power of the two nations. It seems that these correspondents 
do not consider that if ther. by misfortune, should begin a war - 
between Spain and the united States it would not be on» 
of short duration, as in the Crimea or as those of ItaSy 
and I'ruseia, which we have seen In tije past fifteen Tears'. 
A war between tbe American republic and Spain would last 
many years and would not terminate without tbe intrrven- 
tlon ot other nations. That which would follow in a federal 
republic, divided into parties and with the interests of the 
inhabitants ot" one section and another antayouisticat, God 
only knows; but it is possible to suppose that at the termina- 
tion of a Ions war there would remain no real repiiblic*ns 
nor republican histilutlons. 


This may be said to ne disposing of the great 


republic with celerity and with a vengeance. 
Touching the hidden strength and snergy of Spam, 
perhaps the correspondents may be excused for not 
discovering them, as the veil of weakness, as exempli- 
fied in her treatment of the Insurrection, is so 
entirely impenetrable. 


Ic will tuns be seen that even amons the most in- 


telligent or Spaniards the ideals entertained that 
Spain, torn by internal convui sions, with the firea 
of revolution burning all over her land, with car- 
lists, Isabellinos, republicans, the supporters of the 
regency, all mixed in one undlstingnishable mass of 
war and tumult; with an insurrection in her chief 
colony and most important province, which after a 
year of effort she has done absolutely nothing to 
suppress—soaln, with her bankrupt treasury, ob- 
taining loans at such sacrifices as in themselves are 
ruinous, Is capable and ready to enter upon and 
maintain a war with a nation admittedly one or ths ' 
moat powerful on earth, resting her hopes, per- 
chance, on that wild chimera, a revivification ot 
secession, which, at least, every American knows ia 
as dead as that proverbial "herring which is red.'; 


The concluding remarks or La. Prensa are so 
characteristic of tne Spanish people, they so show 
with what 
dignity Spaniards can accept the 
Inevitable, that 1 can scarcely refrain from quoting 
them. It says:— 


Spain has made enormous sacrifices, lost one continent, 
but concluded the war with honor3 and was content. A war 
with a creat nation would cost us dear, as to-morrow we may 
see; but we will leave it erect and with glory, and, if it costs 
•us a piece of earth, we are able to select and colonize an- 
other, while our enemies have to suffer irreparable loBsea.

S?h0 Statist) Was Made by a Crazy 


Canadian. 


SYRACUSE, Oct. 22,1869, 


To TUB EDITOJI or TUB HERALD:— 


Our city of salino fame has Been profoundly 


agltateU over the discovery of a statue or petrifac- 
tion at Cardiff, about imrteen miles from this city. 
The general impression atnonst experts has been 
that it is the work of either the Jesuits or an extinct 
peotJle. I will say that the anatomical Qetaila are 
quite perfect, and the general appearance of the 
statue Is well calculated to deceive. I will not go 
iulo auy details regarding the discovery, aa your 
readers are all well acquainted wltU it, as my 
object in addressing you is to make an expose of the 
whole transaction. 


It Is a deeply laid scheme to mate money and per- 


petrate an enormous fraud upon the community. 
Ever since the discovery of the statue } have been 
profoundly impressed that there was a "nigger m 
the fence" somewhere. I nave visited the scene 
of the discovery three times, and eacii time i came 
away impressed more folly with the conviction that 
the statue is not of ancient date and has not lain in 
the place or its discovery any length of time. My 
proofs are Jew, simple and convincing. And first 
the locality. 


The statue was found not m'ore than two and a 


Halt-feet below the surface and but a few yards be- 
mud Mr. jSewcli's barn. Now, this ground had been 
for a Ions time used as a garaen, spaded ana 
ploughed up for years, and a ditcn, fully as deep 
as the statue was buried, had been dug ob- 
liquely across the very spot wliere the discovery was 
made, tne remains of wmch may still be seen, and 
stai this wonderful object had escaped discovery. 


Tlie alleged discovery was made while digging a 


well. No man in his senses would, for a moment, 
Uream of maKmg a wen in this spot, but a few yards 
from his barn, where the entire surface wash and 
Subsurface drainage would run directly Into it. 


In digging the well tho flrst part of the statue 


struct was the ieet. Xow, the strange thing occurred 
of mating the next effort to remove the earth 
directly over the hea'd, and they never missed it, 
thus Snowing where to find toe Head. The geological 
features of the soil prove conclusively that the 
statue was recently placed wbere it was found. 
It was found ia an alluvium belonging to the pre- 
sent geologic, period, and is made np of a loose 
gravelly soil, small pebbles and light drift wood. 
This is resting upon a clayey subsoil. Lying both 
aiiove and under tiie statue were branches of pine 
and nemlocK, the usual growth of timber In this 
locality, in a good state of preservation. 


On my examining the earth on both, sides of the 


excavation I observed a branch of hemlock about 
three inches through the surface decomposed to 
about 
the depth of 
one-fourth, of 
an 
inch. 


This branch had been cut off about two inches 
from 
the 
sides 
of 
the 
pit, and 
the 


cut extremities were decomposed to the same 
depth as the rest of the surface. This branch had 
not been cut through at the time the would-be pet- 
rifaction was exuumed, but was cut off to i emove 
)t out of the way ai the time it was buried in order 
to place it at a sufficient depth. These facts, militat- 
ing against tue antiquity of the stalue. were the 
results of my own observation, and I will leave it 
to your intelligent readers tf they do not establish, 
my theory without a consideration or the facts I am 
able to give of its history. 


It has been the custom for several years for 


Frenchmen to come from Canada, and wort during 
tlie season in the quarries ot Ononduga. Three 
years ago a Canadian by the name of Jules Gcrand 
came to Ouanduga to eeeK work. Geraud was a 
monomaniac. His one idea was that he was an 
artist destined to rival the fame of Michael Angelo. 
lie was taciturn and of retired habits, lie inhabited 
a secluded shanty, and when not at work in the 
quarries always retired 
to 
it. 
No person 


was ever 
invited into his cabin, and peo- 


ple passing it on the Sabbath always heard 
the 
mullet and 
chisel at 
full 
play. 
This 


first excited no wonder, but when the same sounds 
of labor in the shanty were heard month after niontn 
until late at night the curiosity of people was 
awakened. This thing continued for nearly three 
jears, and the most active curiosity seeker never 
penetrated the mystery of Geraud's labor. 
In the month of October, isos, Geraud was missed 


for several days from tne work of the quarries. An 
.American by the name of Ueorge Hooter, a fellow 
laborer, actuated by a spirit of philanthropy, visited 
the shanty of Qeraud, and found him suffering from 
a low form of fever; he brought liim food and such 
medicines as he thougiit nis case required, as Gerund 
refused to eee a physician. About a week from 
Ins first visit • Hooker visited Geraud in 
the 
night 
and 
found 
him very near 
his end. 
Oernud expressed himself grateiul for the attentions 
of Hooter, and told hitn Ue would reveal to liim a 
great secret. He requested htm to passbelimd a 
screen that divided the cabin and look at Ills beauti- 
ful statue—tne most beautiful statue in the world, 
Geraud said. The ruling passion or the poor man 
was strong in death. Hooker did as requested. He 
saw lying before him an object covered with, a large 
and ragged piece of canvas; he raised It, and to bis 
astonishment uncovered the colossal statue of a man 
lying upon its back. He returned to Geraud ana 
asued him wbo it was. Geraud's eyes gleamed 
wildly as he answered, "It is St. Paul." Geraud re- 
quested Hooker in the most impassioned terms to 
swear not to reveal the secret until he had been 
dead a week. Hooker, wishing to oblige tue dying 
man, complied. 
That night Geraud died. 
But four persona 
attended the funeral, Hooker among that num- 
ber, the three others being Canadians. Tlie fifth 
night after the burial of Geraud the 
cabin 
was observed to be on fire. No one paid any atten- 
tion to it; bnt Hooker, who had not seen the lire dur- 
ing tne-night, on passing that way In. the morning 
saw that tne cabin was burned. He walked up to the 
spot, expecting to find tne statue of St. Paul, but to 
liis utter amazement not a vestige of it was to be 
lie seen; it had vanished as completely as if it had 
been a soap bubble, instead of a ton of carved stone. 
This mysterious disappearance so impressed Hooker 
that ne wished to keep the fact, of the statue a se- 
cret. Beside bis superstition, wuicli was actively 
aroused, he dreaded tne laughter of liis companions 
If he revealed his discovery. 


Hooker has been employed as a teamster in this 
city. A few days before the discovery of the statue 
Booker had an attack or acute pneumonia. On a 
frame weakened by exposure and dissipation the 
disease made rapid progress. The news 01 the dis- 
covery flew like wildfire, and was much, talked of 
liy those 
in attendance on the 
sick man. 
lie was deeply 
affected 
by the 
discovery. 
On 
the day It was rumorod that 
Professor 
Ball, 
the state Geologist, was to visit 
the 
scene of tne discovery, Hooker made an urgent re- 
quest that his pbystclan be sent for. 
Dr. 
hastened to his bedside. Hooker asked the doctor 
If lie thought he would recover; the doctor replied 
that fie could not live much longer. Hooker tbea 
told the doctor he would reveal tBe secret of the 
Cardiff giant. Dr. 
then told Hooker that we should 


like a responsible witness present. Dr. 
therefore 
sought me, as He knew I took a deep interest in the 
subject. We both repaired to the house occupied by 
Hooker, near the weot suburns of the city. 
We 


found tne patient but little excited, and, in the opin- 
ion of Dr. -—-, perfectly sane. Hooker then made 
tho statement which I Save above detailed. • After I 
tad written it, almost in the very woras of the above, 
J read it to Hooker, and he then afllxeu his niaric to 
the following dying declaration:— 


I, George Hooter, knowing myself to be new my death,

This finishes all positive information regarding 
this wonderful hoax. I now come to that part or 
the history whica is a "mystery " 


One year aeo, about tie tuna of the burning of 
Jules Geraad's cabin, a stranger came to the Hotel 
in Tally for a guide to the house ot Newell, at Lafay- 
ette. A wagon and guide were there furnished him 
After travelling to within sight of Newell's House 
he paid and dismissed his guide and proceeded on 
root. This was the last seen or our mysterious 
stranger. A few days after—some of my informants 
say two and others three days—a wagon containine 
a large box eleven feet long was observed to ba 
making 'Its way towards Newell's house. Several

The Discovery and Description of ttio Giant. 


SYKAOUKE, Oct. 23, I860. 


To THE EDITOH OK TUB UKKAU>:— 


On last Sabbtitb (he quietude of our city was dis- 


turbed by the circulation of a rumor to the effect 
that the remains of some colossal human being had 
been discovered under peculiar circumstances some 
twelve miles south of Syracuse, at a place called 
Cardiff, in the townanip of Lafayette. From ttte 
many reports in circulation I gathered me facts that 
tlie remains .Touud were those of a Human person in 
a petrified state. AS soon as the rumor framed cre- 
dence thousands of persons nocked to tho locality 
your reporter among the number. Upon arriving a 
the spot I saw the form of a man lying on nis back 
head and shoulders naturally flat; at hip a ;n» 
over on right side, the right hand spread on Hi 
lower part of the abdomen, with fingers apart, am 
the left arm half behind and its hand agaic-jt tin 
back opposite the other, the left leg and foot throwi 
over tne right, the feet ana 
toes projeetin 


at a natuwr angle. 
The figure was of ap 


parent limestone, a mixture of gray and blue, com 
moil m most parts of the connty, and seemed per 
feet in every particular. 
The muscles are wel 


developed. Theiibs maybe counted. The nostrils 
are perforated so as to admit a, large sized finger ap 
some Wo inches. The lines of toe and linger nails 
are plainly markod. The left ear is partially gone 
bnt the right ear is perfect and la accordance witi 
the other parts. The nose finely shaped, tue fore 
head high, and the "Adam's apple" at the throai 
projecting in the most natural manner. The ap- 
pearance of the "countenance" marks the giant 
of the Caucasian race, and not the Indian, if the 
wort of art, tr.e artist has failed in any effort at hair 
on the head. The measurements we obtained of this

Though tne figure Has all the 
appearance ol stone, yet tue surface can tie shaved 
off with a knife without, dulling tlie blade. This was 
tried, out of course not allowed to proceed to dis- 
figure the statute (if such it be); a scale fell from the 
bottom of one of the leet and m appearance re3em- 
bies gold quarU, but is soft and crumbles at the touch 
with u sort of soft sand stone result. It rests on a 
hall sandy and clay bottom, the earth being of a 
lisbtur character. The manner ol the discovery is 
as follows:— 


On last Saturday forenoon a Mr. Newell set two 
men to dig for a wen some twenty ieet back of a 
barn, in a ravine, at the foot of what is called Bear 
Mountain, m the lowest place on the border or a 
mole lormed by the waters of the Ouondaga creek, 
wliich runs through it and in some seasons overflows 
it—a locally which would be convenient lor water- 
ing his stock. The intention was to dig the welt 
about five feet deep; a stone layer was present to 
complete it as soon as the excavation was made 
aud the stone had beeu drawn lor that puroose. 
The excavation had progressed about two" feet 
nine iuuttes when tbe shovel of one or the 
diggers struck a hard substance. 
lie at fiist 
attempted to pry it out, but railed; but in so 
doing exposed tue whole loot to \»ew. Tne men 
became alarmed, auU Mr. Newell, who was pres- 
ent, ordered the men to cover it up aud say nothing 
about the matcur, and selected a now site lor his 
well; but the discovery exoiied the iulerest or some 
of the per.suii-s present, and one of Idem seeing the 
direction m which the bony i»>, immediately seized 
a shovel and begun dinging, until he soon exposed 
the whole body to view, rhe water continued to 
gather in the excavation, anil hail to be bailed out. 
ivhlle the exhumation was progressing Mr. Newell 
ins household and near neighbors were in a great 
state of excitement. As tlie intelligence ol the >von- 
derful discovery spread lUroiisli the surrounding 
country huuuicdg ol people linrrie,! to verily the 
stones taey Had heard. Jlen lelt their wore; women 
caught up their babies aud children in numbers: all 
hurriral to Hie scene of iuteie^t. Men offered Mr 
Newell tlieir tiirms lor his stone treasure but he 
seeing money in it, cousideied u, was us eood to luin 
as 10 tlicm, aud so wisely Held on to Ins treasure 
like a miser to hm stores, one offer of $lo,uuo 
was made by an ex-showmau, aud alike refused. 
Up to Sunday evemug the liuuureus ol people had 
beeu allowed to mapect the wonder without rjrice" 
but the owner then begau to look at the matter in a 
cooler light, aud the result was on Monday morning 
a canvas tent was erected over the place of dis- 
covery, the trench cnlai-gud aud made regular, a 
pump sunk lor pumping out the water, guards 
posted over the valuable relic, money takers placed 
at the door ol the tent and the moderate sum of 
City cents demanded from each visitor. The crowns 
who visited the exhibition un Monday and Tuesday 
were immense and have continued without cessation 
till the present time, anil it la estimated tnat not 
less thuii 10,000 persons ol all sexes have visited the 
"big man" m the last weeK, und still they come. Every 
train arriving in Syracuse brings visitors from 
almost, every section ol the country, amoui: whom 
are mauy prominent gentlemen of scientific celebrity, 
and many are the opinions expressed regarding this 
great curiosity. The conclusions of Dr. J. F. Boyn- 
tou, the well-known lecturer on geology, are given 
In favor of its being a work of art; while other gen- 
tlemen of excellent scientific attainments maintain 
that it is the remains of a petrified human bprty. It 
is understood that invitations have been extended 
to Professor Agassla. stale Geologist Hall ana Dr. S. 
B. Woolworth, Secretary of tae Board of Kecents, to 
come and settle tlie disputed point. On consulting 
Clark's History of Ouondaga we find that a locality 
In the town of Pompey called Indian Hill is noted 
for its antiquarian relics, in a grave on the late Dr. 
Western's farm was found a skull much larger than 
ordinary; the under jaw would ht completely over a 
common man's head.

State Geologist Hall arrived from Albany to-dav. 
aud with a small ana select party of friends visited 
the petrifiea body. All visitors were excluded from 
the tent while Professor Hall and party were making 
their examination. For several minutes not a word 
was spoken, when Hie Professor broke the silence by 
remarking, "This is most certainly the greatest curi- 
osity ever exhuuied on the American Continent and 
be it a petrified human body or sculpture it exceeds 
allworks of art or nature I ever beheld." As the Pro- 
fessor's time was limited he was obliged to leave 
without giving an opinion as to wnat it was, but he 
carried away a portion of the body ana some of the 
earth upon which it rests, and also took the sur- 
roundings of the country. 


Professor Hall's opinion will be looked for with 


much interest. He returned to Albany last evening 
I am just informed by reliable authority that tae 
body has been disposed of by Mr. Newell for the sum 
of $50,000, the purcnasers being Dr. Amos Wescott 
of this city; Allred Hugarins, Mr. A. Gillett, and Dr. 
Haannum, ol Homer, N. Y. Mr. Newell retains one- 
lourth interest. It la understood that the body will 
remain wbere it was founa for some time yet and 
will then be removed to New York city aud placed 
on exhibition in Wood's Museum. 


Many points about the body convince me that It Is 
beyoiiu a doubt a petrified human body. For in- 
stance, from the eyes, cars, nose land mouth some 
substance has run down upon the neck and crystal- 
lized, giving the neck a rough appearance, irthe wort 
of an artist, he certainly woulu.bave finished it like 
tiio rest of the body with a smooth surface. Aeam 
why should the leit Hand be placed behind him! 
immediately opposite the right naad in front, if it 
was not tnat he at one time was a human being and 
has been pierced by an arrow or javelin, and m his 
death agony has clasped his hands over the wounded 
part and died ? Again, the ieet being crossed in 
such a manner that the statue cannot oe raised to a 
standing posture, and many other points which 
might be raised, which snow conclusively it could 
not be the work ot art. Upon sounding on the head 
it Is hollow, as well as the body itself, showin" con- 
clusively it could never have been carved hollow. 
Be it what it may, time will soon disclose all, and u 
is certainly producing great excitement, not only in 
this section, but throughout, the country. T. C. V. 


to give dui relief. This is equally true of the left 
arm and of the two legs, which are joined to each 
other throughout. The sculptor has not wasted a 
stroke of the chisel. I wonld add here that between 
the third aud fourth fingers of me right hand the 
slit is carried too far towards the wrist, seemingly 
by a slip of the chisel. 


Who diu It? A trained sculptor; one who had 
seen, studied and probably reproduced many a work 
of art; one- who was thoroughly acquainted with 
Human anatomy; one, too, who had noble original 
powers, for none but such could have formed and 
wrought out the conception of that statciy bead, 
with its calm, grand smile, so full of mingled sweet- 
ness and strength. 
• 


He appears, however, to have worked under cer- 


tain disadvantages. He had not such command of 
materials as a civilized country could have afforded 
him. He had to put op with the best stone he could 
find. 1 in«K that the peculiar posture or the statue 
can be fairly explained by supposing that the ori- 
ginal block tanered away toward the ieet, and was 
only just about the breadth ol the statue as we now 
see it. This seems fairly to explain the curious 
position of the left arm. 
The artist had to put ID 


in there because there was not breadth enough to 
put it in any other position, so of the position of 
the fe«t—one over the other. The stone may not 
have been wide enough to have admitted ol any 
other position. Who was he? Let us analyze a 
Urtie. 
in the ancient world only the Greek school of art 


was capable oi such a perfect reproduction of the 
human form. I have seen no Egyptian or Assyrian 
sculpture which approached this in anatomical 
accuracy. 


Throughout the middle ages till the great art re- 
vival no one in Europe had skill enough for tne 
purpose. It appears, therefore,. that unless we 
adopt the somewhat strained hypothesis .that a 
highly civilized society, now utterly extinct, once 
existed on this continent, we are forced :o search 
for our sculptor among the European adventurers 
who have sought homes In North America during 
tne last three centuries, as no one, t presume, is pre- 
pared to maintain that the statue has a Greek or 
Koman origin, unless, indeed, it was bro.iirhtoveras 
an antique by some forgotten amateur of art. 


Was itnoi, taen, as Dr. Boyntou suggests, some 
one Irom that French colony which occupied Salina 
and 1'omney Hill and Lafayette—some one wito an 
artist's soul, signing over the lost civilization of 
Europe, weary of swamp and forests and fort, 
finding mis block by the side of the stream, solaced 
the weary days of exile with pouring ont his thought 
upon the stone? The only other hypothesis remain- 
ing is that of aaross fraud. One need only say with 
reglrd to tills that sncn a fraud would require the 
cemng of a sculptor joined to the skill aud audacity 
of a Jack Sheppard. 


But lastly, wnat did he intend it to represent? 


Had he known of the discovery of America by the 
5or:timen he might have had In his thoughts some 
gigantic Brown, or Eno, or Harold. The old North- 
man is shot through with an Indian's poisoned 
arrow; his body is dying, as the tight-pressed limbs 
express; but the strong soul still rules the face, 
which smiles grandly in death. If you nad objected 
that there was too much mind shinim; through the 
features, the sculptor might have answered that the 
closed eyes saw in prophetic vision that men of his 
race would one day rule where he had lain uown to 
die. But this is rather too high flown, so I had better 
conclude.

The Expected Visit of Mr. Scward— repara- 


tions to Hecelve Him—Seizure and Confis- 
cation of a Teasel. 


OITY OP MEXICO, Oct. 9, 1869. 


We are In the midst of not a lltae excitement 


over the expected visit to this capital of Mr. "William 
H. SewarcJ. The most extended preparations hava 
been made, for his safe conduct from Manzanilla to 
Mexico, men, horses and arms having been placed 
abundantly at his disposition. The opposition has 
not lost, nor will it lose, the least opportunity of 
attacking the government, attributing all sorts of 
unpatriotic motivas as being at the foundation 
of tne 
hospitalities which are about to be 


extended to the distinguished statesman. Atten-' 
tion is called to the impoverished treasury of the 
nation, declaring that its condition does not permit 
the government to commit the extravagance which 
is proposed, nor, considering the condition, ought 
Mr. Seward to accept these hospitalities. The oppo- 
sition exhibits a marked weakness in reverting to 
snch arguments and such occasions to fortify Itself 
and depreciate us successful opponent.

indecent personalities, especially directed towards 
Mr. Romero, whose friendship for Mr. Seward is 
supposed to be the cause of the latter being received 
and announced as the guest of the nation.

Banquets, grand balls and soirees are to come off in spite 
of the most heartrcndiug misery of employes v/ho do not 
pertain to the Treasury Department and in the face of the 
unfortunate widows and.other pensioners who have the mis- 
fortune to depend solely upon Ihe government. It IB very 
well that such illustrious hospitalities should be received by 
a Juan of so high a position as that enjoyed by Mr. Seward 
in his 
own 
country and- whose sympathy for 
our 
country has sometimes been manifested, but ID this 
case the difference is very great, when out of respect 
to Sir. Seward it becomea necessary to sacrifice more 
than the ability of the people permits of. This Is only vain 
ministerial ostentation. It is to be supposed that 3Ir. 
Komero, who has manifested so great a passion for the great 
republic of the North, even adopting the customs of our 
neighbors and rejecting those of poor Ateiico—it is to be sup- 
posed, we say, ttiat he does not satisfy his desire to pay- 
respect to Mr. Seward, not even expending upon him the last 
dollar of the nation.

But 
no, lie is coming, for on the morning of the day 
before yesterday, at three o'cloct, he landed sarely 
at Manzanilla, so says the telegraph wire, and he is 
now innocently wending hia way towards this 
capital. 
ifot a little excitement has been created in official 
circles by tne news which has reached here of tne 
appearance in tne harbor of Acapulco of tne W. L. 
Richardson, one of the vessels which it was sup- 
posed had been employed in some way by or under 
the orders or placldo Yega. The latter ex-geueral 
has been supposed to have been attempting anotner 
revolution in Sinaloa, and it has been rumored that 
the Richardson and two other vessels, the Harnman 
and the Palmer were bringing and seelcmg to land 
men, provisions and money for tils expedition. 
On the appeanmce of the Richardson in the harbor 
the Custom House onicers boarded and took pos- 
session of her. She was then confiscated, dis- 
mantled and bet cargo and -rigging sold at auction.

The Reported Obstruction by a. Vessel.

Follow with vour ere any 
two adjacent lines, and you will see that where they 
are cloae to eacn other the surface nag an abruot 
change of level; where they are further apart the 
surface Is nearly horizontal, where the anrfac* 
approaches tbe perpendicular, as on the sides the 
dark iine showing th» separation of the strata la 
thin, because It has been cut through nearly at rhrht 
angles.

Lange regarding the prospect of the Suez Canal 
being available Immediately after the opening for 
the general purposes of commerce:— 


I.OXDOX, Oct. u. 1869. 
Sre—Will yon permit me briefly to comment upon 
the following paragraph, which appeared m your 
(London Times') city article ? 


Letters from Alexandria of the 23th of September seem to 
indicate a diminution of confidence in the opening ot the 
Suez Canal for immediate traffic. Tbe inauguration on the 
17th of Kovember is fully looked for, and it is also expected 
that ships wiU thoa pass through from sc.-t to sea, but there 
are persons who boldly assert that eighteen months will be 
required before the woric will be in a condition for the regu- 
lar operations of commerce. A Liverpool firm are alleged 
to have sent an agent expressly to survey and report, aud 
according to his account the depth ot" water throughout the 
ciiual is very nneaual. "An Egyptian corvette recentlv went 
up a short distance and stuck fast, but m anticipation of 
such a mishap she had been sent stern foremost, ami so 
came back without difficulty." 


I quite share in the opinion you have expressed 
with reference to the above—viz., that in estimating 
the value of these views tiie failure of the many 
previous prognostications of difficulties must not be 
forgotten. The Egyptian corvette alluded to is none 
other than the Latlf, armed with ten Armstrong guns 
and of 300 nominal horse power. The object of her 
presence on the ca.ua! was to ma.se certain practical 
experiments anterior to the opening, aud the result 
of whicn may not be devoid of interest to your 
readers:— 


1. To ascertain the speed required to steer a vessel of the 
dimensions of the Juatir, BO as to keep her course straight in 
navig-itius the canal. Th«; experiments showed that this can 
be effected at a spued of 8.2 and 3.7 knots an hour. 
2. Tt was further important to ascertain by practical trials 
the rate at which a Teasel couid proceed through the canal 
without disturbinc the embankments. The result proved 
that at a speed of &.4 and G.4 kjlota an hour no harm iu done 
to the banks. 
3. Tho last question to determine was the loss of speed in- 
curred by a vessel navigating in the canal compared with the 
open sea, in smooth water. It was found that the loss of 
speed owing to the more confined water area of the canal 
amounted to one-fourth, using of course the same power in 
both cases. 
. 


These are the results obtained from the excep- 
tional mission or tue Latu, and your correspondent 
was misinformed when he supposed that it was ever 
intended to taice her through, tue canal, ana the 
reason is obvious. At the period or these experi- 
ments, which were made on the llth of September, 
the tilling of tbe Bitter Lakes was not sumciently 
advanced, and all the leading journals of this country 
announced that the barriers were only removed on 
the 28th of September—viz., seventeen days later 
than the Latif experiments; and M. de Lesseps, for 
whom the first passage through the canai was 
naturally reserved, passed from sea to sea in his 
steamer on the same day—viz., the i-Sth of Sep- 
tember, the earliest period possible. It will be 
seen Irom the above that it could never have been 
intended for the Latif to perpetrate an iiunosslbillty; 
moreover, the statement tnat she stuck fast is 
simply devoid of truth, for she never grounded at all 


Before concluding this letter I should wish to no- 
tice what haa been alleged by the agent of the Liver- 
pool firm sent expressly to survey and report, and 
whoso report is that the water throughout the 
canal is very unequal. But the agent sent expressly 
to survey and report has not made any discovery 
here. It is precisely with a view to remove these 
inequalities and to obtain an equal depth tnat the 
Suez Canal Company are still at work. Were the 
depth uniform throughout there would be no occa- 
sion to wait for the opening till the nth of Novem- 
ber, but we should declare the canal open now. 


I beg to confirm the offlclal announcements made, 
viz., that the navigation of the Suez Canal shall be 
opened on the 17th of November to all vessels, with- 
out distinction of nationality, provided they do not 
draw more than twenty-four feet seven inches Eng- 
lish, the canal being then (eurht metres) equal to 
twenty-six and a half English feet in depth.

Spanish justice, magnanimity and mercy while con- 
templating the manner in which the war is carried 
on in this island, constitute a crime, and La, Prensa. 
seenis to thmt it is time n'otice was taSen of it. 
Naturally the correspondence of the TTiroAT-.n toneh.- 
ing the possibilities of a war between'tfie Tjimed 
States and Spain flrst attracts its attention, and sec- 
ond to this is a statement, in such correspondence, 
of the well Snown fact that the Captain General here 
is hampered and obstructed in*' his administration of 
the government by that same tnrbnlent andnnrnly 
spirit which expelled from the island the legitimate 
representative of Spanish authority in the person er 
General Dnlce. In reference to the war La Prensa 
states tnat it wonia not be popular with the Spanish, 
residents of .this island, ana it claims at tae same 
time that the Captain General has all necessary 
power to carry oat Ms behests, and adds:— 


The correspondent who denies these truths, 'and who. 


with the pious object, no donot, of exciting against the good 
Spaniards of the Island of Cuba the odium of the least edu- 
cated of the people of tbe United States, says to the contrary 
and talks of the reported dangers which citizens of that 
republic are in here in Cuba, has lost ihe right to remain 
among us as a friend or as a neutral and impartial foreign 
correspondent. 


Ic is not my purpose, for it is not deemed neces- 


sary, to reiterate the statements thus referred to ana 
denied by La Prensa; as they are true or false they 
will stand or fall. 3Iy object is rather to place before 
the readers of the HERAX.D certain extracts from the 
editorial columns of this journal, written in connec- 
tion with the aforementioned denials, as showing 
the prevalent idea or the relative power of the two 
countries and how possible it is that from so mucn 
ignorance a war may result. Says this paper:— 


Suppose, for a moment, thai the provocation of sympa- 
thizers, the false notices of correapoadents, weakness or 
erroneous calculations on the partot' Congress should cans9 
what, as we stated yesterday, all Spaniards desire to avoid. 
Should it commence, our people will act with the same vi^or 
and perseverance with which they have carried on aH wars 
sioce the time tbe Spaniards proved their character *'away 
back to tbe point which escapes historical chronology." It 
ie easv to understand the immediate and remote results or 
the war. Although the great republic should take advantage 
of the opportunity of a foreign war in an inter-tropical cii- 
mate to arm and send out or its territory hundreds and thous- 
sanda of freedmea and convert them into soldiers of liberty 
for Cuba the effort to conrruer thoRe who have sworn to put 
an end to the enemies of Spain would not be found so easy 
as IE thought. Before our assistance would commence tbe 
parties into which are divided our neighbors will hara 
thrown Into the face of the authorities the costs of the 
operation and the indispensable losses which the great 
republic would of necessity- eiperienize. 
In the existm? circumstances ol tbe L'nited States it would 
be more difficult for that Power to arm 101) ships of war and 
embark an expedition uf SO,IJCO soldiers, either enlisted or 
freedraen, than for Spain to arm fifty steamabipa which. 
belong to individuals, withdraw- all her mercantile marine, 
send SQjOGOi'Spanisu HOldiera to reinforce the Antilles, and 
arm here ail those who do not care to change their language, 
their laws and their faith. 


We believe that the correspondents of the Anglo-American 
press know very little of our character and resources, and 
conseqnently-cannot comprehend all of strength and energy 
which ia ind under this apparent weakness, for this reason 
thev have laughed at us; for this reason they have fostered, 
at "the cost of Spain, American vanity, and suppose n« 
ignorant and badly Informed when Bpeakinsr of the relative 
power of the two nations. It seems that these correspondents 
do not consider that if ther. by misfortune, should begin a war - 
between Spain and the united States it would not be on» 
of short duration, as in the Crimea or as those of ItaSy 
and I'ruseia, which we have seen In tije past fifteen Tears'. 
A war between tbe American republic and Spain would last 
many years and would not terminate without tbe intrrven- 
tlon ot other nations. That which would follow in a federal 
republic, divided into parties and with the interests of the 
inhabitants ot" one section and another antayouisticat, God 
only knows; but it is possible to suppose that at the termina- 
tion of a Ions war there would remain no real repiiblic*ns 
nor republican histilutlons. 


This may be said to ne disposing of the great 


republic with celerity and with a vengeance. 
Touching the hidden strength and snergy of Spam, 
perhaps the correspondents may be excused for not 
discovering them, as the veil of weakness, as exempli- 
fied in her treatment of the Insurrection, is so 
entirely impenetrable. 


Ic will tuns be seen that even amons the most in- 


telligent or Spaniards the ideals entertained that 
Spain, torn by internal convui sions, with the firea 
of revolution burning all over her land, with car- 
lists, Isabellinos, republicans, the supporters of the 
regency, all mixed in one undlstingnishable mass of 
war and tumult; with an insurrection in her chief 
colony and most important province, which after a 
year of effort she has done absolutely nothing to 
suppress—soaln, with her bankrupt treasury, ob- 
taining loans at such sacrifices as in themselves are 
ruinous, Is capable and ready to enter upon and 
maintain a war with a nation admittedly one or ths ' 
moat powerful on earth, resting her hopes, per- 
chance, on that wild chimera, a revivification ot 
secession, which, at least, every American knows ia 
as dead as that proverbial "herring which is red.'; 


The concluding remarks or La. Prensa are so 
characteristic of tne Spanish people, they so show 
with what 
dignity Spaniards can accept the 
Inevitable, that 1 can scarcely refrain from quoting 
them. It says:— 


Spain has made enormous sacrifices, lost one continent, 
but concluded the war with honor3 and was content. A war 
with a creat nation would cost us dear, as to-morrow we may 
see; but we will leave it erect and with glory, and, if it costs 
•us a piece of earth, we are able to select and colonize an- 
other, while our enemies have to suffer irreparable loBsea.

were eager enough to connect him with their 
scheme. Even after the whole party found

In the HEEALD last week wo published 


special correspondence 
giving 
lengthened 


details of the proceedings of the Peace and 
Liberty Congress just held at Lausanne, 
Switzerland, 
and to-day we continue the 


report in the interesting letter which appears 
in our columns. 
This Congress commands 


attention now in all lands from the (act that 
it is the third which has been held in three 
years. It may be regarded as an established 
institution. 
Four hundred 
members were 


present this year—an evidence that it has 
not lost its hold oa the sympathy ot the 
advanced liberal party in Europe—whilst 
addresses were also delivered by delegates 
from the United States and Central America. 
We cannot say we expect great things from the 
League or that we have great faith in (he men 
who controlit; but such an institution, with 
distinct and definite purposes, and properly 
led, may become a dangerous revolutionary 
focus. 
Its headquarters are well selected. 


Switzerland is the home of the free as well 
as the home of the brave. 
The schemes of the 


League, it must be confessed, are some- 
what Utopian. They are a little too far- 
reaching. But in their general scope they 
commend themselves to all lovers of liberty, 
and, of course, to the American people. 
Some of its more prominent members are 
perhaps a little too much in love with revolu- 
tion for revolution's sake; but this evil, if the 
institution can mainlain its existence, may be 
cured in time. 
So far as the League goe3 in 


for universal peace we wish it all success. 
With its desire for a general European repub- 
lican confederation we are in perfect accord. 
Universal peace cannot soon be a permanent 
fact; but a general European conf-dera- 
tion 
is 
as 
certain as it is desirable, 


and such a confederation, based on sound 
principles, will be the best possible guarantee 
of universal and permanent peace. As we 
have often said, nations all the world over 
must become fewer, but larger. The tendency 
is already visible". We see it in the grasping 
character of Russia. We see it in the affiliating 
characteristics of the German races. We sec 
it in French ambition. We see it in tho im- 
mense empire of Great Britain. We see it in 
the continental expansion of the United States. 
Tlie tendency -will become more marked. 
Nation will be more and more attracted lo 
nation. The humaa family will become a unit. 
All this is rendered necessary by steam, by 
the railroad, the telegraph and the printing 
press. If, therefore, the Peace and Liberty 
League understands well its duty it may act as 
a useful, even as a powerful auxiliary in this 
great work of progress. Guided by common 
sense it may acquire a name which, will be 
more honorably mentioned in history than the 
Council of the Vatican of I8G9. If, like most 
of its predecessors, it is too impatient to win, 
it may dig a grave for liberty, rather than 
crown it with the olive and the laurel.

General Sherman's Views. 


The mooted question of the removal of tho 


national capital from Washington to some 
supposed central location in the Mississippi 
Valley has received an elucidation and a*8eUle- 
inent that may quiet the weak nerves of all the 
old women proprietaries in boarding houses, 
furnished apartments, market stalls and fish 
stands that have a "local habitation and a 
name" In the "City of Magnificent Distances." 
General Sherman has, in fact, set the question 
at rest forever. His opinion on the subject is 
no doubt just as correct as it was in the be- 
ginning of tho war. 
When asked by Secretary 


of War Cameron what forces would be required 
to free Tennessee and Kentucky of the rebel 
element therein, he promptly replied, "Two 
hundred thousand men." Here -was an esti- 
mation of the proportions which the groat 
rebellion had even then assumed in the sol- 
dier's judgment that even Cameron could not 
appreciate or stomach, and General Sherman 
was at once voted "crazy." The result, how- 
ever, proved the sagacity and the far-seeing 
judgment of the second greatest soldier of the 
war—the hero of the march from Atlanta to the 
sea. Now, with regard to the removal of the 
capital he says:—"The consideration of the 
question is futile, as it would take one hun- 
dred years to get a bill to that effect through 
the House of Representatives, one hundred 
years more to get such a bill through 
the Senate, and even after the passage 
of 
the bill—after 
this double lapse of 


lime—one hundred and one years would be 
spent in discussing tke most eligible point in 
the Mississippi Valley to which the capital 
could be removed." 


The odd year in the las' mentioned cen- 


tenary is very suggestive; and still after all 
this time was got rid of and had passed away 
in due order, and that a'removal bill had 
received the legal sanction, aud that an appro- 
priate site and location had been selected, 
another half century would most certainly be 
required to put up the buildings, for it wouli 
be a "big job" and would stick as long as 
appropriations could be made to "delay the- 
work." 


Under all the ciretimstances, and relying 


upon General Sherman's calculation of the 
time needed to get even the House of Repre- 
sentatives to act in the premises the first one 
hundred years, the Washingtonians had better 
stick to their business and occupy, and in the 
brief course of time allotted to them—com- 
pared with the time necessary for removal— 
bequeath their several premisss and appur- 
tenances in the full hope and assurance that 
the Capitol will continue to stand upon the 
banks of their beloved and historic Tiber— 
Goose creek—long after then- ashes will have 
mouldered in their family urns, and those of 
their children's children after them. Never- 
theless, it is worthy of observation that 
Western men keep hammering at this subject— 
they have just had a Convention in St. Louis 
for the removal, which looks like business— 
and in the facs of the exposed situation of the 
capital in casB of foreign war, and the other 
fact that an approach to it is in the hands of a 
railroad monopoly, they have arguments that 
must be heard with respect.

exposure of a hoax which surpasses in magni- 
tude the moon hoax of Locke and Poe'g story 
of Uans Phaal. It is unnecessary to recapitu- 
late here the details which our Syracuse cor- 
respondent presents in proof of a deeply laid 
scheme to make money out of the pretended 
discovery of "a petrified giant" at Cardiff. 
The geological nature of the soil in which this 
huge statue was found would disprove the 
character of antiquity claimed for it, even if it 
were not shown to have been the work of a 
crazy Canadian who dreamed of rivalling 
Michael Angelo. It is probable that the miss- 
ing links in the evidence in favor of our cor- 
respondent's narrative will ere long be sup- 
plied, and the perpetrators of this attempted 
fraud will be fully exposed.

the curious and numerous illustrations of the 
fact that Western New York is, for some unac- 
countable reason, a permanent hotbed for the 
growth of all sorts of humbugs.

At the same time they discharged the 
foreman Woodruff from custody, finding no 
fault with the employe's, while condemning the 
employers.

the families of the deceased have good grounds 
to sue the Novelty Iron Works for heavy 
damages.

GBAIN FROM

Saturday 


resolutions were passed on 'Change at Buffalo 
asking the Presidents of the Erie and Central 
Eailroads to immediately give additional facili- 
ties for shipping grain from that port east- 
ward, it being impossible to procure cars for 
wheat and com to fill orders for points in the 
interior. The recent freshets, which washed 
away embankments and otherwise injured the 
canal, have occasioned an unusual accumula- 
tion of freights for railway transportation.

Ttio Paraguayan War—Tut Gout to Brazil. 


The latest mail news from South America 


leads us to the belief that the war in Paraguay, 
for tlie present at least, will be suspended. 
Lopez has taken to the mountains, and the 
allies, unable to follow him, have given up 
the pursuit. In his present position Lopez is 
not without an army, small though it be; 
neither is he destitute of arms. With from two 
to five thousand men fully equipped, and ani- 
mated with confidence in their leader, there is 
little doubt that the Paraguayan chieftain will 
again take the field against all comers. 


For over four years has this war continued. 


A large quantity of treasure has been reck- 
lessly squandered and a vast amount of human 
life sacrificed to bring Lopez to terms or com- 
pel him to quit the country and leave the 
affairs of the republic to the care of a provi- 
sional government established under the pro- 
tection of the allied Powers. How far these 
attempts have been successful the logic of 
events already shows. 
The sufferings of the 


people of Paraguay scarcely find a parallel ia 
history, and yet it cannot be denied that their 
devotion to the acknowledged head of the 
country is of an intense nature. With such a 
feeling animating the inhabitants, will it not 
prove a difficult task lo bring them to regard 
the interference of the allies as favorable to 
their interests ? Even taking it for granted 
that the inhabitants look upon the action of 
the allies as beneficial, how much longer 
will Brazil be content to draw upon her 
treasury for means to support the army of 
Count d'Eu and maintain the suffering people 
who daily apply for aid and support? 
The 


latest official advices from Rio Janeiro inform 
us that during the month of August alone over 
one hundred thousand helpless persons threw 
themselves upon the allied humanity. To sup- 
port this vast number of persons it requires 
one hundred thousand dollars a day to be dis- 
tributed in rations, thus making the monthly 
war expenditure of Brazil foot up the respect- 
able exhibit of seven million five hundred 
thousand dollars. 


How can Brazil stand this? How long will 


the Brazilian people allow it to continue? 
Brazil all through has been the grand central 
figure operating against Lopez. The part 
played by the Argentine Confederation dwindles 
almost into nothing beside the towering 
strength of its powerful ally. Possibly Brazil 
looks to the gradual absorption of the Para- 
guayan republic, and when too late, perhaps, 
the Argentine government may discover that it 
has been made a tool of to forward the ambi- 
tious desires of Brazil. 
Certain it is that mil- 


lions of money have been expended and thou- 
sands of lives sacrificed by the allies; and what 
have been the results? A provisional govern- 
ment, without means to support itself and lack- 
ing an army to enforce its decrees, has been 
established in Asuncion, and Lopez has been 
declared an outlaw. 
These are the results of a 


four years' war, in which Brazil has played the 
principal part. 


The picture is anything but a gratifying one 


for tha Brazilians. 
Their commanders, of 


whose military genius so much was expected, 
and who regarded Lopez as ft mere guerilla 
and an ignorant and reckless fighter, have not 
been able to accomplish anything but drive 
and harass the ParaguaTon leader without

The letter which we published on Friday 


from our New Orleans correspondent shows 
that the problem of the introduction of Chinese 
labor into the South and the Southwest lias at 
length been practically solved. The agents of 
Kooptnanschap have already closed contracts 
for some four or five shiploads of Chinese 
immigrants, to be delivered at Key West by 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company. One of 
those agents is now on his way to Hong Kong 
in order to complete the necessary arrange- 
ments for thoroughly lesting Chinese labor in 
Louisiana in the coming spring. 
He is accom- 


panied by Tye Kim Arr, a native of Hong 
Kong, educated in England, who has been for 
some years a resident along the banks of the 
Mississippi, and is thoroughly familiar with 
the soil, the crops and the capabilities of 
Louisiana. 
Tye Kim Arr will engage tbo 


services of the best laborers of the class fami- 
liar with the kind of cultivation that is most 
profitable in Louisiana—namely, rice and 
sugar. The terms of the contracts, which are 
drawn up for five years, seem to be just and 
liberal, both as to rations and pay. 


Should this test experiment succeed—and we 


hardly see how it can fail—it will be difficult to 
estimate the effect which it will have on the 
future of Louisiana and on Chinese immigra- 
tion to the Southern and Southwestern Slates.

will find 


immediate employment on the 
rice 
and 


sugar 
lands in the vicinity of 
Bayou 


Lafourche. Doubtless further shipments will 
soon be demanded, in order to reclaim the 
vast tracts of swampy land available for 
rice

amounting 


to not less than three hundred thousand 
acres. The climate and soil of Louisi- 
ana produce a description of rice worth 
at least five per cent a pound more than any 
East Indian importation. "The only thing 
lacking," says our correspondent, "is labor. 
That the coolie immigration will supply.'" 
He adds, moreover, that "the negroes are 
already becoming alarmed" at the prospect of 
competition with their Asiatic rivals. And he 
appends a curiously suggestive call which has 
been issued for a colored convention "to con- 
sider the best means of promoting the agricul- 
tural interests of the colored race and to pre- 
vent the introduction of coolie laborers into 
Louisiana." Bui this call ia too lace to effect 
the latter purpose, however effectually it may 
lead to the former. The introduction of Chi- 
nese labor, signally useful as it has already 
proved to be in California, notwithstanding all 
obstacles, and particularly in hastening the 
completion of the Pacific Railroad—one of the 
most gigantic and influential of modern enter- 
prises—must even now be regarded as unfait 
accompli. Its consequences will be incalcula- 
bly important. Among the earliest of these 
consequences will be the vital warning to the 
Southern colored population, which has been 
considerably diminished since its emancipa- 
tion, and has become fearfully demoralized 
by the tricks and honied deceits of radical 
carpet-baggers. 
Sambo can no longer hope 


that forty acres and a mule, with a seat in 
Congress, will be the sure rewards of idleness 
and roguery.

He informed your correspondent that so far as the 


statements or Fish and Gould endeavored to con- 
nect the President with the conspiracy he believed 
they were utterly false, ana he thinks the country 
ought to know it. Whatever Ccrbin may have done 
the President is not and cannot oe held responsible, 
because it was without hia knowledge or consent.

teries. 


Quartermaster General Meigs has just issued mns- 


tera twenty-one and twenty-three or the Roll or 
Honor. The flrst records the burial places of 23,000 
deceased Union soldiers, whose names, so rar as 
known, are alphabetically arranged, with full index, 
according to the places or Interment, and with, a 
brief preface to each list, giving a short history 
ot iue cemeteries la wuicli ttiey are Interred at Mem- 
phis, Tenn., and Chalmatte, La. The whole num- 
ber interred at the Mississippi Klver National 
Cemetery, near Memphis, is nearly 14,000, of which 
4.200 are colored. Thirty-two States and organiza- 
tions are represented, and 537 regiments. The. vic- 
tims of the Fort Pillow massacre, add those who 
subsequently died to occupancy or that fort have all 
been removed to this cemetery and buried by them- 
selves. The total number so removed is 243. Of 
the thirty-four Suown names in this list only three 
are the names of victims of the massacre, and all 
efforts to obtain a list ot the names of others have 
been thus far unsuccessful. Volume twenty-three 
contains the records of the graves of 18.675 Union 
soldiers interred in the national cemeteries at Mari- 
etta, Oa.; Fort Donelson, Dover, Tenn., and, supple- 
mentary to No. 11 of the Rolls of Honor, Chata- 
nooga, Murrreesboro, Stone Klver aud Knoxville, 
Tenu. Nos. 21 aud 22 or the Uoll of Honor are not 
yet ready for issue.

exact account of all the sheets of blank paper on 
which the obligations or the government are to be 
printed. 
This is made up or statements from 


Glenn's Mills and trorn the points where printing is 
executed, the several statements as to the amouat 
on hand being telegraphed to the Treasury Denart- 
ment dally. An agent of the department and assist- 
ants were sent to Glenn's Mills a few days ago to 
count the paper at that place, to ascertain whether 
the amount reported on hand agreed with that called 
for by the books of the department. On the return 
or the agent he reported 220,000 sheets, which was 
round to be correct as compared with the books or 
that date, with the exception of 60.000 sheets, which 
had been sent to the bank note comoauics at New 
York. 


Jlelief for California Fruit Distillers. 


The fruit distillery Interest or California has been 


languishing on account of the stringent regulation 
applied to it In common with gram distillation. 
These regulations were inapplicable on account or 
the variety or material used and the irregularity of 
the duration of distillling. Tne law gives power to 
the Commissioner ot Internal Revenue to dispense 
with such regulations in favor of fruit distil- 
lers. During the past week Hon. A. A. Sargent, or 
California, and 0. a. Burnham, Assessor of the 
Second Collection district of CaliTornia, have had 
frequent interviews with CommissionerjDelano on 
this subject, and the result is Important modifica- 
tions of the regulations applied to this interest. 
The kind or material used is to be considered in esti- 
mating the capacity or the stills, and the nonrs only 
actually occupied in distillation are to be considered 
in estimating the amount that should be returned. 
This will rellevs the fruit distilling interest from a 
destructive denciency tax. A liberal treatment is to 
be applied in cases where this deficiency tax has 
been-already assessed. It is further directed that 
vintners sellinz wines of their own manufacture are 
not liable to a dealer's license.

character. lie believes that the investigation in 
the case of General Butterfleld will put the whole 
matter in its true and proper light. 


He informed your correspondent that so far as the 


statements or Fish and Gould endeavored to con- 
nect the President with the conspiracy he believed 
they were utterly false, ana he thinks the country 
ought to know it. Whatever Ccrbin may have done 
the President is not and cannot oe held responsible, 
because it was without hia knowledge or consent.

States to representation hi CoDgress, it may be stated 
that as the session of Congress approaches there are 
indications that an effort will be made on the pan of 
a few ultra radicals to keep them out. For this pur- 
pose stories are being industriously circulated and 
letters written by Interested parties in the. South to

General W. T. Clarke, of Texas, arrived here again, 


this morning, and will leave for Texas immediately. 
The distribution of federal patronage with a view to 
aid in the election in that State haa been nretty well 
disposed of, and for th'e past few days there has been 
a general movement in the direction of the Long 
Star state of all parties interested in the success of 
the election. Reports recently received announce 
that the democrats and conservatives are indus- 
triously at wort, and all the evidences are 
that there will be a lively time. The friends 
of Davis have not yet opened the campaign 
on their side; but the indications are that they will 
now swing in. The deepest interest is manifested in 
the result of this election by tne Northern friends of 
the republican cause in the South, and many of 
these are giving tangible evidence or this sympathy.

Uniau Soldiers Interred Sn Southern Ceme- 


teries. 


Quartermaster General Meigs has just issued mns- 


tera twenty-one and twenty-three or the Roll or 
Honor. The flrst records the burial places of 23,000 
deceased Union soldiers, whose names, so rar as 
known, are alphabetically arranged, with full index, 
according to the places or Interment, and with, a 
brief preface to each list, giving a short history 
ot iue cemeteries la wuicli ttiey are Interred at Mem- 
phis, Tenn., and Chalmatte, La. The whole num- 
ber interred at the Mississippi Klver National 
Cemetery, near Memphis, is nearly 14,000, of which 
4.200 are colored. Thirty-two States and organiza- 
tions are represented, and 537 regiments. The. vic- 
tims of the Fort Pillow massacre, add those who 
subsequently died to occupancy or that fort have all 
been removed to this cemetery and buried by them- 
selves. The total number so removed is 243. Of 
the thirty-four Suown names in this list only three 
are the names of victims of the massacre, and all 
efforts to obtain a list ot the names of others have 
been thus far unsuccessful. Volume twenty-three 
contains the records of the graves of 18.675 Union 
soldiers interred in the national cemeteries at Mari- 
etta, Oa.; Fort Donelson, Dover, Tenn., and, supple- 
mentary to No. 11 of the Rolls of Honor, Chata- 
nooga, Murrreesboro, Stone Klver aud Knoxville, 
Tenu. Nos. 21 aud 22 or the Uoll of Honor are not 
yet ready for issue. 


Government Bank Note Paper. 


The Treasury Department constantly keeps an 


exact account of all the sheets of blank paper on 
which the obligations or the government are to be 
printed. 
This is made up or statements from 


Glenn's Mills and trorn the points where printing is 
executed, the several statements as to the amouat 
on hand being telegraphed to the Treasury Denart- 
ment dally. An agent of the department and assist- 
ants were sent to Glenn's Mills a few days ago to 
count the paper at that place, to ascertain whether 
the amount reported on hand agreed with that called 
for by the books of the department. On the return 
or the agent he reported 220,000 sheets, which was 
round to be correct as compared with the books or 
that date, with the exception of 60.000 sheets, which 
had been sent to the bank note comoauics at New 
York.

The fruit distillery Interest or California has been 


languishing on account of the stringent regulation 
applied to it In common with gram distillation. 
These regulations were inapplicable on account or 
the variety or material used and the irregularity of 
the duration of distillling. Tne law gives power to 
the Commissioner ot Internal Revenue to dispense 
with such regulations in favor of fruit distil- 
lers. During the past week Hon. A. A. Sargent, or 
California, and 0. a. Burnham, Assessor of the 
Second Collection district of CaliTornia, have had 
frequent interviews with CommissionerjDelano on 
this subject, and the result is Important modifica- 
tions of the regulations applied to this interest. 
The kind or material used is to be considered in esti- 
mating the capacity or the stills, and the nonrs only 
actually occupied in distillation are to be considered 
in estimating the amount that should be returned. 
This will rellevs the fruit distilling interest from a 
destructive denciency tax. A liberal treatment is to 
be applied in cases where this deficiency tax has 
been-already assessed. It is further directed that 
vintners sellinz wines of their own manufacture are 
not liable to a dealer's license.

Althougb st TJmrllsIr, Agra, ana several other 


places whleb Dave been attacked, cholera Has sen- 
slwy abated, It is still raging In many districts In 
various parts of the country with fearful violence, 
and the total death rate is, at tlie very lowest esti- 
mate, 400 a day. Since 186S there has been no hot 
season BO fatal as the present to Europeans. AH 
through the Northwest provinces tlio pestilence is 
masmg saa ravages. At Gwalior the deatlis are 
from sixty to a hundred a day, and Sepree, Bhopal 
«nd Sehora are suffering heavily. The scourge 
Beeros, Indeed, to be steadily marching along 
toe Agra road to Bombay, At Indore the native 
Rajah Has made the people offer sacrifices outside 
the city walls, with bare heads and dry emtpatties, 
»nt without any marked success, as upward on.ooo 
men have perished during the past three weeks. 
All through Malwa the horrors of pestilence are 
aggravated by the-privations of famine, especially 
among tha thousands of pilgrims who have been 
•waiting the shrine of Orocar, and are now obliged to 
Temain in that district until the rains are over. 
Krom Southern India we hear almost equally gloomv 
tidings. At Hyderabad the cholera has made ter- 
jlble inroads, and at Madras and all the other main 
centres of population it lias had more or less 
victims. 


In the presence of this severe mortality it is but 


natural that the medical faculty should be severely 
criticised. In spite of the careful observations that 
lave been made or this fatal scourae, in spite of tlio 
repeated supposed discovery of the proper mode of 
treatment, and In spite also of the improved sanitary 
surroundings of the greater part of the popalation, 
tfce percentage of deaths to altacKs is higner than 
ever. Either the malady must be increasing in vmr 
Jcnce or tne more modern forms of treatment are 
even less efficacious than the old. Physicians are 
beginning to despair or mastering the grand secret 
el this most fatal of Indian diseases; no theory, how- 
ever plausible and reasonable, has yet been found to 
conform to the facts of the case. 


A semi-official statement has been made that 


TBiless a very marked and scarcely hoped-for im- 
provement takes place in the crops the proposed 
Durbar of tie Duke of Edinbnrg at Agra will not be 
Said. At present there seems every likelihood of 
*here being nest season a disastrous famine all over 
the Punjab, and in many districts of Lower Bengal, 
m the best, we can only nope that the crop will be 
fcarely sufficient to maintain the people. So the 
Governor General has very wisely made np his mind 
» abandon that splendid project of a royal Dnrbar, 
. which should eclipse the old magnificence of those 
elAkbarand Jehangir. 


Last Sunday a temple of tbe new religions faith of 


educated Hindoos, the Brahmo Somaj, was opened 
•with simple but appropriate ceremonies in this city. 
.As s spectacle, the affair was not very noteworthy: 
there was no attempt at Oriental pomp ana the 
service, though it lasted from naif past six in tne 
morning until seven o'clock at night, consisted 
merely of hymns, prayers, silent meditation, social 
conversation and readings. In imitation of Chris- 
tian churches, there was a collection -for the build- 
tog fund," and notice was given that regular wor- 
shippers could have seats allotted to tnem But nn 
jretending as it may be, the Bralimo Soraai will 
probably do more to break down Hindoo idolatry 
and the system of caste distinctions than the elabo- 
rate and costly missions of tlie various brandies of 
the Christian Church. Founded thirty years ago by 
an educated and enlightened Bengalee, who despised 
toe faith of his native country, ana at tne samo 
tone doubled the claims or Christianity, Brahminism 
Bas assumed a form that corresponds exactly to the 
jeliglouB needs of a large class of the native 
community. Missionaries bitterly complain tnat 
education instead of preparing the mind or tue Hm- 
floo for t&e Gospel ot Christ merely disnoses Him. to 
disbelief of all revealed religion. The reason or this 
is very simple. 
Tiie Baboo, intimately acquainted 
with the Vedas and the history of Gandama, the last, 
JBuddb, tells his Ohrtbttan irieuds that ne regards 
their faith as Uut another development of the Indiau 
reunions, and to conQrm Ms statements he will pome 
TO what he aud many Europeans n ho have lived m 
India believe to be the origin or many parts of the 
Biblical narrative 01 the lire of Cbri?i. Usmdama lie 
•will show you, like Cnrlst, was the scion of a roval 
House; sages visited hlE cradie and foretold for bun 
a splendid destiny as a reformer, ana he inaugu- 
rated his mission to his fellow creatures by pass- 
ing through a severe temptation, in the course of 
which the spirit, of evil offered him universal do- 
minion. It can easily be conceived that a verv 
slight correspondence between the two religions 1= 
BO flattering to tlie national vanity or tlie Hindoo 
that na readily adopts a belief in tjieir common 
origin. 


The Brahmo Somaj ofl'ero to men of this class a 
Talth which tiiey can easily accept. An American 
listening to tlie eutnusiastlc but somewhat dreamy 
rhapsodies of the Brahmist may easily believe thai 
He is attending a Spiritualist convention. Tlie Urah- 
mlst prolesses nimseli to be pre-eminently a trutli- 
seeker, and to have dismissed from his mind all 
belief in a revealed religion, whether it be that of 
Brahma, or Gandama, or iloliammed, or Christ. He 
recognizes, however, m the government of the 
universe a beneficent and loving intelligence, and to 
that Supreme Being whosa goodness" has created 
and sustained mm he oilers the homage of his inner- 
most souL AS a rule of life he accepts the intuitive 
teachings of Ms conscience and the dictates of 
reason, and he is also willing to bow to such laws of 
conduct as experience has proved to oe wise and 
necessary. Of a life beyond ihe grave he Knows 
nothing, but believes in it, because he has an intui- 
tive knowledge of its existence, and because it seems 
agreeable to his intellectual perceptions of tiie gen- 
eral laws of the universe. 
Sucn are very briefly me leading doctrines of the 
new faith, ana they are fast spreading over Bengal 
among the educated natives. Tne most important 
aspect or the Somaj, however, in the eyes of Euro- 
peans, is that it refuses to countenance the distinc- 
tions of caste. Whether it will become a permanent 
Torm of religious faun is, of course, doubtful- but it 
is certainly doing much to break down the hold or 
Brahminisai upon the affections and intellect of the 
Hindoo. The present leader or the Soinaj (Baboo 
Keshnb Chnnder-Senj contemplates going to .Eng- 
land early next year, and I have been told, tnouo-h 
on very doubtful authority, that he rnav possibly ex- 
tend bis visit to the States. By tbe way, I heard the 
other day that a prominent Hindoo scholar, Baboo 
JPeary C&and Mittra, is a Spiritualist and corresponds 
•with Judge Edmonds. 


A law has just been passed for the suppression of 
European vagrancy. All over the coantrv tdere is a 
sprinkling 01 disreputable white men who live by 
begging and petty theft. Tlievare mostly sailo'-s 
•who nave strayed from their ships away into the in- 
terior, or soldiers who, having obtained leave to stay 
In India on the expiration of their term of service 
lave failed in business. These men are regarded by 
the more fortunate whites as a scandal to the Cau- 
casian race, and it has at last been determined to 
deport them to England. A man who has thus been 


at the new land tows promulgated by tho sovereign. 
It Is said also tbat the Ghllzyes, who are reputed tne 
fiercest and most warlike of all tbe tribes of Turkis- 
tan, are nrcnarlng for insurrection. Then, In addi- 
tion to this bad news, there is tbo fact that Ismail 
Knan is still at large, and >s probably actively en- 
gaged in brewing mischief.

Cholera Is so usual a visitation in the latter part 


of tbe summer Jn India that its advent excites little 
more alarm or Interest than epidemic catarrh would 
lu the city of Now York. This season, however, 
this drean pestilence has assumed—especially in tbo 
Punjab and the northwest provinces—a form of 
extreme severity. Reports and telegrams from all 
parts of India announce more or less deaths, aud in 
soroo districts-the mortality Is starthnjriy heavy. At 
Umrikur during the last thirteen days there 
have been over a thousand recorded deaths, 
619 or which have occurred 
during the last 


week. 
At Agra, 
Benares, 
Allahabad, Tubat- 


koo and 
Cawnpore the pestilence is steadily 


Inroads upon 'the native population. In 


Madras also there are thirty to forty deaths a day. 
SO far only about 350 European deaths are reported, 
and eighty-six of these occurred at Allahabad, com- 
prising among the rest tne military commander of 
the district, Major General Harris. From all quar- 
ters the reports show tbat tbe ravages of this fatal 
malady are dally Increasing, and at the present 
writing the-rate of deaths must at least exceed a 
couple of hundred per diem. The Immediate cause 
of tbe present outbreak Is supposed to be tbe long 
continued drought, and tbe mortality will no doubt 
be heavier unless we soon nave a plentiful fall of 
rain. The cholera now raging Is only a simple form 
of tbe disease, but the proportion of deaths to 
attacks is in most cases at least seventy per cent. 
This is chiefly owing to the feeble constitutions of 
the natives. It is said, not without great apparent 
truth, that a single 
blow 
from 
a Euro- 


pean fist kills a Bengalee immediately. 
Fed 


oaly on rice and carry, supplemented, perhaps, witb 
a few cucumbers aud bananas, the native standard 
of vitality is very low; and even tbe little stamina 
he has Is generally arawn upon to as great an extent 
as is compatible with mere existence by immoder- 
ate indulgence in the most pernicious forms of sen- 
sual pleasure. His flagging powers are urged Tor- 
ward by the use of bang (Indian hemp) until he 
becomes so feeble tbat he can scarcely walk; and, of 
course, m the event of an attack of disease, be has 
no vital resources to fall bacE upon. It is not very 
•wonderful, therefore, that the natives perish by 
thousands in tbe presence of a cholera epidemic. 


Tbe long drought seems likely, however, to lead to 


sadder results tban it nas yet produced. Tbe crops 
all over the Northwest will inevitably fail unless 
some change ba tbe weather takes place; and we 
shall tben have to witness tbe horrors of a famine 
yet more widespread and disastrous tban tbat 
memorable one of Orissa. Kven now at Agra and 
LucKnow rice 
bas risen to four 
times 
tbe 


usual 
price, 
and 
tbe 
people 
are 
bareiy 
able to support themselves on tneir scanty wages 
Tbe bazaars are thronged with half-lamished" 
wretches, who eye wistfully tbe grain, or wbicb they 
are only able to buy ou starvation allowance 
Should the lear we now entertain or a general fam- 
ine in the Punjab prove well founded It is true 
that, owing 10 the preseut facilities for transporta- 
tion afforded by tbe railroads, the government can 
in a few hours supply its starving subjects with 
lood. But the expense involved in aomg this will be 
a serious blow to tbe revenue; and, even at tbe 
best, tbe aid will not prevent wholly tbe occur- 
rence of extreme misery and fearful privation, and 
prouasiy, also, great mortality Irom starvation and 
tbe diseases tbat spunzirorn deficient nourishment 
ibis gloomy prospect bas already induced tlie 
authorities to postpone a little later the prepara- 
tions for tbe DuKe of Ediaburg's durbar at jvera 
in 
Jauuaiy nexi; and should the exiiected

M. SeverteofPs Jonrncy to tbo Upper Nanm 


At-Bnsha and Ajksai* 


The Knssian government has had translated and 


supplied to tbo European Journals received by the 
last mail Irom Groat Britain the following bigniy 
important report of the progress or tbe explorations 
of M. Bevertsoff in Asiatic Kussla and China, detail- 
ing bis route march to the Upper Naryn, At-Baeha 
and Aksai, with;the view of exploring the Tblan 
Snan rango, lying between the Is«lk-K.ul lake and 
Chinese Turkestan. M. Severtsoff says:— 


Ontbei«hof September, 1867, M. Severtsoff left 
Fort Vernoye lor his expedition to the Narvn aud 
trans-Naryn country. A fall of snow bad already 
covered the mountains and tbe groves or apple and 
apricot trees; but there was every probability that 
tins early snow would disappear under tbe imlueuce 
of tbe min'a rays, and snob, eventually was tba 


Starting on foot In an east-northeast direction M 
Severtson crossed tbe northern slope of the northern 
chain of tbe wane-Ill Alatau range, and commenced 
tbe asccut of tbo range by the picturesque valley of 
the Turgen (a tributary of the HI;, iw banks were

no less thun ISO rajahs, rajpoots and malm- 
rajahs, together with a iiizain and on ameer will be 
summoned to pay tueir respects to tlie son of Queen 
Victoria.

But tins gorgeous pageant would. Indeed, be a 
dreary commentary upou the bensncent rule of the 
Jiritlsli government la India, 11 u should be held 
amid the piteous entreaties of 30,000 ol its subjects 
for the bare means of existence. Under native rule 
famines were, no doubt, more frequent man they 
are now; but criminal administrative negligence 
uloue can ejcplalu the fact mat, in a country BO fer- 
tile as Inola. a single failure of a harvest should 
mean universal debtitutiou. And especially is 1 nis 
tne case when the accumulative genius of Che llm- 
doos is taken into account. Under anything like a 
tolerable system of taxation the native "of India will 
amass mouey. No race iu the world are more tem- 
perate ana ecconomical; their vices, terrible as they 
are, are inexpensive ones; the merest pittance Suf- 
fices them for subsistence, and the one absorbing 
desire or every Hindoo Heart is to be rich. It would 
be a long story to show how it is that these millions 
of people, with whom money-mating Is an enthrall- 
ing passion, remain in the lowest depths of poverty 
ilut it can be easily understood that the greatest part 
of the blame rests upon the shoulders of their rulers 
The durbar, therefore, will only be held IT the crop 
should tarn out a great deal more favorably than 
we can at present hope. It has been suggested that 
even should there be a famine In the Punjab, tne 
durbar might be held la some other pan of India 
But the authorities are conscious tuat a pageant of 
this kind auy where, in a bad season, must greatly 
aggravate the sufferings of the people. Ttie native 
Indian princes are vain as peacocks, bat tneir hearts 
are Hard and pitiless as the nether millstone. Ratlier 
than be outshone at so important a gathering they 
would wrins the last anna from their tenants and 
nominal subjects; they would cheerfullv consign 
thousands of tue busy Human bees who reed them 
with, choice dainties and clothe them la luxurious 
purple to a lingering death from starvation, if they ' 
might but wear another jewel in the hut of their 
daggers.

After au easy ascent from tbe Aesa, M. SevertsoiT 
reached tbe principal pass across tbo northern chain 
of ihe trans-Hi Alatau, at a height of from 9 soo to 
8,900 leet. Thin liass is very narrow and entireh 
bare of trees, aud the bare rocks were visible as the 
clouds rolled away from under tbe feet of tbe tnive'- 
lera.

aititute at 10,500 feet, which agrees with Bnnlakoff- 
ssy's barometrical observation (10,800 feet). 
Ascending the Tas-assa M. Severteoff saw before 
him the loity undulating valley of tbe Aksal; to- 
wards the west tbe hills are lower and the descent 
insignificant. The mouth of the Tercktt, a tributary 
ol the Aksai, was found to be 10,000 feet. Beyond 
tne Aksal lie the very loity mils of Kokki, covered 
ivitb perpetual snow and apparently 6,000 or 7,000 
feet above the Aksai. Towards the w»st they are 
lower; but further west, near the Cliatlr-Kul Lake, 
the lofty peaks were again visible. The basin of the 
Chatir-lCul was visible from the top of tho pass- but 
notwithstanding the great elevation of this lake, It 
had only just frozen, Judging from the cloud of vapor 
overhanging tlie water. 


Tlie snow storms and wind hurricanes obliged M. 
Severtsoff to return on the 18th October (0. 8.), tra- 
vc'lliug along the At-basba to the Nuryn. 
1 lie Pamir sheep (Otis Palli), not having been seen 
by any traveller since Marco Polo, its existence was 
loosed upon as almost fabulons till Lieutenant Wood 
brought a skull and some horns of it, which proved 
its authenticity. Tiie new description was tlien 
named ovis Polli, after Marco Polo, its discoverer. 
Doubts, however, were entertained as to whether the 
species were not extinct, until M. P. Semeuoff saw a 
considerable herd of these animals near the glaciers 
of feari-Djaz, which enabled him to assert positively 
their actual existence. M. N. A. Severttoff witnessed 
the killing of one of these animals on the great and 
loity plateau of the Aksai. Be describes its height 
at the withers as four feet, length seven feet and 
the length of its spirally-snaped horns la four feet < 
BIX inches. Its neck IB covered with a large snaggy 
tuaiie. and the tail is sUort. It is wild in its habits, 
but has become tamer owing to the depopulation or 
the country on the Assai, Ak-oaslia and Upper 
fcaryn; the Sara-tojishi, Having driven out the Cmriks 
aud liogus, are themselves afraid of camping there, 
for fear of "barantas," or raids. 


The Ovis Poln is found in great herds; only a few 
of the old rama remain apart from the rest, and are 
i 
accompanied sometimes by a few ewes. They are 
preyed upon by the common wolf and a very rapacious 
kind ofwolf known as the red alpine woitrcanls alpi- 
nus parvusi, verj common in these hilis, though so 
wary aud shy that it has been impossible hitherto to 
procure a specimen. Tbe Ovis Polli is very hard to 
kill, getting away arter a shot which one would 
imagine must be mortal. From tha skulls of this 
animal round, it appears ihat the Naryn is the north- 
ernmost Hmit inhabited by it; its southern limit is 
uncertain. 


Tiie steppe grass abounding on the elevated ola- 


tcau extending irom the Pamir to the Chan TenTl 
on the ea«t, -and to the Himalayas on the soutn, 
afford ample lood for even so large an animal, while 
the numerous ^alleys give him suelter ;rom storms. 
M. Severtsoa brought come Swo specimens.

TELEGRAPH CABLES. 


Tho Extension In the East—Submarine Ene- 


mies and .Light or Heavy Wires—Multiplied 
Chars &a. 


[From the China (London) Telegraph, Oct. 4.1 
In a recent notice of the several schemes Jatelv 
put forward for 
extending 
telegraphic com- 
munication to China, we gave a prominent place to 
the project of tue -India, Australia and China Tele- 
graph Company," for laymga light cable, constructed 
on Mr. Varley's principle, between Ceyloa and Pe- 
nang. We have more than once written in favor of 
this plan, but some facts that have recently been 
published seem to indicate that the exoeriment is a 
far more hazardous one than either ourselves or Us 
promoters have hitherto suspected. The light cable 
nas been tried and round wanting. 
Indeed, it is 
hardly likely 
that the 
Telegraph 
Construc- 
tion and 
Maintenance Company would 
cling 
so tenaciously 
to the system, of heavy or 
"iron-clad" cables unless it had been proved to 
demonstration that the opposite principle (at all 
events as now applied i was totally inefficient. The 
nines not long ago asserted, on good authority, that 
of late years there have been 8,000 miles of light 
cable laid, some covered witu tain wire, some cou- 
gistlng of India ruboer core alone, and others pro- 
tected with hemp aud other substances, but that no 
line or this description has been found to last longer 
tlian one year, whilo in some cases the period has 
been a few weens only. All the cables now In work- 
ing order are of tne strong and heavy form and 
there seema no example of any kind that can be 
cued to justify the adoption or the light principle. 
These are very damaging ana discouraging facts, 
and they have evidently made a strong impression on 
tne public mind. Mr. Varley himselr comes to the 
rescue, by means of a long letter addressed to the 


dislocations of this part of

trict and in tbo neighborhood of Wellington, 
which are almost at the two extremities of 
the island, and doubtless many intermediate 
places will yet be discovered. He tben described 
the structure of the Coiviile Peninsula, on tbe west- ' 
ern side of which the gold flelds are situatedraud 
exhibited a map showiug tBe position and coinpara- 
•tive area of each, calling atteutlon to tbe very insig- 
nificant portion of tbe country whicn bad as yet 
been tested by the miners. The rocks found in the 
Peninsula consist or lofty ridges of the slate rocks 
Interbedded with whicn occur strata formed from 
very ancient eruptive rocks. 
Enveloping these 
ridges to a height above tbo sea of many hundred 
fee« are deposits of tertiary tufa, a atratifled rock 
consisting of volcanic ash intermixed with ejected 
fragments of recent geological date. This tufaceous 
rock presents a very marked variety in its character 
in some localities icrming a gray fine grained rock 
containing a large quantity of auriferous pyrites 
dispersed through Its substance. This Is the char- 
acteristic rock in which all tbe richest lodes 
have been round at tbe Thames. In all the auriie- 
rous areas yet examined igneous dykes occur, the 
composition or which shows that they are allied to 
those found accompanying tbe dislocations previ- 
ously alluded to as occurring in tbe South Islands 
and which no doubt account for their presence in 
these superficial rocks. He then proceeded to de- 
scribe tbe bills between Wellington Harbor and Cape 
•jerawitf, in wbicb district alluvial gold bas been 
found in small quantities, and showed that they 
consist of tbe slate and sandstone rocks, and 
tbat we have ueitiier the metamorpbic rocks of tbe 
South nor tbe igneous dykes of the North to account 
for the occurrence of this gold. 
In every case 
however, where tbe gold has been found it la 
associated witii a 
peculiar variety oi slate 
rock, patches of winch 
occur in lines not 
agreeing witb tbe stratification. 
Tnis rock is a 
fnaole 
cherty slate of a deep indigo blue 
color, 
traversed 
by 
Innumerable 
thread-like 
veins 
or 
quartz. 
In 
tbe 
neighborhood of 
tbis rock tbe sandstones are highly indurated and 
mlKtrated witb silica, so tbat in some cases hard 
specimens have been mistaken by good authorities 
for One grained granite. We have, therefore, an in- 
dication of a chemical change in tnese rocks, and 
from observation it is found tbat the patches of rock. 
so altered conform to lines of dislocation parallel 
with those which are found to occur in the Nelson 
area. From, tbe foregoing considerations we and 
tbat in tbe south, where tbe gold is most widely 
spread, we Have tbe metamorpnic rocks on the sur- 
face; in Nelson, dislocations, igneous dykes and 
rocks, locally metamorphosed; at the Thames, ig- 
neous dykes, and at Wellington, dislocations—so 
tbat in tbe three latter cases we have evidence that 
the existence of a communication between deep- 
seated and chemically-altered rocks ana tbe surface 
13 the essential accompaniment of the gold. Ho 
mentioned, in conclusion, tbat thermal waters es- 
caping by such lines of communication are generally 
admitted as sufficient to effect tbe transport ot any 
metal.

The river Xaryn, at the point where M. Severtsoff 
joined it near tbe lake or Batt-Klcbit, nows through 
an elevated, billocky steppe; me hills are low aud 
covered wilh steppe vegetation—Featuca, willow 
and a few alpme varieties. Though the inercur? is 
below the freeing point for ten months of tbe year 
these steppes are entirely devoid of snow in Octo- 
ber aud In places where It lell the sun's rays soon 
melted it. The country is very rich m animal iire- 
couatles? herds of mountain sheep and goats ramre 
over tnese steppes, and 
wild boars are also 
to

with. 
One or the mon Inter- 
esting species, however, was tbe pale vellow 
steppe bear, a kind or Ursus Isabeliinus which was 
seen on the steppes between the Bors-Kaun and 
Xaryn rivers. Tins bear ol the high syrts (uplands) 
preys entirely on tne marmot. At a distance it 
seems .mite white in color; in shaoe it is Verv like 
tbe ordinary bear, though 01 smalle'r size, the female 
measuring four and a quarter feet m length and the 
male up to flve feet. Its fur is long and Ihakirv- the 
hairs are as much as four inches in length' its 
claws are stralghter tuan those of tbe forest bear, to 
whicn it Is very similar.

These calculations are particularly unfavorable to 
tbe success or Mr. Tarley's pet scheme. No doubt, 
beiore long, taere will be still farther improvements 
In tbe construction of ocean cables, and in the 
interest of progress we hope that tne various diffi- 
culties ive nave dwelt ou may soon be overcome- but 
for the present u seema to us far safer to trust to 
tbe well tried lorm tbat bas produced sncb satisfac- 
tory results in tbe Atlantic and other Important 
lines. But by whatever means accomplished the ex- 
tension or tbe Red Sea line to China will be a great 
boon. At present the vicissitudes encountered by 
every message, even between London and Galle, 
are such aa render it a matter of surprise tbat a 
single one even escapes unmutilated. Each tele- 
grain bas to be repeated, from one forwarding sta- 
tion to another, more than twenty tlruea—twenty- 
two, we believe, is tbe exact number—and It bas.

GOLD AND GEOLOGY. 


The field Deposits of New Zealand—Influence 


By way of Europe we bave our flies from New 


Zealand, dated at Auckland on tbe 4th of July. Dr. 
JUector, the geologist of the New Zealand govern- 
ment, at a recent meeting of the Sew Zealand Insti- 
tute, epoke as follows on tbe gold regions of the 
colony:—

In tbs 
province of Otugo tbe alluvial gold is obtained on 
tbe denuded surface or metamorpbic schists, and 
originally came out of some portion of those rocks. 
Mdtamorpluc rocks are those wbicb. originally sedi- 
mentary, bave during a long course or geological 
periods been subjected to chemical agencies, and 
bave, as a result, acquired a very different struc- 
ture. All rocks deposited as sediments consist of 
tbe fragments of other rocks aggregated in ibe form 
of conglomerate sand or imnaibabie mud. Meta- 
morphlc action has bad tbe 
effect 
of rear- 
ranging 
tbe 
component 
parts 
of 
these 
rocka Into tbe form of simple minerals. 
In 
the South Island, wherever a large area of these 
rocfo is exposed, in every depression or ravine, sold 
may be found—sometimes In enormous quantities, 
and without there being an; distinct loden or reels 
to wbicb iu origin can be traced, except in a lew 
cases. In tba district of Westlaml tbe allvuial gold 
has been found in ihe western slope only of the di- 
viding range of tbe islands, and on tbls slope are 
found all tbe varieties or metamorpbio rocka. Tbo 
absence or gold on tbe eastern slope, where unal- 
tered palaeozoic rocks are ohiefly to be found, except 
In a few localities where there Is a local reappear- 
ance of the metamorpbio rocks, has a remarkable 
significance.

THE GREAT "WOKK5 OF THE AGE. 


The New Thames Tunnel—Its Extent, Econ- 


omy and Dees—How the \VorIc Is Curried 
On. 


fFrom tho London Times, Oct. 13.J 


The new Thames Tunnel bas progressed BO fast 


since our last notice tbat it may now be said to be 
virtually complete, and will, it is expected, be in a 
fit state for opening for public trafllc about tbe mid- 
dle or tbe end of next month. The whole length 
from what may be called ibe summit of Tower mil 
to tbe end of Vine street, In Tooley street, on tbe 
south side of the river, is just 1,320 feet, and of this 
distance more tban 1,280 feet has already been ac- 
complished and completed, only about forty feet 
remain to make tbe junction with tbe Tooley street 
shaft. This short distance, at the rate at which tbe 
tunnel lias advanced, could be accomplished iu 
about four or four and a half days, but tiieshalt itsc.l 
cauuot be ready within tbat time, nor, indeed, is it 
likely to be ready within the next lortniglil. Tbe 
sliart m Tooley street is not BO deep as that at Tower 
Hill by two feel, 'ihe former is to be nrty-eight reet, 
wlicrcas tixe latter IB sixty feet. Yet tbe Tower Hill 
shaft was sunk quicKly and without Hie smallest 
aitilculty. for after passing througb abuut twenty 
feet or made earth the clay was reached a little below, 
and not a sign of water was detected, \Vnat we may 
call the Tooley street shaft is a little over ten rest 
diameter, and tins luis been sunk to a depth of about 
twenty reet, where il lias come upon a bud of gravel, 
la wbicb the water is more abundant man could ba 
wished. It is not, However, m suiiicieiit quantity to 
prevent tbo shaft being very easily kept dry by means 
ot pumping, but pumping is by no means wished in 
Ibis case, lor the Shalt Is near some very large build- 
inns, and to pump out much water Irom beneath 
them would have tbe elfect of causing their founda- 
tions to sink rapidly as tbe gravel beneutb them was 
diminished in bulk as ibe water was druwu ou* 
The 
Tooley street Shalt, therefore, is being 
sunk 
by means of a peculiar screw, which 
la 
called 
a 
"miser," au instrument used in 
works or this nature, and wmcb brings up tbe 
maximum or gravel with the minimum ot water. In 
this way the works are progressing steadily. AS far 
as tins sliart bas yet gone, it is double lined with 
iron casing, tbe inner run of iron keeping out the 
leakage wmcb may Had its way througb the joints 
of tne outer. These Iron rings of tbe abart are lour 
feet deep each, and they are forced by weights down 
luio the sou before much dredging out within their 
circumference Is attempted. Tue double iron liutng 
to tbis shaft will not, it is expected, be continued to 
a much greater depth than it is at present. There is 
every sign tbat the water-bearing stratum has been 
nearly passed and that the clay will soon be reached. 
When tbls is attained only one lining of Iron nugs 
to tbe shall, will be used to within a rew feec or the 
bottom, where bricks faced witb glazed tiles, to 
reflect the light, will be employed, as m tbe shaft on 
•Tower Hill. Night aud day every four hoars the 
shield driving tbe tunnel moves forward eighteen 
Inches, so tbat there is an advance or nine feel in 
every twenty-four hours. 


Tbe manner In wbicb tnls rapid advance Is accom- 
plished is as simple and ingenious as it is safe and 
quick in its mode of operation. Tbe shield is a dlss 
of mixed wrought and cast iron, weighing aoout 
two and a hall tons, in tbe from: next to tbe clay it 
is concave; in the rear, where the men work, it looks 
like a gigantic cart wheel, having six spokes and an 
enormous open hollow felloe m the ceutre. To this 
shield, and extending backwards ovex tbe men at 
work, is a powerful iron run, just like tbe cap to tbe 
end of a telescope. Thus, the miners who work it 
excavate enough clay through tbe centre opening to 
enable one man to pass m beyond tbe face of the 
shield, and be soon cuts away clay enough to llnd 
room lor two, aud when a comrade joins him. there 
is soon room-made enough ror three workers but 
seldom for more. The clay is or the Kind well known 
as the stiff London clay, of a blackish green 
color, just moist enough to clve it a thorough 
tenacity, bul without any water. 
When about 
two reet have been, excavated all round in front or 
the shield tlie miners return back tbrougu the cen- 
tral hole, and wltb ordinary hand-screws they force 
the shield on to tne length of the distance they have 
excavated, its long rim still keeping them, under 
shelter as it is advanced. WitUin tbis rim a segment 
of tbe iron tunnel is at once built lu three segments 
eighteen inches long, and so on tbe process is 
repeated over and over again, Tbe inner face of tbe 
shield Is so constructed as to receive tbe pressure of 
six screw-jacks—one in each of the six spokes we 
nave spoken of. By these means a pressure or sixty 
tons could be brought to bear on the whole shield. 
As a rale, however, one screw-jack and one man is 
sufficient to move it forward, and tbis wltb ease. 
in case oi auy water beiug come to, such aa a, 
spring—for tbe whole tunnel is far below tlie bed 
or the river water—it would give Indications ol 
Its presence In tbe moisture of tbe clay long be- 
fore the miners reached it. lu tbe course of the exca- 
vations of tbe shield about 2,000 cubjc yards of tlie 
London clay bave been dusr out jor tbe tunnel alone. 
Tills, as fast as It was cut out, was run out m little 
"trolleys" to tbe Tower mil sbatt and howled up to 
outer air. But every --trolley" dropped its quantum 
in the tunnel till tlie base ot the tube became 
covered witb some six or seven Inches or sticky wet 
clay. This has all been removed, and the tunnel, 
as far as it Has gone, Is now clean from end to end. 
Tue result is, tbat all that passes on tbe river over- 
head is ten times more distinctly heard than ever. 
ne paswrje of a steamer is heart! wMi a noLte «; 
loiutatulviomting m the at present con lined air or 
tbe tunnel that it is oaly tbe knowledge or tbe unal- 
terable and almost immovable strength of the 
structure m which you stand that gives tbe hearer 
conndeuce. J,ot only can eveiy vessel be beard 
pa&slng—we speak of course of steamers, large 
or small—but even such slight; noises as naiu- 
mermg on tbe snips m tbe Pool above can be 
disunaulshed not only by tbe sound, but even by 
tbe slight tbougb perceptible vibration of tbe air. 
Yet, tbe whole tunnel is not only watertight but 
airtight. Tbe tests taken for deilectlon or anv set- 
tlement in tbe Iron tube since it bas been uullt give 
results that show a stability tbat appartntly nothing 
but an earthquake can unsettle, 'ibe greatest de- 
flection was only one-eigbtb of an incn from tbe 
true level, and in only two instances was it one-six- 
teenth. AS far as regards tbe tubes bearing pres. 
sure they are equal now tbat tbey are formed in 
circles to about ten times the pressure tbey can pos- 
sibly bave to bear, and to more than twenty times 
the pressure tbat is now laid on them. Altogether 
about 864 rings have BOW been laid and bedded in 
wltb blue lia> cement. About twenty more rings 
will comple the entire tunnel from Tower Bill to 
Tooley street.

THE EASTERN EARTHQUAKE. 


Its Effects in Mninc and New Hampshire. 


TFrom tbe Bangor (Me.) VVblg. Oct. 23.J 


What witu floods, hurricanes, typhoons, cyclones, 


tidal waves and earthquakes, our staid old city ol 
Bangor is getting decidedly to putting on tropical 
airs. 
TO complete tbe list of phenomena whlcn, 


have till of late been rare to us dwellers of "away 
down East," we were visited yesterday morning by 
an earthquake, which even tbe most sceptical 
would hardly dare to say was "no great shakes." 


As we were among those who heard and felt the 


unusual sensation we are able to state from our own 
observation as well as from tbe report of others 
regarding it. At thirty-two minutes past five o'clock 
A. M., as indicated by our watch, though others 
call it thirty-five minutes past, we heard a sound 
aud feit a jarring as If caused by a beavily loaded 
team driving over a rough and frozen road, 
The sound seemed to come from, the northeast, 
faint at first, tben increasing ana passing away 
in tbe southwest. 
Tbe rumbling and jarring 


quickly increased, so that doors and windows 
shook, pictures suspended from tbe walls rattled, 
house bells were rung, glass and china jingled and 
stove covers beat a tattoo upon tbe stoves. Ths 
sleeping inmates of tbe bouses were suddenly awas- 
eneii with a sensation as though some one were vio. 
lently shaking their beds, aud those who were up 
and awake saw doors and shutters swung to and 
fro. The whole vibration lasted about thirty seconds, 
though some set it down as a minute in duration; 
but tbe former we believe to be most nearly correct 
One gentleman reports that he was lighting a, 
keronese lamp, and bad placed tne chimney upon 
the table, and the jarring threw it upon tbe floor 
aud broke it. Anotner gentleman reports that a, 
botlle of whiskey which stood upon bis bureau was 
thrown down and broken; but it may have been 
"spirits," aud not the earthquake, in this in- 
stance, tbat did tbe damage. A gentleman re- 
siding on Third street states tbat bis shutters 
were jarred open and three panes of glass m bis 
cellar window shivered to atoms. 
This is tba 
most tbat we bave beard of in the way of damago. 
Almost every one who was asleep was awakened, 
and some weak nerves were considerably sbasen. 
At tbe Muzzy Iron Works a heavy- busting gear 
attached to a. craue, weighing some ^50 pounds, was 
swayed to and fro like a penmilurn, and when tha 
workmen entered tbe shop an bour aiterwards its 
oscillating motion bad not ceased. \Ve are told thas 
a gentleman residing In one of the towns back of 
us states tbat several lights of gla^ were broken in, • 
bis bouse. 
IJespatches from, various points north and somti 


of us and notes from correspondents in other towns 
speaK or experiencing a similar shock at the same 
bour. It is said tbat no such shock has been felt 
here during tbe past six years. A gentleman many 
years a resident or California informs us tbat tbougb 
tie has seen more damage done there he has never 
lelt tbe shock of an earthquake there more sensibly 
than he did that of yesterday mornmat. It was quite 
a shake. 


At tlie Erewster Hotel in Skowhegan a piano was 
moved several iuches and a lamp overturned from % 
table. Tbe shock at Skowbecan seems to have beea 
wore severe than at Baniror. At Kendall's Mills, 
\VaterviHe, Ac-, the shock was particularly noticed. 


[From the Portland (Me.) Argus, Oct. 23.) 
Yesterday when our citizens were comfortably 
enjoying their morning naps, many of them wers 
unceremoniously awakened and startled by tha 
shock of an earthquake. The shock It seems cams 
rrom the eastward and lasted with us from fifty 
seconds to one minute, being about quarter past liva 
o'clock. Tbe rumbling was not so perceptible as was 
tbe shaking of thmgs generally, but sounded like the 
distant roar or tbe sea after a storm. Tbe vibrations 
which we felt here were four in succession, eacli 
quite distinct, and commencing light and increasing 
lu power ana then diminishing in the same regular- 
ity-In this city tho shaking of houses not BO firm na 
rocks was very general, and in many instances wa 
bear or tbe more timid occupants rusnmg from their 
rooms and some even to tbe open air to ascertain 
me cuuse of the disturbance, whica appeared to 
them, not Having tho Calirorniao's experience u> 
guide them, a little out of tbe natural course ot 
events. But fright, like most thiujja else, has its 
end, aud quiet brought a return ol tbe drowsiness 
of an untimely waking. 
Curious were some of the stories tbat were told 
about what was seen and done at this and that 
bouse, in several cases people bad been awakened 
by their windows, which bad been left open anil 
slightly propped up, shutting, lu others things bad 
fallen off thu mantel piece or Blielvcs, me door bell 
bad rung, picturo Irames bad swung against tha 
wall, their beds had swayed tu and fro, dishes bad 
rattled together in the closets and hosts of other 
little tulngs bad acted as agents to the mighty dis- 
turber m culling up tbe people.

be executed. The Court bas, therefore, flxed on 
Friday, the lOtbday of December next: between the- 
hours of ten A. Al. and two P. M., as tue time for ilia 
execution of tbls sentence, when you will be exe- 
cuted by hanging-, as prescribed in tbe former sen- 
tence, An order Is now delivered to ibe Sheriff to- 
carry thu sentence into effect at tbe tune stated. It 
only remains for tbe Court to admonish you to maka 
immediate preparation for the fate which awiiiu.

Althougb st TJmrllsIr, Agra, ana several other 


places whleb Dave been attacked, cholera Has sen- 
slwy abated, It is still raging In many districts In 
various parts of the country with fearful violence, 
and the total death rate is, at tlie very lowest esti- 
mate, 400 a day. Since 186S there has been no hot 
season BO fatal as the present to Europeans. AH 
through the Northwest provinces tlio pestilence is 
masmg saa ravages. At Gwalior the deatlis are 
from sixty to a hundred a day, and Sepree, Bhopal 
«nd Sehora are suffering heavily. The scourge 
Beeros, Indeed, to be steadily marching along 
toe Agra road to Bombay, At Indore the native 
Rajah Has made the people offer sacrifices outside 
the city walls, with bare heads and dry emtpatties, 
»nt without any marked success, as upward on.ooo 
men have perished during the past three weeks. 
All through Malwa the horrors of pestilence are 
aggravated by the-privations of famine, especially 
among tha thousands of pilgrims who have been 
•waiting the shrine of Orocar, and are now obliged to 
Temain in that district until the rains are over. 
Krom Southern India we hear almost equally gloomv 
tidings. At Hyderabad the cholera has made ter- 
jlble inroads, and at Madras and all the other main 
centres of population it lias had more or less 
victims. 


In the presence of this severe mortality it is but 


natural that the medical faculty should be severely 
criticised. In spite of the careful observations that 
lave been made or this fatal scourae, in spite of tlio 
repeated supposed discovery of the proper mode of 
treatment, and In spite also of the improved sanitary 
surroundings of the greater part of the popalation, 
tfce percentage of deaths to altacKs is higner than 
ever. Either the malady must be increasing in vmr 
Jcnce or tne more modern forms of treatment are 
even less efficacious than the old. Physicians are 
beginning to despair or mastering the grand secret 
el this most fatal of Indian diseases; no theory, how- 
ever plausible and reasonable, has yet been found to 
conform to the facts of the case. 


A semi-official statement has been made that 


TBiless a very marked and scarcely hoped-for im- 
provement takes place in the crops the proposed 
Durbar of tie Duke of Edinbnrg at Agra will not be 
Said. At present there seems every likelihood of 
*here being nest season a disastrous famine all over 
the Punjab, and in many districts of Lower Bengal, 
m the best, we can only nope that the crop will be 
fcarely sufficient to maintain the people. So the

. which should eclipse the old magnificence of those 
elAkbarand Jehangir. 


Last Sunday a temple of tbe new religions faith of 


educated Hindoos, the Brahmo Somaj, was opened 
•with simple but appropriate ceremonies in this city. 
.As s spectacle, the affair was not very noteworthy: 
there was no attempt at Oriental pomp ana the 
service, though it lasted from naif past six in tne 
morning until seven o'clock at night, consisted 
merely of hymns, prayers, silent meditation, social 
conversation and readings. In imitation of Chris- 
tian churches, there was a collection -for the build- 
tog fund," and notice was given that regular wor- 
shippers could have seats allotted to tnem But nn 
jretending as it may be, the Bralimo Soraai will 
probably do more to break down Hindoo idolatry 
and the system of caste distinctions than the elabo- 
rate and costly missions of tlie various brandies of 
the Christian Church. Founded thirty years ago by 
an educated and enlightened Bengalee, who despised 
toe faith of his native country, ana at tne samo 
tone doubled the claims or Christianity, Brahminism 
Bas assumed a form that corresponds exactly to the 
jeliglouB needs of a large class of the native 
community. Missionaries bitterly complain tnat 
education instead of preparing the mind or tue Hm- 
floo for t&e Gospel ot Christ merely disnoses Him. to 
disbelief of all revealed religion. The reason or this 
is very simple. 
Tiie Baboo, intimately acquainted 
with the Vedas and the history of Gandama, the last, 
JBuddb, tells his Ohrtbttan irieuds that ne regards 
their faith as Uut another development of the Indiau 
reunions, and to conQrm Ms statements he will pome 
TO what he aud many Europeans n ho have lived m 
India believe to be the origin or many parts of the 
Biblical narrative 01 the lire of Cbri?i. Usmdama lie 
•will show you, like Cnrlst, was the scion of a roval 
House; sages visited hlE cradie and foretold for bun 
a splendid destiny as a reformer, ana he inaugu- 
rated his mission to his fellow creatures by pass- 
ing through a severe temptation, in the course of 
which the spirit, of evil offered him universal do- 
minion. It can easily be conceived that a verv 
slight correspondence between the two religions 1= 
BO flattering to tlie national vanity or tlie Hindoo 
that na readily adopts a belief in tjieir common 
origin. 


The Brahmo Somaj ofl'ero to men of this class a 
Talth which tiiey can easily accept. An American 
listening to tlie eutnusiastlc but somewhat dreamy 
rhapsodies of the Brahmist may easily believe thai 
He is attending a Spiritualist convention. Tlie Urah- 
mlst prolesses nimseli to be pre-eminently a trutli- 
seeker, and to have dismissed from his mind all 
belief in a revealed religion, whether it be that of 
Brahma, or Gandama, or iloliammed, or Christ. He 
recognizes, however, m the government of the 
universe a beneficent and loving intelligence, and to 
that Supreme Being whosa goodness" has created 
and sustained mm he oilers the homage of his inner- 
most souL AS a rule of life he accepts the intuitive 
teachings of Ms conscience and the dictates of 
reason, and he is also willing to bow to such laws of 
conduct as experience has proved to oe wise and 
necessary. Of a life beyond ihe grave he Knows 
nothing, but believes in it, because he has an intui- 
tive knowledge of its existence, and because it seems 
agreeable to his intellectual perceptions of tiie gen- 
eral laws of the universe. 
Sucn are very briefly me leading doctrines of the 
new faith, ana they are fast spreading over Bengal 
among the educated natives. Tne most important 
aspect or the Somaj, however, in the eyes of Euro- 
peans, is that it refuses to countenance the distinc- 
tions of caste. Whether it will become a permanent 
Torm of religious faun is, of course, doubtful- but it 
is certainly doing much to break down the hold or 
Brahminisai upon the affections and intellect of the 
Hindoo. The present leader or the Soinaj (Baboo 
Keshnb Chnnder-Senj contemplates going to .Eng- 
land early next year, and I have been told, tnouo-h 
on very doubtful authority, that he rnav possibly ex- 
tend bis visit to the States. By tbe way, I heard the 
other day that a prominent Hindoo scholar, Baboo 
JPeary C&and Mittra, is a Spiritualist and corresponds 
•with Judge Edmonds. 


A law has just been passed for the suppression of 
European vagrancy. All over the coantrv tdere is a 
sprinkling 01 disreputable white men who live by 
begging and petty theft. Tlievare mostly sailo'-s 
•who nave strayed from their ships away into the in- 
terior, or soldiers who, having obtained leave to stay 
In India on the expiration of their term of service 
lave failed in business. These men are regarded by 
the more fortunate whites as a scandal to the Cau- 
casian race, and it has at last been determined to 
deport them to England. A man who has thus been 


at the new land tows promulgated by tho sovereign. 
It Is said also tbat the Ghllzyes, who are reputed tne 
fiercest and most warlike of all tbe tribes of Turkis- 
tan, are nrcnarlng for insurrection. Then, In addi- 
tion to this bad news, there is tbo fact that Ismail 
Knan is still at large, and >s probably actively en- 
gaged in brewing mischief.

Cholera Is so usual a visitation in the latter part 


of tbe summer Jn India that its advent excites little 
more alarm or Interest than epidemic catarrh would 
lu the city of Now York. This season, however, 
this drean pestilence has assumed—especially in tbo 
Punjab and the northwest provinces—a form of 
extreme severity. Reports and telegrams from all 
parts of India announce more or less deaths, aud in 
soroo districts-the mortality Is starthnjriy heavy. At 
Umrikur during the last thirteen days there 
have been over a thousand recorded deaths, 
619 or which have occurred 
during the last 


week. 
At Agra, 
Benares, 
Allahabad, Tubat- 


koo and 
Cawnpore the pestilence is steadily 


Inroads upon 'the native population. In 


Madras also there are thirty to forty deaths a day. 
SO far only about 350 European deaths are reported, 
and eighty-six of these occurred at Allahabad, com- 
prising among the rest tne military commander of 
the district, Major General Harris. From all quar- 
ters the reports show tbat tbe ravages of this fatal 
malady are dally Increasing, and at the present 
writing the-rate of deaths must at least exceed a 
couple of hundred per diem. The Immediate cause 
of tbe present outbreak Is supposed to be tbe long 
continued drought, and tbe mortality will no doubt 
be heavier unless we soon nave a plentiful fall of 
rain. The cholera now raging Is only a simple form 
of tbe disease, but the proportion of deaths to 
attacks is in most cases at least seventy per cent. 
This is chiefly owing to the feeble constitutions of 
the natives. It is said, not without great apparent 
truth, that a single 
blow 
from 
a Euro- 


pean fist kills a Bengalee immediately. 
Fed 


oaly on rice and carry, supplemented, perhaps, witb 
a few cucumbers aud bananas, the native standard 
of vitality is very low; and even tbe little stamina 
he has Is generally arawn upon to as great an extent 
as is compatible with mere existence by immoder- 
ate indulgence in the most pernicious forms of sen- 
sual pleasure. His flagging powers are urged Tor- 
ward by the use of bang (Indian hemp) until he 
becomes so feeble tbat he can scarcely walk; and, of 
course, m the event of an attack of disease, be has 
no vital resources to fall bacE upon. It is not very 
•wonderful, therefore, that the natives perish by 
thousands in tbe presence of a cholera epidemic. 


Tbe long drought seems likely, however, to lead to 


sadder results tban it nas yet produced. Tbe crops 
all over the Northwest will inevitably fail unless 
some change ba tbe weather takes place; and we 
shall tben have to witness tbe horrors of a famine 
yet more widespread and disastrous tban tbat 
memorable one of Orissa. Kven now at Agra and

ASIATIC RUSSIA AND CHINA. 


M. SeverteofPs Jonrncy to tbo Upper Nanm 


At-Bnsha and Ajksai* 


The Knssian government has had translated and 


supplied to tbo European Journals received by the 
last mail Irom Groat Britain the following bigniy 
important report of the progress or tbe explorations 
of M. Bevertsoff in Asiatic Kussla and China, detail- 
ing bis route march to the Upper Naryn, At-Baeha 
and Aksai, with;the view of exploring the Tblan 
Snan rango, lying between the Is«lk-K.ul lake and 
Chinese Turkestan. M. Severtsoff says:— 


Ontbei«hof September, 1867, M. Severtsoff left 
Fort Vernoye lor his expedition to the Narvn aud 
trans-Naryn country. A fall of snow bad already 
covered the mountains and tbe groves or apple and

Starting on foot In an east-northeast direction M 
Severtson crossed tbe northern slope of the northern

Indeed, be a 
dreary commentary upou the bensncent rule of the 
Jiritlsli government la India, 11 u should be held 
amid the piteous entreaties of 30,000 ol its subjects 
for the bare means of existence. Under native rule 
famines were, no doubt, more frequent man they 
are now; but criminal administrative negligence 
uloue can ejcplalu the fact mat, in a country BO fer- 
tile as Inola. a single failure of a harvest should 
mean universal debtitutiou. And especially is 1 nis 
tne case when the accumulative genius of Che llm- 
doos is taken into account. Under anything like a 
tolerable system of taxation the native "of India will 
amass mouey. No race iu the world are more tem- 
perate ana ecconomical; their vices, terrible as they 
are, are inexpensive ones; the merest pittance Suf- 
fices them for subsistence, and the one absorbing 
desire or every Hindoo Heart is to be rich. It would 
be a long story to show how it is that these millions 
of people, with whom money-mating Is an enthrall- 
ing passion, remain in the lowest depths of poverty 
ilut it can be easily understood that the greatest part 
of the blame rests upon the shoulders of their rulers 
The durbar, therefore, will only be held IT the crop 
should tarn out a great deal more favorably than 
we can at present hope. It has been suggested that 
even should there be a famine In the Punjab, tne 
durbar might be held la some other pan of India 
But the authorities are conscious tuat a pageant of 
this kind auy where, in a bad season, must greatly 
aggravate the sufferings of the people. Ttie native 
Indian princes are vain as peacocks, bat tneir hearts 
are Hard and pitiless as the nether millstone. Ratlier 
than be outshone at so important a gathering they 
would wrins the last anna from their tenants and

Ascending the Tas-assa M. Severteoff saw before 
him the loity undulating valley of tbe Aksal; to- 
wards the west tbe hills are lower and the descent 
insignificant. The mouth of the Tercktt, a tributary 
ol the Aksai, was found to be 10,000 feet. Beyond 
tne Aksal lie the very loity mils of Kokki, covered 
ivitb perpetual snow and apparently 6,000 or 7,000 
feet above the Aksai. Towards the w»st they are 
lower; but further west, near the Cliatlr-Kul Lake, 
the lofty peaks were again visible. The basin of the 
Chatir-lCul was visible from the top of tho pass- but 
notwithstanding the great elevation of this lake, It 
had only just frozen, Judging from the cloud of vapor 
overhanging tlie water. 


Tlie snow storms and wind hurricanes obliged M. 
Severtsoff to return on the 18th October (0. 8.), tra- 
vc'lliug along the At-basba to the Nuryn. 
1 lie Pamir sheep (Otis Palli), not having been seen 
by any traveller since Marco Polo, its existence was 
loosed upon as almost fabulons till Lieutenant Wood 
brought a skull and some horns of it, which proved 
its authenticity. Tiie new description was tlien 
named ovis Polli, after Marco Polo, its discoverer. 
Doubts, however, were entertained as to whether the 
species were not extinct, until M. P. Semeuoff saw a 
considerable herd of these animals near the glaciers 
of feari-Djaz, which enabled him to assert positively 
their actual existence. M. N. A. Severttoff witnessed 
the killing of one of these animals on the great and 
loity plateau of the Aksai. Be describes its height 
at the withers as four feet, length seven feet and 
the length of its spirally-snaped horns la four feet < 
BIX inches. Its neck IB covered with a large snaggy 
tuaiie. and the tail is sUort. It is wild in its habits, 
but has become tamer owing to the depopulation or 
the country on the Assai, Ak-oaslia and Upper 
fcaryn; the Sara-tojishi, Having driven out the Cmriks 
aud liogus, are themselves afraid of camping there, 
for fear of "barantas," or raids. 


The Ovis Poln is found in great herds; only a few 
of the old rama remain apart from the rest, and are 
i 
accompanied sometimes by a few ewes. They are 
preyed upon by the common wolf and a very rapacious 
kind ofwolf known as the red alpine woitrcanls alpi- 
nus parvusi, verj common in these hilis, though so 
wary aud shy that it has been impossible hitherto to 
procure a specimen. Tbe Ovis Polli is very hard to 
kill, getting away arter a shot which one would 
imagine must be mortal. From tha skulls of this 
animal round, it appears ihat the Naryn is the north- 
ernmost Hmit inhabited by it; its southern limit is 
uncertain. 


Tiie steppe grass abounding on the elevated ola- 


tcau extending irom the Pamir to the Chan TenTl 
on the ea«t, -and to the Himalayas on the soutn, 
afford ample lood for even so large an animal, while 
the numerous ^alleys give him suelter ;rom storms.

Tho Extension In the East—Submarine Ene- 


mies and .Light or Heavy Wires—Multiplied 
Chars &a.

In a recent notice of the several schemes Jatelv 
put forward for 
extending 
telegraphic com- 
munication to China, we gave a prominent place to 
the project of tue -India, Australia and China Tele- 
graph Company," for laymga light cable, constructed 
on Mr. Varley's principle, between Ceyloa and Pe- 
nang. We have more than once written in favor of 
this plan, but some facts that have recently been 
published seem to indicate that the exoeriment is a 
far more hazardous one than either ourselves or Us 
promoters have hitherto suspected. The light cable 
nas been tried and round wanting. 
Indeed, it is 
hardly likely 
that the 
Telegraph 
Construc- 
tion and 
Maintenance Company would 
cling 
so tenaciously 
to the system, of heavy or 
"iron-clad" cables unless it had been proved to 
demonstration that the opposite principle (at all 
events as now applied i was totally inefficient. The 
nines not long ago asserted, on good authority, that 
of late years there have been 8,000 miles of light 
cable laid, some covered witu tain wire, some cou- 
gistlng of India ruboer core alone, and others pro- 
tected with hemp aud other substances, but that no 
line or this description has been found to last longer 
tlian one year, whilo in some cases the period has 
been a few weens only. All the cables now In work- 
ing order are of tne strong and heavy form and 
there seema no example of any kind that can be 
cued to justify the adoption or the light principle. 
These are very damaging ana discouraging facts, 
and they have evidently made a strong impression on 
tne public mind. Mr. Varley himselr comes to the 
rescue, by means of a long letter addressed to the

The rocks found in the 
Peninsula consist or lofty ridges of the slate rocks 
Interbedded with whicn occur strata formed from 
very ancient eruptive rocks. 
Enveloping these 
ridges to a height above tbo sea of many hundred 
fee« are deposits of tertiary tufa, a atratifled rock 
consisting of volcanic ash intermixed with ejected 
fragments of recent geological date. This tufaceous 
rock presents a very marked variety in its character 
in some localities icrming a gray fine grained rock 
containing a large quantity of auriferous pyrites 
dispersed through Its substance. This Is the char- 
acteristic rock in which all tbe richest lodes 
have been round at tbe Thames. In all the auriie- 
rous areas yet examined igneous dykes occur, the 
composition or which shows that they are allied to 
those found accompanying tbe dislocations previ- 
ously alluded to as occurring in tbe South Islands 
and which no doubt account for their presence in 
these superficial rocks. He then proceeded to de- 
scribe tbe bills between Wellington Harbor and Cape 
•jerawitf, in wbicb district alluvial gold bas been 
found in small quantities, and showed that they 
consist of tbe slate and sandstone rocks, and 
tbat we have ueitiier the metamorpbic rocks of tbe 
South nor tbe igneous dykes of the North to account 
for the occurrence of this gold.

mlKtrated witb silica, so tbat in some cases hard 
specimens have been mistaken by good authorities 
for One grained granite. We have, therefore, an in- 
dication of a chemical change in tnese rocks, and 
from observation it is found tbat the patches of rock. 
so altered conform to lines of dislocation parallel 
with those which are found to occur in the Nelson 
area. From, tbe foregoing considerations we and 
tbat in tbe south, where tbe gold is most widely 
spread, we Have tbe metamorpnic rocks on the sur- 
face; in Nelson, dislocations, igneous dykes and 
rocks, locally metamorphosed; at the Thames, ig- 
neous dykes, and at Wellington, dislocations—so 
tbat in tbe three latter cases we have evidence that 
the existence of a communication between deep- 
seated and chemically-altered rocks ana tbe surface 
13 the essential accompaniment of the gold. Ho 
mentioned, in conclusion, tbat thermal waters es- 
caping by such lines of communication are generally 
admitted as sufficient to effect tbe transport ot any 
metal.

Though the inercur? is 
below the freeing point for ten months of tbe year 
these steppes are entirely devoid of snow in Octo- 
ber aud In places where It lell the sun's rays soon 
melted it.

One or the mon Inter- 
esting species, however, was tbe pale vellow 
steppe bear, a kind or Ursus Isabeliinus which was 
seen on the steppes between the Bors-Kaun and 
Xaryn rivers. Tins bear ol the high syrts (uplands) 
preys entirely on tne marmot. At a distance it 
seems .mite white in color; in shaoe it is Verv like 
tbe ordinary bear, though 01 smalle'r size, the female 
measuring four and a quarter feet m length and the 
male up to flve feet. Its fur is long and Ihakirv- the 
hairs are as much as four inches in length' its 
claws are stralghter tuan those of tbe forest bear, to 
whicn it Is very similar. For the sake of distinc 
tloii tins might be called the marmot bear 
it & 
remarkable tuat the boar and tbe wild boar should 
adapt themselves to such a diversity of localities.

The smaller tbe vessel 
asca tbe greater, of course, will be tbe amount or 
"pitching." 11 a paying-out apparatus bo used to 
control tue jerking tnus produced no "light" cable 
could bear tbe strum; if (as is proposed) such appa- 
ratus be dispensed witb, tbe cable would olten run 
out at the rate of twenty or perhaps thirty miles an 
bour—causing an enormously disproportionate loss 
in "slack" or waste. 
Lastly, the question of 
cost is not placed on nearly so satisfactory a looting 
as we expected. Instead of being so very much 
cheaper, the light cable is as expensive as tbe heavy, 
if we may judge by tbe contract made for the suction 
between Galle and the Straits. Talcing tbe actual 
distance Irom point to point, and without any refer- 
ence to tbe "slack" (which it is admitted would be 
considerably greater with the light cable), tbe sum 
of £3-26,000 to be paid the India Rubber, Gutta Percha 
and Telegraph Works Company is at tbe rate of 
almost £280 per mile, which is nearly the same as 
tbe cost of tbe -iron-clad" cable between Suez and 
Bombay, while the heavy cable between Malta and 
Alexandria coat oaly £250 per mile. 


These calculations are particularly unfavorable to 
tbe success or Mr. Tarley's pet scheme. No doubt, 
beiore long, taere will be still farther improvements 
In tbe construction of ocean cables, and in the 
interest of progress we hope that tne various diffi- 
culties ive nave dwelt ou may soon be overcome- but 
for the present u seema to us far safer to trust to 
tbe well tried lorm tbat bas produced sncb satisfac- 
tory results in tbe Atlantic and other Important 
lines. But by whatever means accomplished the ex- 
tension or tbe Red Sea line to China will be a great 
boon. At present the vicissitudes encountered by 
every message, even between London and Galle, 
are such aa render it a matter of surprise tbat a 
single one even escapes unmutilated. Each tele- 
grain bas to be repeated, from one forwarding sta- 
tion to another, more than twenty tlruea—twenty- 
two, we believe, is tbe exact number—and It bas. 
besides, to be translated and retranslated at least 
five times. Or tiie heavy charge levied nearly the 
whole is divided between tbe numerous foreign 
companies whose lilies form tbe connecting links;

GOLD AND GEOLOGY. 


The field Deposits of New Zealand—Influence 


By way of Europe we bave our flies from New 


Zealand, dated at Auckland on tbe 4th of July. Dr. 
JUector, the geologist of the New Zealand govern- 
ment, at a recent meeting of the Sew Zealand Insti- 
tute, epoke as follows on tbe gold regions of the 
colony:—

In tbs 
province of Otugo tbe alluvial gold is obtained on 
tbe denuded surface or metamorpbic schists, and 
originally came out of some portion of those rocks. 
Mdtamorpluc rocks are those wbicb. originally sedi- 
mentary, bave during a long course or geological 
periods been subjected to chemical agencies, and 
bave, as a result, acquired a very different struc- 
ture. All rocks deposited as sediments consist of 
tbe fragments of other rocks aggregated in ibe form 
of conglomerate sand or imnaibabie mud. Meta- 
morphlc action has bad tbe 
effect 
of rear-

rocka Into tbe form of simple minerals. 
In 
the South Island, wherever a large area of these 
rocfo is exposed, in every depression or ravine, sold 
may be found—sometimes In enormous quantities, 
and without there being an; distinct loden or reels 
to wbicb iu origin can be traced, except in a lew 
cases. In tba district of Westlaml tbe allvuial gold 
has been found in ihe western slope only of the di- 
viding range of tbe islands, and on tbls slope are 
found all tbe varieties or metamorpbio rocka. Tbo 
absence or gold on tbe eastern slope, where unal- 
tered palaeozoic rocks are ohiefly to be found, except 
In a few localities where there Is a local reappear- 
ance of the metamorpbio rocks, has a remarkable 
significance.

THE GREAT "WOKK5 OF THE AGE. 


The New Thames Tunnel—Its Extent, Econ- 


omy and Dees—How the \VorIc Is Curried 
On. 


fFrom tho London Times, Oct. 13.J 


The new Thames Tunnel bas progressed BO fast 


since our last notice tbat it may now be said to be 
virtually complete, and will, it is expected, be in a 
fit state for opening for public trafllc about tbe mid- 
dle or tbe end of next month. The whole length 
from what may be called ibe summit of Tower mil 
to tbe end of Vine street, In Tooley street, on tbe 
south side of the river, is just 1,320 feet, and of this 
distance more tban 1,280 feet has already been ac- 
complished and completed, only about forty feet 
remain to make tbe junction with tbe Tooley street 
shaft. This short distance, at the rate at which tbe 
tunnel lias advanced, could be accomplished iu 
about four or four and a half days, but tiieshalt itsc.l 
cauuot be ready within tbat time, nor, indeed, is it 
likely to be ready within the next lortniglil. Tbe 
sliart m Tooley street is not BO deep as that at Tower 
Hill by two feel, 'ihe former is to be nrty-eight reet, 
wlicrcas tixe latter IB sixty feet. Yet tbe Tower Hill 
shaft was sunk quicKly and without Hie smallest 
aitilculty. for after passing througb abuut twenty 
feet or made earth the clay was reached a little below, 
and not a sign of water was detected, \Vnat we may 
call the Tooley street shaft is a little over ten rest 
diameter, and tins luis been sunk to a depth of about 
twenty reet, where il lias come upon a bud of gravel, 
la wbicb the water is more abundant man could ba 
wished. It is not, However, m suiiicieiit quantity to 
prevent tbo shaft being very easily kept dry by means 
ot pumping, but pumping is by no means wished in 
Ibis case, lor the Shalt Is near some very large build- 
inns, and to pump out much water Irom beneath 
them would have tbe elfect of causing their founda- 
tions to sink rapidly as tbe gravel beneutb them was 
diminished in bulk as ibe water was druwu ou* 
The 
Tooley street Shalt, therefore, is being 
sunk 
by means of a peculiar screw, which 
la 
called 
a 
"miser," au instrument used in 
works or this nature, and wmcb brings up tbe 
maximum or gravel with the minimum ot water. In 
this way the works are progressing steadily. AS far 
as tins sliart bas yet gone, it is double lined with 
iron casing, tbe inner run of iron keeping out the 
leakage wmcb may Had its way througb the joints 
of tne outer. These Iron rings of tbe abart are lour 
feet deep each, and they are forced by weights down 
luio the sou before much dredging out within their 
circumference Is attempted. Tue double iron liutng 
to tbis shaft will not, it is expected, be continued to 
a much greater depth than it is at present. There is 
every sign tbat the water-bearing stratum has been 
nearly passed and that the clay will soon be reached. 
When tbls is attained only one lining of Iron nugs 
to tbe shall, will be used to within a rew feec or the 
bottom, where bricks faced witb glazed tiles, to 
reflect the light, will be employed, as m tbe shaft on 
•Tower Hill. Night aud day every four hoars the 
shield driving tbe tunnel moves forward eighteen 
Inches, so tbat there is an advance or nine feel in 
every twenty-four hours. 


Tbe manner In wbicb tnls rapid advance Is accom- 
plished is as simple and ingenious as it is safe and 
quick in its mode of operation. Tbe shield is a dlss 
of mixed wrought and cast iron, weighing aoout 
two and a hall tons, in tbe from: next to tbe clay it 
is concave; in the rear, where the men work, it looks 
like a gigantic cart wheel, having six spokes and an 
enormous open hollow felloe m the ceutre. To this 
shield, and extending backwards ovex tbe men at 
work, is a powerful iron run, just like tbe cap to tbe 
end of a telescope. Thus, the miners who work it 
excavate enough clay through tbe centre opening to 
enable one man to pass m beyond tbe face of the 
shield, and be soon cuts away clay enough to llnd 
room lor two, aud when a comrade joins him. there 
is soon room-made enough ror three workers but 
seldom for more. The clay is or the Kind well known 
as the stiff London clay, of a blackish green 
color, just moist enough to clve it a thorough 
tenacity, bul without any water. 
When about 
two reet have been, excavated all round in front or 
the shield tlie miners return back tbrougu the cen- 
tral hole, and wltb ordinary hand-screws they force 
the shield on to tne length of the distance they have 
excavated, its long rim still keeping them, under 
shelter as it is advanced. WitUin tbis rim a segment 
of tbe iron tunnel is at once built lu three segments 
eighteen inches long, and so on tbe process is 
repeated over and over again, Tbe inner face of tbe 
shield Is so constructed as to receive tbe pressure of 
six screw-jacks—one in each of the six spokes we 
nave spoken of. By these means a pressure or sixty 
tons could be brought to bear on the whole shield. 
As a rale, however, one screw-jack and one man is 
sufficient to move it forward, and tbis wltb ease. 
in case oi auy water beiug come to, such aa a, 
spring—for tbe whole tunnel is far below tlie bed 
or the river water—it would give Indications ol 
Its presence In tbe moisture of tbe clay long be- 
fore the miners reached it. lu tbe course of the exca- 
vations of tbe shield about 2,000 cubjc yards of tlie 
London clay bave been dusr out jor tbe tunnel alone. 
Tills, as fast as It was cut out, was run out m little 
"trolleys" to tbe Tower mil sbatt and howled up to 
outer air. But every --trolley" dropped its quantum 
in the tunnel till tlie base ot the tube became 
covered witb some six or seven Inches or sticky wet 
clay. This has all been removed, and the tunnel, 
as far as it Has gone, Is now clean from end to end. 
Tue result is, tbat all that passes on tbe river over- 
head is ten times more distinctly heard than ever. 
ne paswrje of a steamer is heart! wMi a noLte «; 
loiutatulviomting m the at present con lined air or 
tbe tunnel that it is oaly tbe knowledge or tbe unal- 
terable and almost immovable strength of the 
structure m which you stand that gives tbe hearer 
conndeuce. J,ot only can eveiy vessel be beard 
pa&slng—we speak of course of steamers, large 
or small—but even such slight; noises as naiu- 
mermg on tbe snips m tbe Pool above can be 
disunaulshed not only by tbe sound, but even by 
tbe slight tbougb perceptible vibration of tbe air. 
Yet, tbe whole tunnel is not only watertight but 
airtight. Tbe tests taken for deilectlon or anv set- 
tlement in tbe Iron tube since it bas been uullt give 
results that show a stability tbat appartntly nothing 
but an earthquake can unsettle, 'ibe greatest de- 
flection was only one-eigbtb of an incn from tbe 
true level, and in only two instances was it one-six- 
teenth. AS far as regards tbe tubes bearing pres. 
sure they are equal now tbat tbey are formed in 
circles to about ten times the pressure tbey can pos- 
sibly bave to bear, and to more than twenty times 
the pressure tbat is now laid on them. Altogether 
about 864 rings have BOW been laid and bedded in 
wltb blue lia> cement. About twenty more rings 
will comple the entire tunnel from Tower Bill to 
Tooley street.

THE EASTERN EARTHQUAKE. 


Its Effects in Mninc and New Hampshire. 


TFrom tbe Bangor (Me.) VVblg. Oct. 23.J 


What witu floods, hurricanes, typhoons, cyclones, 


tidal waves and earthquakes, our staid old city ol 
Bangor is getting decidedly to putting on tropical 
airs. 
TO complete tbe list of phenomena whlcn, 


have till of late been rare to us dwellers of "away 
down East," we were visited yesterday morning by 
an earthquake, which even tbe most sceptical 
would hardly dare to say was "no great shakes." 


As we were among those who heard and felt the 


unusual sensation we are able to state from our own 
observation as well as from tbe report of others 
regarding it. At thirty-two minutes past five o'clock 
A. M., as indicated by our watch, though others 
call it thirty-five minutes past, we heard a sound 
aud feit a jarring as If caused by a beavily loaded 
team driving over a rough and frozen road, 
The sound seemed to come from, the northeast, 
faint at first, tben increasing ana passing away 
in tbe southwest. 
Tbe rumbling and jarring 


quickly increased, so that doors and windows 
shook, pictures suspended from tbe walls rattled, 
house bells were rung, glass and china jingled and 
stove covers beat a tattoo upon tbe stoves. Ths 
sleeping inmates of tbe bouses were suddenly awas- 
eneii with a sensation as though some one were vio. 
lently shaking their beds, aud those who were up 
and awake saw doors and shutters swung to and 
fro. The whole vibration lasted about thirty seconds, 
though some set it down as a minute in duration; 
but tbe former we believe to be most nearly correct 
One gentleman reports that he was lighting a, 
keronese lamp, and bad placed tne chimney upon 
the table, and the jarring threw it upon tbe floor 
aud broke it. Anotner gentleman reports that a, 
botlle of whiskey which stood upon bis bureau was 
thrown down and broken; but it may have been 
"spirits," aud not the earthquake, in this in- 
stance, tbat did tbe damage. A gentleman re- 
siding on Third street states tbat bis shutters 
were jarred open and three panes of glass m bis 
cellar window shivered to atoms. 
This is tba 
most tbat we bave beard of in the way of damago. 
Almost every one who was asleep was awakened, 
and some weak nerves were considerably sbasen. 
At tbe Muzzy Iron Works a heavy- busting gear 
attached to a. craue, weighing some ^50 pounds, was 
swayed to and fro like a penmilurn, and when tha 
workmen entered tbe shop an bour aiterwards its 
oscillating motion bad not ceased. \Ve are told thas 
a gentleman residing In one of the towns back of 
us states tbat several lights of gla^ were broken in, • 
bis bouse. 
IJespatches from, various points north and somti 


of us and notes from correspondents in other towns 
speaK or experiencing a similar shock at the same 
bour. It is said tbat no such shock has been felt 
here during tbe past six years. A gentleman many 
years a resident or California informs us tbat tbougb 
tie has seen more damage done there he has never 
lelt tbe shock of an earthquake there more sensibly 
than he did that of yesterday mornmat. It was quite 
a shake. 


At tlie Erewster Hotel in Skowhegan a piano was 
moved several iuches and a lamp overturned from % 
table. Tbe shock at Skowbecan seems to have beea 
wore severe than at Baniror. At Kendall's Mills, 
\VaterviHe, Ac-, the shock was particularly noticed. 


[From the Portland (Me.) Argus, Oct. 23.) 
Yesterday when our citizens were comfortably 
enjoying their morning naps, many of them wers 
unceremoniously awakened and startled by tha 
shock of an earthquake. The shock It seems cams 
rrom the eastward and lasted with us from fifty 
seconds to one minute, being about quarter past liva 
o'clock. Tbe rumbling was not so perceptible as was 
tbe shaking of thmgs generally, but sounded like the 
distant roar or tbe sea after a storm. Tbe vibrations 
which we felt here were four in succession, eacli 
quite distinct, and commencing light and increasing 
lu power ana then diminishing in the same regular- 
ity-In this city tho shaking of houses not BO firm na 
rocks was very general, and in many instances wa 
bear or tbe more timid occupants rusnmg from their 
rooms and some even to tbe open air to ascertain 
me cuuse of the disturbance, whica appeared to 
them, not Having tho Calirorniao's experience u> 
guide them, a little out of tbe natural course ot 
events. But fright, like most thiujja else, has its 
end, aud quiet brought a return ol tbe drowsiness 
of an untimely waking. 
Curious were some of the stories tbat were told 
about what was seen and done at this and that 
bouse, in several cases people bad been awakened 
by their windows, which bad been left open anil 
slightly propped up, shutting, lu others things bad 
fallen off thu mantel piece or Blielvcs, me door bell 
bad rung, picturo Irames bad swung against tha 
wall, their beds had swayed tu and fro, dishes bad 
rattled together in the closets and hosts of other 
little tulngs bad acted as agents to the mighty dis- 
turber m culling up tbe people. Tbe damage dons 
to our knowledge can be covered by the price of two 
bottles of catsup, which were knocked down ituci 
broken and are a total loss. 
In 0110 particular locality at Cape Elizabeth— 
whether tlie inhabitants mere were more wlcKed 
than the rest we know not—tbe shock was greater 
tuan in other places. A lady who was preparing an 
early breakfast says her bouse so situated «as 
shaken so that tables on casters were moved and, 
she was obliged to catch np a lighted lamp to pre- 
vent its lolling to the lloor. 
, 


Tbe captain or a schooner in tke harbor says at 
the above time be heard a sound what he supposed 
was thunder, but tblnks there was no extra motion 
of his vessel. 
[From tbe Lewiston (Me.) Evening Journal, Oct 22 7 
Tbe earthquake FriOay morning was quite dis- 
tinctly felt in tbls vicinity. Observers differ as to its 
exact time and duration; but by what we can gather 
it appears to have occurred between half-past live 
and six o'clock A. M., and lasted about one minute.. 
W mdows ana crockery rattled, furniture abook and 
many lighter articles moved from their positions. 
One gentleman residing m Auburn stated tbat tba 
roof of his bouse "cracked" very perceptibly. Seve- 
ral persons in Auburn state tuat tney relt four dis- 
tinct shocks. Tho effect upon domestic animate 
was curious. 
Dogs iiowled, horses neighed and 
uueaslly trod about their stalls, pulling tbelr haltersT 
cows lowed and fowls set up a vociferous cackle' 
Several gentlemen report that tbey found their hens 
had left tbelr perches and buddleu together upon 
haymows. 
[From the Concord (N. H.) Evening Patriot, Oct. 22.1 
An earthquake, with three distinct shocks, is a 
topic of conversation upon the street to-day. It was 
felt about five o'clock this moriimz. me 22d. if' 
woke up some folks who sleep more lightly than wo 
do. Many beds are said to bave been shaken and' ' 
people, now somebody lias spoken of it, will rememJ 
ber it may be attributed to tbe earthquake. One' 
citizen declares it rattled tne tin upon nis roof pcr-1 
ceptibly.

Friday the premium took a sudden advance under 
the manipulation of operators, who are more famous 
lor their doings in the stock market, but occasionally 
make a venture in cold. Cheap gold was the by- 
word under wlilcli this movement was started, and, 
as if to give support to their arguments .that the 
precious metal was ruling far below its real value, 
they took the whole sovernmeut onenng of that day. 
The subsequent course of the market shows.'how- 
ever, that all this dash and bravado were tne cover 
to a "bear" movement and to induce the few outside 
speculators, who have money and courage enongn left 
to bay, to take the gold which the clique were secretly 
Belling. The time has gone by for bull movements 
in gold, The late crisis was tlieir death-knell. While 
gold may not do to sell "short" however, because 
tne imports have been running heavy for some 
weeks past, the flattering extent of the cotton crop 
and the success ana promptness or the marketing of 
a large portion of it certainly present temptations 
that way. During the week tne receiver of the Gold 
Bank paid flfty cents on the dollar of all adjusted 
claims, and expectations are indulged in that a 
large traction, if not the whole, of its indebtedness 
to its creditors will be paid off.

THE JAPANESE IN CALIFOBHIA. 


Tea and Mulberry Cultivation. 


[From the California mountain Democrat, Oct. 2 1 
it will be recollected that Herr Sclmeli who had 
been for a long time a resident of Japan, came to 
El Dorado county some time in June or July last 
and made a purchase of some lands at Cold Hill for 
the purpose of establishing a Japanese colony, to be 
conducted upon the co-operative labor system, and 
for the direct purpose of engaging in the culture of 
tne tea plant, the oil plant, wax and mulberry 
trees, and the manufacture 
of silk. 
On a 
recent visit to the colony we had the pleasure of 
an interview with 
Herr Schnell, front whom 
wo learned tbe designs of the colony, ana were 
permitted 
to make a personal inspection of 
tne results of the experiments already made. We 
are assured that the prospect of the entire success 
of his scheme was fully equal to ins most sanguine 
expectations. The tea seeas. although planted at 
tlie most unseasonable part of the year, gave evi- 
dence; of a thrilty growth and of vigorous health. 
It seems that a laree number of seeds planted failed 
to germinate, but tiiia it was discovered was owing 
to the imperfection of the seeds, by reason or tne 
failure of tue persons from whom the Seeds were 
ordered to furnish a sufficient ausinttty of new and 
Iresh seeds and which had not been inspected until 
after their arrival in California, aud when it waa too 
late to remedy the oversight for tne present season. 
We observed, however, that notwithstanding the 
unfavorable season for planting the germiuu'-ln" 
seeds were quite numerous and new plants were 
dully matins their appearance. 


There are a large number of mulberry trees tliat 
are perfectly healthy in appearance, and we were 
informed by Schaell that the indications were in trie 
highest degree favorable to ultimate perfection of 
growtn; that tho soil and climate seemed to be well 
adapted to the culture of tua mulberry and the 
health and vigor of the silkworm. Many of the 
mulberry roots, which at one time appeared to lan- 
guish, are now giving signs of renewed life ana 
strength, and there appears to be scarcely a shadow 
of the complete success of the experiment, m this 
department, at least.
